Director-General Davis in substance spoke 
as follows: 

I hardly know what to say, I cannot in a fit- 
ting manner express my feelings for the’ gteat 
compliment here paid me, and through me to the 
National Commission, as well as to the people of 
Chicago. I regret that the Fair has come to a 
close, because I regret to part with these our dear 
friends, many of whom we shall in all 
human probability never see again. It was thein- 
tention of the government in inaugurating the 
Exposition to show the people of the Old World 
how grateful we are to them for the part they 
have always played in giving this Nation its 
proud place among the nations of the earth. 

The hearty codperation of our foreign friends 
was best shown in the magnitude and excellence 
of their displays at Jackson Park and the cordi- 
ality with which their representatives have acted 
with us. Early we were informed that the older 
countries did not move as rapidly as we doin 
this country. That was certainly not so in this 
instance, and I want here to bring to your 
notice the rapidity with which they came for- 
ward and installed theirexhibits. It is impossible 
to exaggerate the importance and influence of 
foreign codperation in the Fair. America needed 
an object lesson from the old world. We have 
been benefited by it. We know our foreign friends 
better. We fully appreciate their work. 

There is no language in which I can express 
my gratitude to you, gentlemen, for your friend- 
ship. In all the work I have had to perform you 
have been considerate. In our troubles you have 
been conciliatory. It is wonderful to contem- 
plate how we got along as well and smoothly as 
we did. I wish to make my profound acknowl- 
edgments to you for all you have done, and fo ex- 


tend you my thanks for your distinguished con- 


sideration. 
Gov. Altgeld Speaks. 

Gov. Altgeld was introduced. Briefly he 
had this to say: 

Gen. Davis has served his.country well in war 
and in the halls of Congress, but it is as Director- 
General of the Columbian Exposition that he has 
done his country the greatest service. To have one’s 
name associated prominently with the maki 
of the World’s Fair is something to be proud of. 
That marvel of the age has placed a wreath of 
immortality on the brow ofthe century. Gentle- 
men of the Foreign Commission, you have hon- 
ored our State and our people and placed us 
under obligations to you. I wish to express to 
you the gratitude of the State of Illinois. 

Following Gov. Altgeld, Dr. Max Richter 
spoke of the men who had assisted the Diréc- 
tor-General, and referred to President Palmer 
of the National Commisstun and the chiefs of 
departments at the Exposition. He said in 
substance: 

The warm and appreciative words which the 
Honorable Chairman has just bestowed upon the 
exaltéd merits of this evening's honorary guest. 
the Director-General of the Exposition, Col. 
George R. Davis, could not but dnd a hearty 
echo within the breast of every one present 
on this solemn occasion. So closely allied, 
however, so harmonious have been the functions 
of the dignitaries of the Exposition that one can- 
not be mentioned without calling to mind the 
others. First of allsuch a tribute of grateful 
recognition is due the President of the Ex- 
position. Thomas W. Palmer. His remarka-

Prrrssure, Pa., Nov. 11.—Six hundred 
Anarchists assembled in old Lafayette Hall 
tonight to celebrate the sixth anniversary of 
the execution of the Chicago haymarket riot- 
ers. The red ana black were conspicuously 
displayed. Over the stage was stretched a can- 
vas bordered with red and black. On it were 
inscribed the last words of A. R. Parsons: 
‘Let the voice of the people be heard.”’ 
‘¢ There will be a time when our silence will 
be more powerful than the voices you stran- 
gle today.’’ Underneath this were the pict- 
ures of Spies, Parsons, Lingg, Engel, and 
Fischer. The crowd was orderly, no dis- 
orderly language or conduct marring 
the peace, and the interference of 
the score of officers scattered 
through the audience was not required. 
Henry Weisman of New York was one of the 
speakers, delivering an addrese in English and 
German, in which he praised Gov. Altgeld for 
pardoning the three colleagues of the rioters. 
The mention of Altgeld’s name was the signal 
for a storm of applause. William Gurare de- 
livered an address in Bohemian, E. Rupert 
recited a poem. and the Liedertafel Singing 
Society furnished the music.

It was just 20 minutes after 2 o’clock this 
morning that the end of the cable was started — 
onits journey around thenew loop. The cable 
was run out from the power house at Jeffer. 
son and Washington streets and into the con- 
duit. As soon as the end of the cable could 
be reached a grip car provided with a strong, 
new grip was run up, and the end of the rope 
was taken firmly hold of by the grip. Then. 
twenty-five spans of horses were hitched to 
the grip.‘and away went the outfit.. But the 
operation was not so simple as it seems tell. 
ing about it. The services of forty men and 
a foreman and no end of shouting were neces- 
sary, and even some strong words were used, 
Stops were frequent and long, especially along — 
at the points where the new cable dips under 
the North Side line. It was slow work and 
hard, 

Ready if in Luck. 

At 83 o’clock the foreman said if he had good 
luck and enough of it he would finish his job 
and get the end of the rope back to the power 
house and turn it over to the splicers by 6 
o’clock this morning. The splicers, there are 
ten of them, will work about forty minutes, 
and then the engineer will open the throttle 
and cable trains will begin to run around the 
new line. The new rope is 1 5-16 inches in 
diameter, is 12,000 feet long, and weighs 2% 
pounds to the foot. It will be run overits — 
own drum and driven by the same engine 
that drives the present loop. The new loop 
will put an additional load of 100-horse power 
on the engine. Only the Medison street cars 
will run to State street ; the Milwaukeeavenue ° 
cars will continue to run around the La Salle 
street loop as before. The cables of both 
loops will run side by side in the same con- 
duits to La Salle street, but the grips will not 
get mixed up, for the gripmen of each line 
will have certain places to pick up their ropes 
and they will not drop .them again until they 
get to another designated spot. The switch 
at Madison and La Salle streets will be an or- 
dinary hand switch. 


The new loop will increase the capacity of 
both the Madison street and the Milwaukee 
avenue lines, for the number of trains run 
heretofore has been limited by the strength 
of the rope. Now that there are two ropes to 
do the work formerly done by one many more 
trains can be put on. Service will proba- 
bly be increased on Milwaukee avenue, but 
Patrons of the Madison street line will be in- 
terested in knowing that more trains than 
are needed are run on that line now—at least 
so an employé said. 

Another point that will interest passengers 
is that there will be no danger of collisions at 
the crossings of the North Side and West Side 
lines—if the gripmen attend to their business. 
Each line crosses the other four times; every 
train on each line will have to make four 
crossings on streets already crowded, 
will make additional care and caution neces- 
sary on the part of the gripmen. And an em- 
ployé of the road who ought to know some- 
thing about it holds out the comforting assur- 
ance that “if the gripmen attend to 
business there will be no danger,” '

Instead, there were only such ex- 
tracts'as were necessary to make out a case 
for the Cleveland administration in justifica- 
tiom of its extraordinary action. It is as- 
sumed, however, in official circles that the 
brief of the Secretary of State having been 
made.-the basis for action by Minister Willis, 
the developments would follow quickly his 
arrival at Honolulu. Therefore the arrival 
of the China mail steamer, which is due at 
San. Francisco tomorrow or next day, is 
awaited with very great interest, 


May Bring Startling News. 

Its departure from Honolulu was two days 
after Minister Willis’ arrival. Therefore it 
probably brings advices of a startling kind, 
though the administration parasites profess to 
believe thatthe restoration will be accom- 
plished without trouble. While no details 
are given out concerning the instructions of 
Minister Willis or of Admiral Irwin the State 
Department, it is presumed, in conjunction 
with the navy, has arranged all the details. 
So important a ster as the destruction of. the 

rovisional government could not well have 
oes sohantalones without agencies for carry- 
ing out the policy of this administration. Last 
night.there was some doubt whether the ma- 
rines from the American warships would 
actually be landed for the purpose of helping 
the Royalists. It-was thought that the disa- 
vowals by Minister Willis of the provisional 
government would be sufficient. 
But today this view has been changed. It 
is said that inas much as the Queen. in the 
eyes of President Cleveland, is the legitimate 
sovereign of the Sandwich Islands, Minister 
Willis is accredited to her, and the naval 
forces of the United States will be employed 
to that she is again seated on the throne. 
It ig assumed that the declaration of this pol- 
icy and the landing of the marines, with or- 
ders to restore the Queen, will be enough 
to secure her peaceful reinstatement. 
On.the other hand, it has been claimed that 
the declaration of the President is sufficient; 
and that if, after the disavowal of the pro- 
visional government is made, the Royalist 
party is not strong enough to restore her, it 
will be no concern of the United States, and 
the sailors will be landed simply to protect 
American interests. In the absence of any 
definite official information on these points it 
is impossible to forecast whether a bloody 
revolution is in progress on the islands or 
whether the lottery and opium rings have al- 
ready been made happy by the peaceful resto- 
ration of the queen. 

"Royalists Were Prepared. 

There is no room to doubt that some prepa- 
ration has been made by the Royalists to take 
advantage of the repudiation of annexation 
by the Cleveland administration. The En- 

lishman Davies, who is the agent at Hono- 

ulu of the Canadian Pacific railroad, ieft 


Washington boasting that Liliuokaiani would 


be restored. Claus Spreckels did the same 
thing, and in other ways the Royalists have 
been led to believe they will have the active 
support of the administration. People in the 
United States simply would not lieve it 
because it was so incredible. There was also 
reason for their disbelief.: The organs which 
ate supposed to reflect the policy of the Presi- 
dent have vigorously denied that the restora- 
tion of the Queen was contemplated. Today 
some of the representatives were very bitter, 
alleging the administration purposely misled 
them, because it was not thought wise to let 
its policy be known before November 


e ons. 

How far the Provisionals have prepared for 
the crisis is a problem. Its members until 
recently did not believe the United States 
would become active champion of royal- 
ty. They inferred the President and Secre- 
tary Gresham were against immediate an- 
nexation, but so long as no official declaration 
of this fact was made they had no right to 
assume it. And morethan this, they received 
no intimation that the provisional govern: 
mént was to be discredited. The most that 
was hinted was that a mild protectorate might 
be encouraged if it met with the approval of 
both the native and foreign element in the 
islands 

Provisional Government Strong. 


During all these months when the Cleve- 
land administration has kept it waiting the 
provisional government has gone right on 
strengthening itself. It has improved the 
public finances, has maintained order without 
the presefice of any American murines, and 
has also possessed itself of the munitions of 
war and the storehouses on the islands. That 
its members, backed by intelligent sentiment, 
will oppose the restoration of the profligate 
monarchy is more than probable, though 
naturaliy they will want to avoid any col- 
lision with the forces of the United States. 
Whether they could maintain a republic is a 
question for the future. For the present the 
great fear is of a bloody resistance. Should 
the Queen be restored by the direct interven- 
tion of the naval forces of the United States, 
not even President Cleveland nor Secretary 
Gresham will assume that the United States 
must keep up that monarchy by an armed force, 
That it cannot exist for any length of time 
without such support is the universal opinion 
of persons who understand the situation. It 
may therefore be only a question of a very 
short time when Hawaii will be plunged into 
anarchy. When that time comes it may be 
the administration will have a policy that will 
preserve the influence of the United States in 

Pacific, but there are mighty few signs of 
it. Itis given out that American citizens on 
the islands will be protected so long as they 
do not en in any movement aguinst the 
Queen. At the same time there is a hint of 
braggadocio in the declaration that the United 
States will not permit any foreign nation— 
Great Britain, or Japan, or Germany—to in- 
terfere in the domestic concerns of the 
islands. The Cleveland administration re- 
serves that right to iteelf. 


Attenipt to Discredit Blaine’s Policy. 

Whatever inconsistency its future policy 
may show, in one thing there will be unvary- 
ing uncertainty.

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 11,.—Although 
the hearing before a subcommittee of the 
Committee on Ways and Means on the sub- 
ject of an income tax was informal in its 
that it was interesting was 
manifested by the presence of a number 
of leading members of the Democratic 
party outside of the committee. It

Among the interested spectators were Sena- 
‘tor Blackburn, Fourth Assistant Postmaster- 
General Jones, Representatives Culberson, 
Bland, Heard, and Cobb of Missouri, 
Geary, Kilgore, and  ex-Representative 
J. Floyd King of isiana. 
Mr, Hall based his demand for an income tax 
on the claim that every man should bear his 
proportion of the government expense in the 
same ratio as he derived benefit from that 
government. Heelaborated the idea that one 
of the strongest arguments for an income tax 
was its flexibility and ite capability of being 
regulated to suit the needs of the govern- 
ment. Such a tax did not affect the distribu- 
‘tion of wealth and produced no change in 
prices. If Congress attempted to provide for 
a deficiency in the revenue every year or 
two by tampering with the tariff Mr. Hall 
said it would continually disturb business 
and create general depression. Under his 
scheme if a deficit was apparent the income 
tax could be increased, , in the same way, 
if there was a surplus the tax could be de- 
creased. As going to show what he termed 
the injustice of tariff taxation, Mr. Hall as- 
serted that for every dollar of revenue that 
went to the government, there were $7 of 
protection went the pockets 
of protected manufacturers.

MILWAUKEE FIRESUG CONFESSES. 


Admits Five Cases, but the Police Think 
He Has Fired Many Others. 
Miiwavuxker, Wis., Nov. 11.—[Special.)]— 
Henry Falk confessed today that he had set 
fire to five places in Milwaukee. He 
is regarded as a crank on fires. 
The police believe he is guilty of 
other incendigries. Falk is 26 years 
of age and his home has been with his sister. 
He speaks only German, and since coming to 
this country eleven years ago has worked for 
C,. A. Beck & Co. e confesses to setting fire 
to the company’s planing mill three times 
during October. For -two weeks after the 
second fire a detective was kept in 
the premises in the hopes of tinding the fire- 
bug, but without success. The day after the 
detective was withdrawn the mill was again 
fired and damaged to the extent of $10,000. 
Falk describes minutely how each fire was 
started. He also confesses that after 
midnight last Wednesday night he set fire 
to the flour and feed store of Frank Zieman 
on Center street. The damage there was 
slight. The samenight he admits having set 
fire to Ritzke’s saloon in the same neighbor- 
hood. An hour after the fire at Ritzke’s 
place the barn’ of John Just, in the rear of 
No. 1056 Holton street, was set on fire 
and two horses burned. This is within a 
block of ‘Falk’s home, but he denies having 
set that fire. The police are convinced that 
he set that fire,and also the one at Beck & 
Co.’s planing mill last spring, which caused 
$60,000 damage. Falk remarked to Zije- 
man during the fire at his place Wednesday 
night that he should have no Segre. y against 
him. This was the first clew the police got to 
him, and they followed it until today, when 
Falk was arrested, He at first denied his 
guilt, but when confronted with the evidence 
the police had gathered confessed, He says 
that he was intoxicated each time and does 
not know why he started the fires. He had no 
grievance, he says, against his employers or 
anybody else whose place he set fire to. 


SHOT AFTER MURDERING TWO WOMEN. 


Desperate Work of an Unknown Burglar 
Finished by the Act of a Boy. 

New Orueans, La., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
Meager details of a triple tragedy which oc- 
curred at Riverton, a stnall town on the Ten- 
pessee River, twenty-five miles from Tuscum- 
bia, ina remote part of the State, reached 
here today. Mrs. Davis, an aged and wealthy 
widow lived about two miles from Riverton 
with her 18-year-old daughter and 16-year-old 
son. She was reported to have a large sum 
of money in her possession. Last night her 
son was absent from the dwelling and 
about 9 o’clock a masked man entered 
the house with a drawn revolver in each hand 
and demanded all the money about the place. 
The woman and her daughter made a plucky 
resistance and in the struggle which ensued 
the robber shot _ bot the females. 
The mother died instantly from 
the effects of her wounds, Only 
a few minutes elapsed before the arrival of 
the son, and he at once took in the situation 
and opened fire on the fleeing burglar. His 
aim was good and the murderer fell dead. 
The girl lived long enough to tell her story 
and Fied. The name of the dead desperado is 
not known.

Illinois Central train No. 22, the Chicago. 


and St. Louis express, was boarded by masked 
robbers at Bardwell, Ky., at 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning, the express car entered, and 
packages said to contain over $7,000 taken. 

According to the official report made by W. 
D. Wiggins, Superintendent of the Mississippi 
Division, to General Superintendent Sullivan, 
the thieves secured one package containing 
$32.20 addressed to J. F. Titue, Chicago, and 
a bag of money sent from Memphis to 
Chicago, billed as W. B. 3837, marked 
No. 146, value unknown. This was 
the property of the railroad; being the earn- 
ings for one day of the Mississippi division. 
The robbers did not open the safe. How- 
ever, the company has offered a reward of 
$1.500 for their capture. : 

The point at which the hold-up occurred is 
referred to as Mayfield Creek trestle and is 
described as a louely spot two and one-half 
miles north of Mayfield Junction. The rob- 
bers, however, took no chances of flagging 
the train at that point. They boarded the 
engine at Bardwell. 

Train 22 is not the fast train, although it 
makes a fairly good record. It leaves Mem- 
phis an hour before midnight and arrives in 
Chicago at 4:25 p.m: Friday night it con- 
sisted of two sleepers—one for Chicago and 
one for St. Louis via Duquoin—three day 
coaches, and a combination express and bag- 
gage car. It was in charge of Conductor 
Shearin. It reached Bardwell Station at3 
o'clock. 


The Engineer's Story of the Hold-Up. 


Attached to Superintendent Wiggins’ re- 
port is Engineer Clark’s story of the affair, 
and it shows that the three desperadoes had 
cleverly planned the robbery. They did not 
want to hurt any one, but gave the engineer 
to understand that unless he obeyed their or- 
ders thew would kill him. Thisis how Mr. 
Clark tells it: . 

Three men _ clambered over the tank while we 
were leaving Bardwell. One of them said: “Mr. 
Clark, pull out as soon as you can.” At the same 
time he grabbed me by my left arm and pushed a 
revolver under my ear and told me to do what 
they wanted done; that they were not going to 

urt me, but would kill me if I did not. About that 
time the fireman ran away and hid on the pilot 
of the engine. I wanted tu get down and put in 
some coal, but they would not allow me to get 
off my seat. eof the robbers did the firing 
from Bardwell to Fort Jefferson. They told me 
to stop the express cir on the Mayfield 
trestle. As we had passed a freight train at 
Bardwell, I wanted to put a man off to go back 
and wow it. At first they onisoted. but finally 
changed their minds and permitted a man to ap 
back. They ordered me to get'off the engine an 
go back with them to the platform of the express 
car and open the door. I called McNeil. the ex- 

ress messenger, and told him to open the door, 

ut not to shoot, as I was standing in frunt of the 
robbers. One of them went in and came out with 
several bundles. He put them in a’bran sack, 
then told me to pick up his dynamite that lay on 
the platform of the car and put it in another 
sack, which { did. 

Then they made me get on the engine again 
and carry them to Fort Jefferson, saying that 
they wanted to get off at the stove factory. They 
got off on the east side, ran behind some pil ng, 
and told me to “pull out ‘ast, old mapn.”’ 
asked them if they were oing to bother the 
passengers; and they said * No,” and that neither 
did they want anything I had. 

Mr. Clark tried hard to get a description of 
the men, but at no time did he get an oppor- 
tunity to see any partof any of their faces. 
All three, he says, were completely masked 
with biack cloth that entirely covered the 
head, face, and neck, They wore soft hats, 
two brown and one black. Two of 
them were “square built” men, five 
feet and seven or eight inches 
tall, and the other one was slim, about 5 feet 
10 or 11 inches in height.

There is 
little doubt that El Cid will sail alone. Next 
pg will most likely see it out of New 
York Harbor. It will sail as the Nichteroy 
under the Brazitian flag. Augustus T. Lowe, 
who resigned his commission as Lieutenant 
in the United States revenue marine service, 
has been engaged as the fifth and last watch 
officer of El Cid. 

The Brazilian Government has purchased a 
large ih yor of arms in France and these 
arrived today on La Touraine, The n- 
ment comprises nearly 200 cases of Hotch- 
kiss guns. They will be placed on El Cid at 
once and will complete that ship’s armament.

MAYOR SWIFT ENFORCES THE LAW. 


Exacts Compliance with City Ordinances= 
Unqualified Men Ordered Discharged. 
Mayor Swift means that the city ordinances 

shall be strictly enforced and that smuggled 

orders purporting to modify them will not be 
allowed to stand. He issued an order yester- 
day directing the Commissioner of Buildings 
to discharge the men employed in his depart- 
ment in defiance of the ordinance of last 
March, which provides that those employés 
should pass an examivation before a com- 
petent board of examiners. Some of the 
men employed were discharged employés of 
the department and two of them had been 
held to the grand jury because of culpable 
negligence in the discharge’ of their duties 
which resulted in death. Yesterday morning 
the Mayor was informed that a committee, 
made up of a represeniative of the Builders’ 
and Traders’ Exchange, the Building Trades 

Council, the Fire Underwriters’ Association, 

and the Illinois Chapter of the 

American Institute of Architects, desired 

to call upon him with reference to the present 

inspectors of buildings. The Mayor sent 
word that there was no need for them to call 
upon him; that he would see that the build- 
ing ordinance was enforced in all respects. 

He said: ; 

The order I have issued to the Commissioner 
refers to the past. present, and fature. If be has 
any inspectors who did not pass an examination 
as required by the ordinance he must discharge 
them and fill their places by men selected in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the ordinance. 
Hereafter, as iong as I am in this office, when a 
vacancy occurs it must be filled according to the 

rovisions of the ordinance. The order passed 

y the Council under which inspectors have been 
ees without an examination is illegal. An 
order cannot become effective as againgt an ordi- 
nance. Commissioner Toolen has not yet been 
informed of the decision. I sent for him, buat he 
is sick and cannot come. I shall give him my 
instructions as soon as | see bim. 

Ordinance and Order, 


The Building Trades Council made a deter- 
mined fight against the illegal appointments. 
But Commissioner Toolen only laughed at 
that body. The Mayor will probably consult 
the Building Trades Council now as to the 
vacancies, which, however, will be filled in 
accordance with the ordinance. The ordi- 
nance, which was passed last March, requires 
that all inspectors shall be appointed after 
they have passed an examination satisfactory 
toa board. composed of the Comunissioner 
of Buildings and representatives of the 
Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange. Building 
Trades Council, Fire Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion, and Illinois Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Architects. Soon after this board 
was notified by Commissioner Toolen to meet 
it began upon the examinations. The candi- 
dates were sent in by City Sealer Burke, after 
having been selected by him and the then 
Mayor. All were Democrats as a matter of 
course and four are saloonkeepers. The ex- 
aminations kept up for several weeks and 
were in progress when Ald. Powers’ order 
put an end tothem. This order went into the 
Council June 5 and provided that the Com- 
missioner, by and with the consent of the 
Mayor, might appoint such persons to the 
position of Buil Inspector as had passed 
an examination to his satisfaction. 


Avoidance of the Law. 


- After this meeting it was noticed that the 
corps of building inspectors was complete. 
The examiners complained that men who 
were serving had never appeared before thein 
and that their appointment was not according 
tothe ordinance. Then the Powers order 
was discovered. Many Aldermen asserted 
that they had never heard it read in the Coun- 
cil and that it had been smuggled through for 
the purpose of allowing the appointment of 
politicians and groggerykeepers to the in- 
spectorships. The examiners finally appealed 
to the Council and their appeal was referred 
to the Committee on Fire and Water. This 
committee began an investigation, but the 
members could do little in the way of getting 
at the facts because City Sealer Burke, 
who held the certificates given by the 
examiners, refused positively to come be- 
fore the committee. owever, the committee 
agreed to recommend that the order be re- 
scinded. 

The last night Mayor Harrison presided in 
the Council Ald. O’ Neill tried to introduce the 
report, but in some way the Mayor ruled that 
it had not been introduced. Ald. O’Neill said 
the Mayor had intentionally ruled against him 
for the purpose of saving the inspectors who 
had never been examined. 

Last Monday night the Alderman also tried 
to call up the report, but did not succeed. Ald. 
Gallagher, too, presented an order on the 
Corporation Counsel for an opinion as to the 
validity of the Powers order, and called for a 
suspension of the rules that the order might 
be put upon its passage. This was defeated 
20 to 88, and the order went to the Committee 
on Judiciary. 

Settled by Mayor Swift. 


Thus the matter stood yesterday morning 
when the Mayor settled it all by declaring 
that all inspectors who had not been regularly 
appointed under the ordinance must go, and 
that no men except those who are appointed 
in accordance with the provisions of the ordi- 
nance can hold office inthe department. The 
decision will be no surprise to Commissioner 
Toolen. When-Ald. Swift was elected he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the first office hita 
would be hisown. There are about fifteed 
inspectors in the department who were not 

ven certificates by the Examining Board. 

ost of the Aldermen, with the exception of 
those who helped support the Powers order, 
are expressing satisfaction over the action of 
the Mayor. 

Ex-Cor tion Counsel Miller says the 
Mayor's interpretation of the law as regards 
an order and an ordinance is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. In this case, particularly the order, he 
says is ineffective as against the ordinance, 
because the order was pussed by a viva voce 
vote.

MARITAL WOES OF ANDREW WARREN. 


Sensational Bill fer Divorce Is Filed by 
an Octogenarian. 

Andrew Warren Jr. is over 80 years of age 
and 1s*the wealthiest and best known citizen 
of Warren Park, a village which he founded. 
He has filed a bill in the Superior Court stat- 
ing that his married life with Harriet J. War- 
ren has been almost unendurable. The bill 
sets forth that Warren married Harriet I. 
Whitman Dec, 19, 1876, and that one child, 
Arthur Neal, 15 years old, is the result of the 
union. Warren charges that his wife attacked 
him on one occasion with @ butcher knife, and 
that in 1889 she put a dese of poison in his 
breakfast coffee, the fatal effects of 
which Warren only barely escaped. 
He _ claims on every occasion 
of illmess he has been forced to go to the 
Presbyterian Hospital for care and treatment 
because his wife absolutely refused to attend 
him. He asserts that when he lay in bed sick 
near unto death his wife persisted in going 
daily to Chicago to speculate on the Board of 
Trade, alleging that her desire for speculation 
is so abnorinal that to gratify it she has sold 
hay from his barns, trees from his grounds, 
and wine from his cellar. Notstopping there, 
the bill states, she has @ven stolen money 
from under his pillow and taken his clothing 
when he-was asleep. 

According to Warren’s statements an agree- 
ment was formed April 3, 1888, whereby his 
wife consented to leave him and relinquish 
her claim to dower upon receiving a deed for 
sixteen acres of valuable land in Cook County. 
The alleged woes of the husband did not end, 
however, as he expected. Warren avers 
his wife has now returned and taken 
possession of hig house, submitting him daily 
to insult and abuse, which he, an old and 
weak man, has no power to prevent. He 
states that the property which he deeded to 
her was sold for $20,000, an amount greatly 
below its actual value, and that the entire pro- 
ceeds were squatideréd in Board of Trade 
speculations. She now says that the indenture 
on which their separation was made is value- 
less, and claims an intérest in all his property 
by her rights of dower, 

An occasion is cited on which Warren lost a 
valuable bargain because of his wife’s obsti- 
nacy. The sale of $300,000 worth of his 
Cook County property was about to be made, 
when the purchaser refused to complete the 
bargain unless the signature of Warren’s 
wife appeared on the quit-claim deed. 
Warren tried in Vain to secure 
this, and was forced to abandon the 
transfer. Beside this valuable property in 
Cook County, of which 108 acres are in his 

ion, Warren owns eighty acres in Van 

ert, O., and large tracts of land in Monroe 

and Marathon Counties, Wis. His wealth has 
been estimated at $1,000,000. 

Warren asks that the indenture on which 
their separation formerly took effect be de- 
clared by the court to bea final settlement 
between the ill-mated pair, that a divorce be 
granted him, and that he have the care of 
their only child.

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BIG STEAMER IS SUNK 


BOATS OOLLIDE OM THE LAKE AND 
THE SMITH GOES DOWN. 


Accident Of Racine in the Fog of the Early 
Morning Results in the Loss of a $17,- 
000 Lumber Vessel=None of the Mem- 
bers of the Crew Is Drowned=—The 
Arthur Orr Strikes It, Cutting into Its 
Side Three Feet. 

The steamer Thomas H. Smith was sunk 
yesterday morning off Racine by collision 
with the steel steamer Arthur Orr. The acci- 
dent occurred at 3:30 o’clock in the morning. 
The members of the crew of the Smith at 
once took to. the boats and were taken on 
board the Orr, which arrived here at noon. 


No one was drowned. 

The Smith was bound from Chicago to 
Menominee, light, for a cargo of lumber, and 
the Orr was running light from Milwaukee to 
Chicago. The cause of the accident was the 
dense fog which hung over the lake. The 
southerly winds had driven it north from 
Chicago, but it was as thick as ever at Muske- 
gon and Racine. Neither Captain saw the 
other boat until within 300 feet. Signals 
were at once blown, and the engines of the 
Orr were reversed, but too late to avoid 
a collision. The Orr struck the Smith on 
the port side, about midships, cut- 
ting in its side three feet. A steam 
pipe was at once severed and the escaping 
steam added to the confusion. Capt. Olson 
quickly called his men to launch a boat. This 
was done, and the crew of twelve leaped into 
it and pushed away from the doomed boat. 
At the same time Capt. Montague of the Orr 
lowered a life-boat and sent it in search of the 
men onthe Smith. Itso happened that the 
two boats passed each other in the heavy fog 
and the yawl from the Smith reached the Orr 
first. The Smith remained afloat for an hour. 
At 4:30 the stern began to drop. The bow 
shot up in the air and the boat went down 
stern first. It is thought there is 120 feet of 
water where it sunk. 

Each Captain claims to have been blowing 
fog signals. ‘‘ We left Chicagoin the even- 
ing,’’ Mate Powell said yesterday, ‘‘ and there 
was no mist. As we proceeded northward it 
began to grow thick and soon we checked the 
engines and ran at half speed. We were 
blowing our fog signals constantly and feel- 
ing our way along. Suddenly the black mage 
of a big steamer loomed up right ahead, e 
could see both red and green lights and knew 
that the boat was coming directiy for us. We 
signaled to pass to port. The next minute 
we were struck. I don’t know how fur the 
bow of the Orr ran in, but the Captain thinks 
it was three feet.” 

Capt. Montague did not care to discuss the 
collision owing to the legal complications 
which would arise. But other members of 
the crew talked freely. “1 never saw such 
fog since I have sailed,” said one, ‘After 
we left Milwaukee we could not see a length 
ahead. When we first sighted the Smith it 
was on our starboard bow, but gavea whistle 
that it wanted to pass to port. I do not know 
whether our boat answered the signal or not, 
but I think the Captain signaled to pass to 
sterboard, as it was impossible to do as the 
Smith wanted to. The Smith was pointing 
east and we were about south. I did not hear 
any fog whistles from it, for we did not hear 
any signals until it came in view and signaled 
to pass to port. It was impossible to avoid 
the collision after we had sighted the boat.”’ 

Capt. Montague was asked why he did not 
take the Smith in tow to getit ashore or in 
shallow water. He replied: “I did not dare 
to go any nearer shore than I was on account 
of the reefs near the land. The only place to 
which we could have taken it was to this 
oh which was the only safe place in the 


he Smith was owned by Leatham & Smith, 
Green Bay lumberman, and was worth $17,- 
000. It wasinsured for fire only. It was 
built in Manitowoc in 1881 and had a net 
tonnage of 198. 

The Orr is owned by Arthur Orr, C. W, El- 
phicke & Co., and others, and ran in the 
Henry syndicate all summer to the Fair 
grounds. It was originally built for a freight 
boat, and after the Fair was over was taken to 
South Chicago and remodeled intoa freight 
boat. It loaded its maiden cargo last night. 
The Orr was insured against Sollison liability, 
and if the courts decide that it was at fault the 
insurance companies @hnd not the boat will 
have to pay for the Smith, 


SHE TELLS A STORY OF DESTITUTION. 


North Side Women Complain That a Stran- 
ger Imposes on Them, 

Many women living on the North Side have 
recently been imposed upon by a woman who 
clainis to come from the East and to be with- 
out money or friends and alone in the city. 
The scheme seems to be to get into a house on 
most any kind of excuse and then to appeal to 
the housewife for money or clothes. One 
woman who was called upon by the stranger 
tells the story as follows: 


During the last ten days a woman, who is 
either slightly demented or else dangerous from 
other causes, has been some shout on the North 
Side in search of victims. She usually gaine ad- 
mission to a house as to see Mrs. ——, 
giving the name of the lady of the house correct- 
nf to ask the address of a mutual friend. When 
the lady of the house appears she inquires about 
a rather well-known lady who resided in Chicago 
some years‘ago. Having then engaged her host- 
ess in conversation she adroitly makes it known 
that she is a stranger in Chicago in great distress. 
Any attempt to learn her name or address is met 
with the reply that she is “* from the Kast—a New 
England woman,” and nothing farther can be 
elicited.

MorRI80N, IiL., Nov. 11.—(Special.]—The 
ccurt-room was crowded this morning with 
country people to hear the Swarthout murder 
trial. The counsel for the defénse desired 
Friday to present a statement of John Swarth- 
out, who died in jail last Juty. The Judge took 
the matter under advisement till this morning. 
He decided that the parts of the written state- 
ment in which John Swarthout confessed 
that he murdered his father might be read to 
the jury but thoze parts+n which he declared 
that the present defendant now on trial was 
innocent of the charge for which he was be- 
ing triedy and those parts in which. both prop- 
gsitions were 80 mingled together that they 
could not well be separated, would not 
bee permitted to go to the jury. 
The jury was then brought in and the 
statements indicated by the court were read 
in evidence by Attorney Woodruff as follows: 

I, John Swarthout, now confined in the county 

of Whiteside County, at Morrison, [il., upon 
2 charge of killing my father, Aifred M. Swarth- 

t, tally recognizing at this hour that I cannot 
survive but a few days and that I must, probably, 
within the next two weeks die and my sou! go 
fore the final Judge of the universe, in order so

1 todk the life 
Fanon leas te eer bend. eed oo 
volver I then held in my hand, and m 
from “fell dead before me without knowing who 
his slayer was. Inasmuch as I cannot see that 
any purpose would be subserved by telling the 
cirvumstances that actuated me in re the life 
of my father as 1 have stated I therefore with- 
hold it. After 1 saw what I had done of course I 
became anxious to dis of the body. I have 
nothing further to add except to return my sin- 
cere thanks to Sheriff Farley and his good wife 
for the many acts of kindness done for me during 
my sickness in the jail; and my heart also 
out in gratitude to my brother Ernest, who has 
been so untiring in his watchfulness over me dur- 
ing the weary illness that will so soon end in 
death, which £ will deem as a princeless boon. 

The revolver from which the fatal bullet 
sped on the evening of Nov. 10 a year ago 
was exhibited. The State then placed Attor- 
ney Woodruff on the stand asa witness. He 
said there were no witnesses present when 
John made the statement that had just been 
read, although Ernest Swarthout and his wife 
were in an adjoining cell at the same time. 
Sheriff Farley was called asa witness. He 
had seen the hole in the skull that had been 
shown in evidence and could identify the cali- 
ber of the revolver from which the bullet that 
caused it had been fired. The defense there- 
upon rested its case without putting the de- 
fendant himself on the stand. 

Addison Thomas was then recalled by the 

rosecution in rebuttal and testified that John 
Swarthout told him in the county jail on the 
first day of July, 1893, that he didn’t know 
anything more about disappearance of his 
father than the witness himself did. Clark 
Fuller, the Deew Sheriff, being recalled tes- 
tified that Mrs. Libbie Swarthout was 
jn jail June’ 28, when Mr. Woodruff was 
there, and that her husband’s cell joined 
John’s. The prosecution then again rested 
its case and no further evidence was intro- 
duced. The court adjourned to 9 o’clock 
Monday morning, when the arguments in the 
case will be taken up. 

While the general feeling of the citizens is 
changed some in reférence to the accused 
there are many who ey that if he is acquitted 
he will be lynched before he can leave the 
county.

Charged with Embezzling Funds of the 
State Bank at Minneapolis. 

Mixyzaporis, Minn., Nov. 11.—[Special. ]— 
Kristian Kortgaard, President of the State 
Bank of Minneapolis, was arrested at his 
home, No. 2181 Third street, North, this aft- 
ernoon, charged with embezziing $2;700 
from the bank June 22 last. The State Bank 
suspended payment during the financial crisis, 
and since then grave charges have been made 
in regard to its management. Mr. Kortgaard 
is the ex-City Treasurer.

TAKES CARBOLIC ACID FOR BRANDY. 


W. D. Patek Dies in fen Minutes After His 
Mistake in a Dentist’s Office. 

Mitwavuxes; Wis., Nov. 11.—[Special.}— 
William D,. Patek, a well-known young man 
of this city, died this evening from the effects 
of carbolic acid taken in a dentist’s office by 
mistake for brandy. Shortly after 6 o’clock 
Patek called at the office of Maercklein Bros., 
dentists,and had a tooth pulled. He asked 
Dr. William Maercklein for some brandy. 
The doctor at the time was busy and motioned 
to the closet where the brandy was. When he 
turned around he saw Patek drinking the-car- 
bolic acid. Dr. Maercklein call in his 
three brothers and dispatched them for help. 
One returned in a few minutes with antidotes, 
but they afforded no relief. He gradually 
grew weaker, and in ten minutesdied. Dr. 
Maercklein says he had placed the carbolic 
acid into the giass but a moment before, and 
was getting some water to mix with it, the 
combination to be used in disinfecting the in- 
struinents he had used in pulling Patek’s 
tooth. :

FREDERICK MARVIN STILL MISSING, 


Heavy Debts Revealed in Mail Addressed 
to Him as “ Cashier,” 

Derrorr, Mich., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
Frederick Marvin, the recently resigned 
eashier of the Third National Bank of this 
city, is still missing. His financial affairs are 
not open to public inspection, and the evident 
purpose of his friends and business associates 
is to keep them a secret. He wired from Chi- 
cago a week ago last night that he would start 
for home ina few hours and nothing has 
been heard from him since. Mr. Mar- 
vin still remains a member of the Board 
of Directors, and has $50,000 worth of 
the stock, most of it held as collateral! for 
debt by outside parties. In the reorganiza- 
tion of the bank several weeks ago a 50 per 
cent assessment of the capital stock was de- 
clared, payable in ninety days. Mr Marvin's 
interest will be wiped out. He also holds 
stock and bonds in various concerns, but all 
are hypothecated. The day he left Detroit, 
Oct. 31, Mr. Marvin went to the Peninsular 
Savings Bank, which held a block of Detroit 
Sulphite Fibre company bonds. as collateral 
on a demand note. The note was due and 
Cashier Moore threatened to sell the col- 
lateral. Mr. Marvin accordingly gave his 
check for $224 on the Third National Bank 
and was allowed to cut off $450 worth of 
interest coupons from the bonds. His check 
was dishonored at the Third National on the 
advice of Bank Commissioner Caldwell, who 
wanted overdrafts stopped. It is understood 
other drafte have been thrown out. Mean- 
while Mr. Marvin had gone to Chicago, and 
the'mail coming to him still addressed as 
Cashier was opened by Cashiet Nobie and Mr. 
Caldwell. ‘The number of outside debts 
brought to light in thig manner was not less 
than $50,000. The officers of the bank want

KENDALL STABLE HORSES TO BE SOLD 


HERE NOV. 26, 


Chris Smith Sickeus of the Turf as an Own- 
er and Will Offer His Nine Horses at 
Auction a Wéek from Next Saturday 
Want of Money Not the Cause~The 
Turf Queen's Price Will Pay Her Own- 
er’s Debts Several Times Over—Dolly 
McCone Sold, 

The peerless Yo Tambien and the entire 
Kendall Stable is to go under the hammer 
here Saturday evening, Nov. 25, and the 
Western turf is to lose Chris Smith from its 
list of prominent ownefs. 

This is to be regretted. The Kendall Stable 
colors have grown popular beyond measure 
with the rank and file of Western turf goers. 
Its name has been synonymous with honesty 
on the turf, and people have never questioned 
its methods. The Westernturf can ill afford 
to lose Chris Smith, whose ups and downs 
would, transcribed to print, read like a ro- 
mance, 

Thirty-six years ago he was born at Paines- 
ville., O.; went to the oil country when gold 
and oil were plenty, and learned to gamble 
there. He has been broke a dozen times, but 
two years ago struck Detroit from the East, ran 
a $10 bill up to $20,000 and the $20,000 to $50,- 
000 in the Louisville, Covington, and St. Louis 
rooms. Then Smith got hold of Asben and 
Hypatia, had poor luck with them, but added 
Van Buren to his string, did better, and in the 
fall of 1891 at Garfield Park paid Theodore 
Winters $14,000 for Yo Tambien, Dolly McCone, 
Noretta, and Callie Ferguson. The latter pair 
did nothing for him, but the two former won 
themselves doubly out. 

Then Smith went on, gathered horses on all 
sides, associated himself with John Huffman, and 
formed the Kendall Stable, named after his 
handsome wife. The stable earned $63,680 last 
year and about $40,000 this. 

Smith Has Been in Bad Luck. 

Fortune has not smiled on Chris Smith this 
year, yet he is not the financial cripple that many 
people think. He has not been compelled by any 
urgent call for money to dispose of his stable, 
but has grown suspicious in regard to it. He 
has been contemplating disposing of it for some 
time back. 

** I’ve never had any luck since! started to buy 
horses,” is the way he puts it, “ and I will go 
back to viaying them from the outside.”’ 

It has been generally supposed that Smith was 
hopelessly involved, Such is not the case, how- 
ever. Yo Tambien alone will bring: him several 
times more than his entire indebtedness. When 
his stable is sold Smith will have a handsome 
balance after all his debts are paid.

This hesitation is leading semi-official papers 
of France and Spain into absurd declarations 
that England for its own sinister purposes is 
encuuraging the dynamite propaganda in 
countries opposed to the triple alliance. 

This standing nightmare of divided Europe 
colors even such a broadly international prob- 
lem as that which the continental police 
speak of as the “black hand.’’ The Andalu- 
sian police methods and the general govern- 
ing machinery in that province are in such a 
state of medieval backwardness that for the 
last few years Anarchists and murderous 
cranks of all varieties, as one civilized center 
after another got too hot for them, have been 
fleeing into Spain. . Neither Madrid nor 
Barcelona contained an appreciable foreign 
element a decade ago. Now they are full of 
little polyglot cages and semi-public clubs 
where German beer and Russian allash are 
drank, and Emma Goldman would feel her- 
self as much at home as Ravachol. 

These evil gists have had the most vicious 
influence by inspiring and organizing the 
latent Spanish ruffianism, but it is supposed 
that they would not have made an active 
dynamite campaign in Spain had it not been 
for the energetic fashion with which 
Martinez Campos set to work to detect and 
suppress them. 

He became early convinced that there was 
no other issue in our time half so important 
as the crushing of Anarchists, and he not only 
stirred up the Spanish authorities to unheard 
of vigilance, but vigorously strove to bring 
about an international concert ofaction. For

WAR ON THE SAVAGES. 


IT LEADS TO A BITTER DEBATE IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS.

Some Doubt as to the Report That Cecil 
Rhodes Has Threatened That Cape Col- 
ony Will Declare Its Independence, 
but Something Has Stiffened the Back- 
bone of the Colonial Office Officials 
Affairs on the Continent Cast Inte a 
Shadow.

Lonponw, Nov. 11.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the New York Tribune.]—The little war in 
South Africa and that in the House of Com- 
mons growing out of it have been the topic 
of the week. English opitiion on the Mata- 
bele contest is a curious medley of imperial- 
ism and patriotism on one side and of maud- 
lin sentiment, of personal animosities, and of 
personal politics on the other. Two more 
victories have,been won over the Matabele, 
the last apparently decisive, resulting, at 
any rate, in the destruction of Buluwayo 
and the flight of Lobengula. Dr. 
Jameson was in command of the attack- 
ing forces, Terms have been offered 
to the King if he will submit. There are 
rumors of some rather peremptory dispatches 
to the Colonial Office authorities from Mr. 
Rhodes touching Matabele affairs. They may 
be summed up in a statement 6f Mr. Rhodes’ 
alleged ultimatum to Lord Ripon: ‘* Let me 
alone or South Africa will let you alone.” 

The threat or suggestion that South Africa 
might set up for itself is ‘not heard for the 
first time. Mr. Rhodes could make it a dan- 
gerous one if he chose, [ do not think 
he chooses. But of his power there 
is hardly a question. He is Prime Minister 
of Cape Colony and incomparably the great- 
est personage inall South Africa. He has 
courage, vast capacity, vast wealth, unre- 
stricted access to every source of public opin- 
ion, and control over most, the press includ- 
ed, and he has the prestige of continued suc- 
cess. The Engiish. the Dutch. and the natives 
at the Cape are all for Mr. Rhodes. His re- 
nown in London is equal to his renown at the 
Cape. 

Debate Does Not Hurt, 


The Prime Minister 
opposition contended with. each other as to 
who should praise Mr. Rhodes highest. He 
has come not only unscathed, but triumphant, 
out of a debate led by his bitter enemy and 
carefully organized for his destruction. Mr. 
Labouchere once more took command of the 
Radical forces, whieh all this session have 
looked at him askance. He spoke for an 
hour anda half. He cdllected into one mass 
all the rumors, scandal, gossip, and fiction 
with which long intimacy with the purlieus 
of the Stock Exchange has made Mr. Labou- 
chere familiar. Hebecame the spokesman of 
the sentimentalists. to whom all war is horri- 
ble. He had with him the Irish, oblivious of 
Mr. Rhodes’ animosity to home rule. He 
had every advantage and his failure was com- 
plete. 

One success, ifit bea success, he may boast. 
He brought down on himself a chastened yet 
stern rebuke from Mr, Gladstone and he has 
made a breach between the government and 
its radical supporters; how wide or how last- 
ing is yet to be seen. But yesterday. gave us 
the interesting spectacle of two of the most 
radical organs attacking the ministry, one 
declaring it was.on trial, another roundly as- 
serting the Liberals were worse in such mat- 
ters than the Tories. This last is but an echo 
of Mr. Labouchere’s remark to Mr. Balfour 
across the floor of the House Thursday that 
when the Liberals were in office there was al- 

ways a massacre in Africa. The government 
ba. all these difficulties has behaved well. 
Mr. Gladstone spoke ina high tone, as be- 
comes the ruler of a great empire. 


Effect of Rhodes’ Message. 

Be the truth about Mr. Rhodes’ message to 
Lord Ripon what it may, some influence or 
other has stiffened the backbone of the colo- 
nial office, Mr. Buxton, the Under Secretary 
for the Colonies, himself a Radical and a lover 
of peace, stood handsOmely to his guns, It 
was well understood in the House and by the 
whole Gladstonian party that “The Old 
Man,” as he is affectionately called by his 
supporters, was in no mood to be trifled 
with. He was not expected to speak, but he 
rose suddenly and spoke, briefly, but with ex- 
traordinary firmness and dignity. Nothing is 
so offensive to your true Radical as the im- 
perial note or an imperial attitude. ‘*The 
Old Man,” says the chief Radical organ, 
‘balanced to and froin the adroitest of egg- 
dances,”’ 

Clearly he did not intend the leadership of 
the party to be taken out of his hands by the 
political guerrilla whom he still refers to as 
his honorable friend, the tMember for North- 
ampton, nor was it, nor will it be. If there is 
to be a radical cave, that is one thing. Buta 
radical cave would mean the overthrow of the 
ministry, and dissolution, and a general elec- 
tion; that is the last thing likely to happen. 

The Radicals rage ‘elsewhere than in the 
House, They have been holding meetings at 
the National Liberal club and resolving that 
they regret the government has not achieved 
more reforms, especially for London. Sir 
Charles Russell smoothed down these angry 
gentlemen in a speech which was both per- 
suasive and peremptory, but mutterings of 
discontent still break put. Mr. Morley spoke 
at Manchester Wednegday, and, Minister as 
he is, it is easy to see that he is not satisfied 
with the present state of affairs. Mr. Woods 
is hurrying the Prime Minister about the 
eight hours bill and the Prime Minister has 
made answer that nothing can be done this 
session, This Mr. Woods thinks unsatisfac- 
tory and threatens to raise a debate next 


week, 
Comfort for the Ministry. 


There is more comfort for the ministry 1n- 
side than outside the House of Commons. 
Not only have they come happily out of the 
Matabele debate, but their parish councils 
bill, cleverly engineeted by Mr. Fowler, was 
read the second time Tuesday without a 
division. George Russell supplied the House 
with a little innocent amusement, first by a 
speech replete with fashionable fustian and 
second by an attack on Mr. Balfour, who 
bowled him over amidgeneral hilarity. Then 
came a sharp contest on the contracting act 
clause of the employers’ liability bili, ending 
in a victory for the ministry by nineteen ma- 
jority. It is a trades union triumph. 

Ireland, outside the House, is, of course, the 
first point of interest, as it is inside. English- 
men are treated to thé spectacle of govern- 
ment prosecutions of Irish members of Par- 
liament and of the De'Freyne evictions. Mr. 
Morley, whether he like it or not, must en- 
force the law, and the law is that tenants who 
will not pay must go. Messrs, Harrington, 
Davitt, Dillon, and Redmond all protest, but 
protest in vain. Mr, Harrington so far lost 
patience as to say Mr. Morley was worse than

Belfast has been holding another great

They proposed that the men should return to 
work at once, that the 15 per cent in dispute 
should be paid into the bank, that the 
arbitrators should d@termine at onc® 
whether this 15 per cant ought or ought 
not to be deducted from wages and that 
if they decided for the men the whole sum 
should at once be paid them, Mr. Pickard, 
the leader and evil genius of the men, said 
no. He is firm against compromise, He 
proposed that the men ld be allowed to 
return to work at the wages till April, 
1894, and that after April 10 per cent reduc- 
tion might be considered; but that the owners 
should bind themselves never again in any 
circumstances to pay wages less than 30 per 
cent above the standard of 1888.

Spain provides still another horror at 
Santander, where an accidental explosion of 
dynamite ona ship in the harbor killed ten 
times as many as the Barcelona bomb. The 
ship seems to have been in contravention.

He has yielded 
and promised to behave for the future. 


Regret at White’s Retirement. 


The cable reports the confirmation of Mr. 
Roosevelt by the Senate as Secretary of the 
United States Embassy. There is reason to 
hope on personal grounds that Mr. Roosevelt 
will make a good Secretary. There is, never- 
theless, reason to regret deeply, on both per- 
sonal and public grounds, the retirement of 
Mr. White. His long experience, his mastery 
of the business, his singular aptitude for his 
duties, his acquaintance, his popularity were 
all at the service of his government and of 
new Ambassador. Yet they prefer a new 
Secretary. America is the only civilized 
country which permits itself experiments of 
this kind. 

They are sometimes costly. Mr. White has 
discharged the diplomatic and sociai duties of 
his post so as to make it a difficult inheritance 
for his successor. Let us assume that Mr. 
Roosevelt starts with equal natural capacity. 
Nine years’ knowledge of business and of 
London are, and would be in any other diplo- 
matic service than ours, thought valuable.

EYES TURN TO SPAIN. 


STORM CENTER OF EUROPE NOW OVER 
THAT OOUNTRY. 


Operations at Melilla May Result in Inter- 
national Complications, and the Queen 
Regent Is Said to Favor the Triple Al- 
liance=Dynamite Outrages at Barce- 
lona, if Repeated, Likely te Result in 
the Monarchy Being Overthrown=—Dan- 
ger in an Invasion of Morocco,

Paris, Nov. 11.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.]—Each country of 
Europe just now is taking its turn in occu- 


pying the attention of public 
opinion. Awhile ago all eyes were 
turned to France, whose Russian 


fétes were the cynosure of Europe. Then 
came the turn of Italy, whose financial em- 
barrassments caused much international ex- 
citement. Now it is Spain that all Europe is 
eagerly watching and whose situation both at 
home and abroad has suddenly become 
puzzling. 

The preparations for the expedition for the 
relief of Melilla are proceeding slowly. There 
are already 20,000 soldiers at Melilla, 
but they are unable to force the 
Moors to raise the siege of that place, be- 
cause the besiegers are on territory which 
belongs to the Sultan of Morocco. If the 
Spaniards go out of their fortification a dis- 
tance of barely six miles they will be prac- 
tically declaring war against the Sultan 
of Morocco and invading his territories, 
something which may prove dangerous f-om an 
international point of view. If they remain 
behind their fortifications the number of their 
enemies increases daily, while their own 
ranks are being decimated by disease. In 
addition to allthis the preparation for the 
Melilla expedition has revealed how defective 
is the military organization of Spain. 

The Barcelona dynamite outrage proves 
that the Anarchists are well organized in 
Spain, and that the police of that country are 
weak. Never was criminal audacity pushed 
further, and never was public execration of 
the criminals greater. Martial law has now 
been proclaimed in Barcelona, and the con- 
stitutional rights of Catalonia have been sus- 
pended, but all this will not prevent the re- 
currence of similar outrages, and if this hap- 
pens the ministry will be overthrown. If the 
Spaniards should suffer a reverse in Morocco 
the monarchy would be overthrown. 

The Queen Regent is pursuing a policy of 
her own which leans toward the triple alliance, 
a fact which is due to her being an Austrian. 
This complicates the situation and it is not in 
the least exaggerating the situation to say 
that we may shortly expect serious events to 
transpire in Spain.

LOBENGULA, KING OF THE MATABELE. 


Something of the Customs of the African 
Tribe at War with the British. 

Lobengula, King of the Matable, whose 
capital was destroyed Thursday, has come up 
on the horizon all of a sudden. He is an in- 
teresting character, and his ‘*‘court,’’ which is 
the pen where his herds are gathered by night, 
is quite unlike anything that Americans ever 
saw or heard of. 

The Novemher number of the Review of 
Reviews contains an article which throws a 
strong light on Lobengula and his subjects. 
Lobengula isa copper-hued sovereign whose 


weight is 300 pounds, His royal toggery 


consists of an old slouch hat and 
a string of monkey skins around his 
waist. In. respect to attire his Majesty 
is retrograding rather than advancing. Some 


and trousers. but as the Englishman moved 
up nearer Lobengula’s gold mines and cattle 
ranches the -fat, greasy King flung away his 
clothes and patronized his own tailor, who, 
according to the description of the regal 
wardrobe, must have a good deal of leisure on 
hand, 

Lobengula inherits his scepter. In this re- 
spect he ought to haye more consideration 
from Great Britain than he seems to be re- 
ceiving. His father, Muselekatse, was a King 
and a warrior bold, who slew his rivals as fast 
as they showed up. He was smart enough to 
found his kingdom in a eection of South 
Africa where the rivers run tothe sea and 


| game is abundant, and the earth rich with 


which made California and 
caused the American 
Congress a good deal of trouble. Loben- 
gula is now supreme master of all. He is 
more of an autocrat than the Czar. His sub- 
jects number 300,000, and the cattle and 
sheep of the entire country round abovt are 
his. He is King, Premier, Chicf Justice, and 
executioner. His word is supreme. He has 
ten wives, and, according to his own edict, he 
has the privilege of selecting four new ones 
every year. He claimsto be a Zulu, but an 
Englishman who has seen him and talked 
with him says he is no more Zulu than an 
American is English. But Lobengula need 
not worry himself about what he is so long 
as he has the distinction of being acknow!- 
edged the Gladstone and Bismarck of his 
race. 
Has an Aversion to Photographers. 

Lobengula, like most prominent men, has his 
peculiarities. One of the chief of these is his 
aversion to photographers. He carries this 
so far that one is justified in thinking Lo- 
bengula must have some knowledge of the 
kodak fiend. An Englishman sought a sitting 
from his Majesty, who declined on the 
ground that his subjects would object for the 
reason that the photograph would contain a 
part of the soul of the King, and that wouldn’t 
do. After many importunings and on the 
promise that his subjects would not know it 
the King consented to try one sitting before 

he camera. The arrangement was made 

for the following day, but when the photog- 
rapher appeared he was informed that the 
King had changed his mind, and lest he might 
be won over he had left the royal kraal fora 
day’s outing and would not return for some 
time. However, the Englishman kept on the 
royal track until he got a snapshot at him 
and his favorite Mrs. Lobengula. .Of the lat- 
ter it has been said that if she had been at the 
Columbian Exposition she would .have made 
a great hit in Midway. 

The throne of Lobengula consists of a bis- 
cuit box. When hehas occasion to granta 
special audience, however, he invites the in- 
terviewer to the inner court, where the cattle 
and sheep are fed and herded at night. The 
throne in this inclosure consists of a pilé of 
logs which is also the royal slaughter pen. 
On it every morning there are slain six bul- 
locks,,the number required to supply the 
cuisine each day. And here the favored 
guest of Lobengula is invited to a confiaential 
interview. 

The Englishman who was honored with an 
audience in this royal kraal gives a glimpse 
of the menu on that occasion: 

White visitors when paying their respects to 
the court of Lobengula are expected to eat three 
plates full of grilled beef and drink three cans of 
beer, each can holding about a gallon. As one 
plate of beef or can of beer is finished another 
follows. Frequently when his sable majesty’s 
back was turned I used to get the little slave boys 
who hang about the court to assist me, but he 
caught me at this on one occasion and reproved 
me, so that I had to resist the temptation in fut- 
ure. All hesaid was, “Do you think I cannot 
feed my own dogs ?” 

Daily Diet of the King. 

Another writer who was invited to table 
with his majesty gives this account of the 
daily royal diet: 

In the early morning, if the weather be cold, he 
takes a pannikin of black coffee, well sugared.

him. He has similar courses for dinner about > 

p. m.—that is if he wants any dinner—and supper 
at 7p. m. Before breakfast he washes his hands 
and face, using soap, in a basin which is brought 
to him by one of his slaves. After his 
ablutions another slave brings forward the 
meat, which is heaped on a large wooden ashet, 
which the slave holds, kneeling, in front of his 
royal master till he has finished. “ie picks out 
the dainty bits and throws the remainder either 
to the dogs or slaves, He uses aknife, and his 
fingers usually serve the purpose of a fork, 
although I have seen him use the latter insttu- 
ment occasionally. After feeding, instead of 
wiping his greasy fingers with a table napkin 
he rubs them over his bare arms and legs, 
Lobengula does not require a tonic to assist his 
appetite. To his meat he seldom uses salt, the 
gall of the animal, which is poured on the meat 
when put into the pot, serving ‘that purpose. It 
is also supposed to make the meat tender. Al- 
though he drinks quantities of beer he takes no 
spirits, and all the champagne which is given him 
he hands over to his wives, of whom he has com- 
paratively few. 

In spite of the opinion which the foregoing 
statements may form in one’s mind concern- 
ing Lobengula, he is, according to other state- 
ments, a good deal of a King. An interviewer 
who studied him says: 

The King is one of the most intelligent men in 
his nation. His memory is prodigious, and, when 
he chooses to exert it, he has great tact and nat- 
ural politeness. He has social qualities, too, and 
likes a good chat. He often unbends with his 
courtiers; but they are ever on the qui vive to 
say only what they know will please, and are 
careful never to contradict him. The duties of 
the King are no sinecure. He is the most hard- 
worked man in the nation. From morning till 
night he is hearing reports from all parts of his 
dominions, arranging the settlement of difficult 
law cases, judging criminals, and transacting 
farm business. He is a farmer on a gigantic 
scale, for he has the controi and management of 
all the nation’s cattle. He is the conter from 
which everything radiates, and to which all 
things converge in Matabeleland. The destruc- 
tion of an impi or the death of acalf at some 
cattle-post are alike reported to him with 
minutest details. 


Diplomat in a Peculiar Way. 


In his peculiar way Lobengula is a diplo- 
mat who would probably make it interest ing 
for even such a man as Secretary Gresham if 
the “ nations ” should have a disagreement. 
Lobengula has his own way of dealing with 
those who may stand in his way. Here is a 
sample: 

Nini for a long time ruled the roost in Matabe- 
leland and got rid of her enemies by bringing ac- 
cusations of witchcraft against them. However, 
at last she overstepped the mark, and in jealousy 
of one of her sisters-in-law she brought an accu- 
sation of whichcraft against ber. Unfortunately 
for Nini, Lobengula was very much in love with 
his wife, and it did not take much to persuade 
him that if there was witchcraft the witch was 
no other than Nini herself, thereupon the days 
of Nini were brought to a sudden and bloody 
end. The wives breathed freely again when they | 
heard their terrible sister-in-law was no more. 


Mothers-in-law in Matabeleland are not allowed : 


to enter the houses of their daughters’ husbands, 
and if they accidentally meet him in the streets 
they must look another way. In the butchery by 
which Lobengula maintains his authority he by 
no means spares his relatives. Shortly before W. 
Montague Kerr visited Buluwayo, Lobengula 
had puttodeath his uncle Usiquiana and de 
stroyed his kraal, numbering forty people in all. 
Recently the King got it into his royal skull 
that the White Queen (Victoria)was dead, and 
that that accounted for the invasion of his king- 
dom by so many English troops. He was in- 
vited to-send two of his “‘ cabinet,” Babjaan 
and Umsheti, aged 75 and 65 years respec- 
tively, to London under the protection of an 
English officer, her Majesty’s government 
footing the bills. They started naked, but as 
they approaehed civilization they were, in- 
duced to wear clothes. They were féted and 
feasted in London and had an audi- 
ence at Windsor Palace. They slummed it in 


the old town and saw everything in sight, as | 


well as some not generally so 
eased Ge iat ae Lobetkdla ae ther | 
had left it, havmg thrown away their clothes 
as soon as they ** hit gravel” in Affica. The 
‘King was awaiting them, and in order. to as- 
sure himself that his ‘* ambassadors ” had 
not been bought up he locked them in, sep- 
arately, and made them drunk, and inter- 
viewed them apart, night after night, until he 
satisfied himself their stories agreed, and then 
he sobered them off and found that they 


still © corroborated one another. Their 
stories did not “rattle”’ the old 
King. When they described to him 


the untold millions in the Bank of England 
he grunted and wanted to know why, if that 
was the case, thé English wanted to come into 
his kingdom and dig for more. The *“tambas- 
sadors’’ described the vessels in which they 
traveied, and he said he guessed they had legs 
under the water which moved them about, 
Telephone Astounds Them, 

The writer, who followed the “ ambassa- 
dors,”’ adds: 

But the thing which completely astounded 
them was the telephone. They could conceive— 
though with difficulty—that it was possible for 
English witchcraft to make a machine which 
could talk English, even when those who talked 
were a mile from each other, but they could not 
understand the witchcraft which enabled the 
English to make the telephone speak Matabele. 
But that it did they could swear. They 
had\ been separated, and at the distance of a 
milé apart Babjaan had talked to Umsheti by 
means of this magic, and the machine spoke as 
pure Matabele as if it had been mado in Africa. 
Another experience of theirs did not turn out so 
wel. They were breakfasted by the Aborigines 
Protection Society, where they were received, 
they said, by many white-haired indunas, whose 
influence with the government they somewhat 
exaggerated. The immediate result of that mis- 
sion was that, whether owing to the caution of 
Lord Knutsford and the counsel of the Abori- 
ines Protection Society, Lobengula believed that 
the great White Queen and the English public 
opinion were hostile to the granting of the con- 
cession to the Chartered company, and there and 
then he slew his Prime Minister Lofcha, who had 
advocated the granting of the concession, and 
some seventy of his companions. 

In the present “strained relations” be- 
tween Great Britain and the Matabele the 
opinion seems to give Lobengula the right, 
but in dealing with the uncivilized of the 
earth might has the best of it. 


TWENTY-ONE BLOWN TO DEATH, 


Explosion in a Chemist’s Shop at Warsaw 
Has Terrible Results, 


Warsaw, Nov. 11.—A dispatch from Brest- 
Litovsk, a town of Russian Poland, reports 
an accident there today that resulted in the 
loss of many lives. A terrific explosion oc- 
curred in the shop of a chemist, and the build- 
ing in which the shop was located was com- 
pletely shattered, as .were also the adjacent 
houses. Each of the buildings contained 
several families. Twenty-one persons were 
killed outright and many others were injured. 
The explosion is supposed to have been caused 
by fire reaching the ether in the chemist’s 
shop, a considerable quantity of it having 
been stored on the premises.

Business for Ship Canal. 

It is evident that. the Manchester Ship Ca- 
nal, which opens Jan. 1, will obtain a large 
share of business from the cotton-carrying 
steamers. The managers of the canal declare 
several steamers are already engaged to bring 
cotton from New Orleans and Galveston to 
Manchester direct and that 823 spinners, 
owning more than 20,000,000 spindles, and 
consuming about 350,000 tons of raw cotton 
yearly, have signed a statement booming the 
new route. These pledge themselves to give 
preference when buying to arrive to cotton 
shipped direct and when buying. on spot to 
cotton imported direct and stored in Man- 
chester. The present cost of conveying a ton 
of cotton from ship in Liver- 
pool docks to Manchester is 13 
shillings 8 pence, whereas the total 
amount payable to the ship canal on cotton 
landed at Manchester docks for canal, wharf- 
age, and landing will be seven shillings. In 
order to encourage ship owners to begin load- 
ing vessels for Manchester the canal company 
agreed not to charge ship dues upon cotton 
vessels delivering cargo at Manchester during 
the cotton season ending with October, 1894. 
This will be a saving to the ship of three 
pence net per ton. ° 


Joe Chamberlain Too Late. 

The indications are that Chamberlain will 
arrive too late to interfere seriously in the 
passage of the employers’ liability bill 
through the Commons. The government ma- 
jority on a test amendment last night was 
small, but the party lines are not maintained 
on either side, so that the size of the margin 
is of no significance. If the program is not 
further interrupted with the introduction of 
such subjects as the South African war, coal 
strike, and the Mediterranean crisis the re- 
mainder of this session of Parliament will 
probably be dull. 


Lobengula Is Whipped. 

The South African situation is extremely 
interesting now that Lobengula is undoubted- 
ly whipped. The Chartered company takes 
advantage of the opportunity to call for a 
million pounds fresh capital. It is doubtful 
if it gets any response, for the call is made 
in order to buy out united concessions of a 
company which has a lien on half of the 
Chartered company’s earnings. If money is 
raised, therefore, the concessions company 
will get it and the Chartered company must 
pay dividends on double the present capital. 
The enemies of the Chartered company de- 
clare if the call fails the concern will collapse. 
The company’s intention to occupy the con- 
qitered Matabele land if possible is already 
announced and there will bea sharp fight in 


Parliament on the question. 


Effect of a Physician’s Death, 

Many incidents are given this week of the 
close supervision the late Sir Andrew Clark 
kept on Mr. Gladstone. The Grand Old Man's 
personal grief over the loss of his’ physician 
and friend has been deep. No thought has 
yet been given to the selection of his profes- 
sional successor. Members of Gladstone's 
family now understand so weil his peculiar- 
ities and physical needs that their care of him 
ig likely to prove much more valuable in 
health than that of a strange physician. 

Won’t Become a Parson. 

Tom Mann, the famous labor leader has 
finally decided not to turn parson, but to en- 
ter Parliament instead. It has again been 
suggested to him that the easiest way to raise 
money to pay his election expenses would be 
lecturing in towns in the United States the 
coming winter. ‘ 

New Pian of selling Tickets. 

By the new plan of railway tickets to be 
adopted in Hungary in December the traveler 
will make out his own ticket. The govern. 
ment will sell railway marks or stamps, and 
supply b.ank ecards. The passenger will, when 
he desires to take a journey, write on a card 
the name of the starting point and destina- 
tion and affix as many stamps as the published 
list of fares calls for. 


Perier to Be Re-elected. 

The Paris correspondent telegraphs that 
the Chamber next week will be almost sure to 
elect Casimir Perier its President. Brisson 
and Lockroy, the other two candidates, have 
nochance. The governmnent declaration of a 
program will hardly be made before Satur- 
day. It will embody measures outlined by a 
member of the Cabinet in an interview this 
week. There will be no change in the minis- 
try pending the assembling of Parliament. 


SPAIN CANNONADING RIFFIANS, 


The Tribesmen Make Only a Feeble Reply 
to the Fire, 

Mavrip, Nov. 11.—The cannonade upon the 
Riffians in the vicinity of Melilla has con- 
tinued without cessation since yesterday after- 
noon, The Riffians have made only a feeble 
reply to the fire. 

Mataca, Nov. 11.—Advices received here 
from Melilla sbow that the envoy of the Sul- 
tan, who was sent, it is said, to order the Rif-

Bserum, Nov. 11.—[Copyright, 1898, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—Dr. Miquel, Prussian Minister of 
Finance, consented today to give a 
formal interview. The doctor is the 
financial staff upon which Emperor 
William leans. The Kaiser chose him to 
be the resident and guiding spirit of the re- 
cent conference of financial ministers of the 
Federal States, called to devise means of rais- 
ing from anh already heavily taxed people the 
money required to put in force the army law, 
which was forced through the Reichstag by 
imperial pressure. | 

Today Dr. Miquel said he hardly has time 
to eat, he isso occupied in preparing the 
budget for the forthcoming meeting of the 
Reichstag. but a Privy Councilor received the 
correspondent at the Ministry of Finance and 
conducted him to the Minister’s private room. 

‘* The financial calamity in Italy,’’ said Dr. 
Miquel, “is much exaggerated by the press 
of all countries, in my judgment. The situa- 
tion is not much worse than it always was, 
and the present cry may be attributed to 
the machinations of international stock ex- 
change bears, Why does not Germany help? 
Simply because Italy has not yet asked us for 
help. If the nation requires help it will cer- 
tainly be forthcoming. | 

‘* There is no anticipation that Italy will be 
forced to curtail its army and navy budapt 
and thereby endanger the triple alliance. Its 
credit in this country is still good enough for 
. to raise whatever it wants at a small sacri- 

ce. 
German Trade and the Tariff. 

Dr. Miquel inquired when President Cleve- 
land and the Congress of the United States are 
likely to abolish or at least modify the Mbp- 
Kinley tariff, continuing: ‘* Abolition of the 
McKinley tariff and the consequent institution 
of lower import duties will prove an 
enormous stimulus to German trade and 
manufacture, as it almostly entirely lived on 
America until the McKinley tariff was estab- 
lished. Muchof our industry is now lying 
dormant awaiting Mr. Cleveland’s expected 
measures. 

** As to my new proposals and financial re- 
form of the empire, my plans are nearly com- 
pleted and,I am glad tosay, meet the un; 
qualified approval of the Emperor and of all 
my colleagues. Of course we cannot say what 
the Reichstag will do. 

‘‘As you know, my most important tax is 
the tobacco tax. The violent outcry against 
it isa ridiculous party maneuver. The best 
argument in favor of my proposal is 


that I am only asking the Reichstage 


to grant me two marks (48 _ cents) 
per capita of the population. Compare 
this with the tax paid by other countrieg. 
America pays seven marks ($1.68). France 
six ($1.44), and England and Spain five marks 
($1.20) per capita. The copntry required the 
army law, the Reichstag has voted it, and the 
money has to be found somewhere. The only 
question is the finding of the best ways and 
means. Iam not anticipating much trouble 
from the next Reichstag. ‘ 

‘* Yes, it is true I was much annoyed at Herr 
Bebel’s publication of my letter,in which1 
expressed sympathy with the social demp- 
cratic cause, I wrote that letter when I wasa 
green and inexperienced student and had not 
yet formed my opinion by conviction and 
experience. To bring this letter up at this 
late date with all the conditions altered is, to 
say the least, a great want of political tact. 
But the whole matter only makes me smile. 
That I have entirely altered my mind is suf- 
ficiently manifest from my position. 


No Trouble in the Ministry. 
*‘ Although I and my colleagues are accus- 


‘tomed to all sorts of fictitious reports in the 


press we cannot help being annoyed some- 
times when false news is persistently reported 
and takes too positive a form. The English 
paper printed in Paris published a sen- 
sational piece of news about an 41- 
leged disagreement between the Imperial 
Secretary of State for Posts (Dr. Stephen) 
and myself. This is wholiy unfounded. That 
journal ag well as even some of the newspa- 
pers published here seems to want periodica! 
quarrels between myself and some of my cul- 
leagues or between the Imperial Chancellor 
and one of us. 

** Recent reports and positive statements in 
the same paper as to a quarrel between the 
President of the Ministry (Count Zu Eulen- 
berg) and Chancellor Caprivi are equally 
baseless. The alleged impending resignation 
of Count Zu Eulenburg was quife imaginary. 
I cannot possibly see howsuch reports gained 
currency. 

*“*What have I to say about the recent gam- 
bling trial? “Nothing. I have too much to do 
with my own financial report to pay attention 
to anything else. I admire the American pep- 
ple. They have a wholesome contempt for 
what we call in Prussia ‘junker,’ in English 
‘stuck-up’ land magnates and bureaucratic— 
in English ‘red tape officialism,.’ I believe in 
neither one nor the other, and if what you say 
is true, that I have a large American constit- 
uency, that is probably the reason.”

The dinner 
and speeches are dismissed in a few lines. 
Mr. Bayard, however, contrived to express a 
great dealin a few words.

He announces the 
golden rule of scripture as the basis of his di- 
plomacy. He desires to do unto England as he 
would that England should do untous. He 
wished it every good which is not iujurious to 
America. He defines the doctrine of inter- 
national comity as the doctrine of vourtesy 
and benevolence. He declares there is no 
doctrine he is so desirous to enforce. and no 
country in whose behalf le is so anxious to 
apply it as the mother country of the United 
States. Those are admirable opinions, ad- 
mirably expressed. 

Austrian Politics Mixed, 

The resignation of Count Taafe last week 
has left Austrian politics at sixes and sevens 
as they generally are. Prince Windisch 
Graetz, called to form a new Cabinet, has not 
yet formed one, nor found the elements of a 
working coalition. 

Election in Prussta, 

Prussia has elected a new Diet, not much 
differing from the old. The Conservatives, 
however. have now twenty-three seats, and 
Herr Richter, the Radical leader, though win- 
ning in Berlin, has lost his old seat for Hagen, 
and further impaired his prestige, which will 
hardly stand much more impairing. 


DOIDGE PERSISTENT IN HIS WOOING. 


He Is Lodged in Jail on Charges of Mur- 
der and Arson. 

William Doidge, the old English carpenter 
who is charged with setting fire to the home 
of Mrs. Burrows, was taken to the County 
Jail yesterday. Murder and arson are the 
counts against him. 

Six months ago Louis Burrows died at his 
home, No. 425 Ridgeway avenue. Wiliiam 
Doidge, a friend of forty years’ standing, 
stood at his bedside. Burrows left a widow 
and seven smal! children. The widow was a 
pretty woman, 82 years old. While attempt- 
ing to console her for the loss of her husband 
Doidge learned to love her. He had helped 
Burrows to build the house which the family 
occupied, and now, as it was not yet com- 
pleted, he volunteered to finish it without 
charge. For over a month he worked, daily 
falling deeper in love with the widow. Several 
times he proposed to her, and each time was 
rejected. Then Mrs. Burrows hireda young 
man named Rice to finish the job on the 
house. Doidge grew jealous. 

Evidence was intruduced before the Coro- 
ner’s jury to show that the next time Doidge 
calied he had a loaded revolver in his pocket. 
He proposed once more and was again re- 
fused. But Mrs. Burrows had seen the butt 
of the revolver protruding from the pocket of 
her old lover. At her request he is said to 
have given it to Eber E. Hart, No. 431 Ridge- 
way avenue, who happened to be in the house 
at the time. 

The old man seems to have made-up his 
mind that the rebuff was final, for he went 
over to Michigan to visit his daughter. His 
love followed him, however, and he wrote 
fervid letters to Mrs. Burrows. Late in Octo- 
ber he came back to Chicago and was told 
that Mra. Burrows was married. He found 
this to be untrie, and for a few weeks 
seemed again to enjoy the confidence of the 
widow. His joy was short-lived, however, for 
she again refused to marry him, and Mrs. 
Burrows testifies that when Doidge went awa 
he swore under his breath that “if you don’t 
etal never enjoy this property as long as 

ou live.”

OONSERVATIVE NATIONAL UNION 
FAILS OF A RALLYING OBY. 


Its Declaration Contains Nothing on the 
_ Great Political Problems—Home Rule 
Will Be Thoroughly Denounced—Glad- 
stone Must Have the Support of Anti- 
Parnellites or Resign—Coercive Meas- 
ures in Ireland Sach as Obtained 
Under Balfour=Utterances of Anarchists 
(Copyright, 1898, by the United Press.) 

Loxvow, Nov. 11.—The arranging of the 
program for the annual conference of the 
Conservative National Union was only fin- 
ished last night. The time spent in deciding 
upon agenda shows how difficult the party 
managers have found it fo get a good rallying 
cry. The program as finally announced 
presents nothing new. It avoids making any 
declaration on the questions of electoral re- 
form, the disestablishment of the church 
in Wales, or other’ political § is- 
sues on which it would be 
dangerous to commit the party. Lord Dun- 


‘raven, who, besides being a genuine sports- 


man, takes a rather great interest in the suc- 
cess of the Conservatives, will preside at the 
conference, and Lord Salisbury will make a 
speech. On the second day Sir Ellis Ashmead 
Bartlett, who sits in Parliament for one of 
the Sheffield divisions, will move the adop- 
tion of a resolution approving the rejection 
by the House of Lords of the home rule bill, 
which, it is scarcely necessary to state, will be 
unanimously adopted. 

Sir Albert Kaye Rollit, who represents the 
south division of Islington in the House of 
Commons, will speak in favor of boards of 
arbitration for the settlement of trades dis- 
putes. 

Mr. Arthur Hugh Smith-Barry, represent- 
ative in Parliament of the South Division of 
Huntingdon, will call the attention of the con- 
ference to the time wasted by Parliament in 
discussing an impossible home rule bill. 
Among the more prominent resolutions to be 
submitted will be one affirmuig that Great 
Britain is suffering from the abject submis- 
sion of Parliament to the demands of Irish 
demagogues, Viewed as a whole no emptier 
program was ever submitted toa great party 
causus. 


Why Gladstone’s Position Is Precarious. 


It is significant that nothing is said in the 
program about forcing the dissolution of Par- 
liament. The Conservative cue now being fol- 
lowed by the press and on the platform, repre- 
sents the government as certain to be ous 
at the next session either on the measure pro- 
viding for the disestablishment of the church 
in Wa.es oronthe budget. Itis an undoubted 
fact that unless the anti-Parnellite section of 
the Irish Parliamentary party gives the gov- 
ernment unrelaxed support during the di- 
visions on the disestablishment bill Mr. Glad- 
stone and his ministry ,will be compelled to 
resign. 

The budget, too, will prove a point of dan- 
ger. Thetradeof Great Britain is so de- 
pressed and the customs receipts so dimin- 
ished, while the expenditures are not lessened, 
that an enormous deficit will stare the govern- 
ment in the face. The only possible solution 
of the financial problem will be the 
im position of fresh taxation, and this will of 
course make trouble, Having these facts in 
mind the Conservatives argue that there is no 
need to clamor for the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment. They are satistied to let the ministry 
stew in its own juice, 

With regard to the fidelity of the anti-Par- 
nellites, on which the government will de- 
pend for its existence, it can be plainly said 
that it is being subjected to a heavy strain. 
The visit of Home Secretary Asquith to Dub- 
lin for the purpose of conferfing with Mr. 
Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, was fruit- 
less of result so far’ as benefit to the Irish 
political prisoners and evicted tenants 
is concerned. Mr. Morley was in favor of 
making concessions on these questions to the 
Irish members of Parliament in order to se- 
cure their support to the government, but his 
policy was overridden by Mr. Asquith, 
Coercive Measures Like Those of, Balfour. 

The latter’s return from Dublin has been 
followed by a sequence of coercive measures 
similar to those that prevailed during the ré- 
gime of Mr. Balfour as Chief Secretary. The 
eviction campaign on the Defreyne estates 
and the prosecution of William Field, Par- 
nellite member of Parliament for the St 
Pat~ick Division of Dublin, Luke Patrick 
Hayden, Parnellite member of Parliament 
for South Roscommon, and the others who 
were not yet committed for trial on charges 
of rioting while these evictions were being 
made followed the old tyrannic road so well 
beaten by the Conservatives when in power. 

Eleven of the most popular men in Con- 
naught have been unwisely selected for pros. 
ecution by the Liberal Government, which en- 
tered office pledged to end coercion, to restore 
evicted tenants to their holdings, and to dis- 
miss from office residentiary magistrates. 
Nothing keeps Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien and 
other anti-Parnellites faithful to Mr. Glad.

rule would die. Private representations made 
by the Irish leaders to Messrs. Gladstone and 
Morley on the difficulties of their position re- 
ceive a sympathetic but not a practical re. 
sponse. The strong element in the Cabinet 
opposed to Mr. Morley triumphs for the 
time, but it requires little gift as to political 
prophecy to foretell that the future contains 
dangers to the present administration that will 
tax all the resourceful energies of Mr. Glad- 
stone to avoid, 


Anarchists May Be Prosecuted, 


The meeting of Anarchists last night at the 
South Place Institute will, it is expected, lead 
to the prosecution of Mowbray, the publisher 
of the Commonweal, the organ of the London 
Anarchists, and Samuels,the editor of that pa- 
per. The sentiments expressed by these two 
men in their speeches were outrageous. The 
representative of the United Press today had 
an interview with Samuels. He declared that 
he did not fear being arrested and the police 
could not compel him to close hismouth. He 
lauded the men who in Barcelona had thrown 
the bomb that had killed the rich. It was a 
fitting revenge, he declared, for the murder 
of the hero, Pallas, who in seeking to kill 
Gen, Martinez Campos was only desirous of 
ridding the world of a tyrant. 

Continuing, Samuels said that the hypo- 
critical comments on the Anarchists that had 
appeared in the newspapers were the veriest 
nonsense. They appeared side by side with 
stories reporting the slaughter of the Mata- 
beie and the starvation of English miners. 
The explosionin the opera-house at Barce- 
lona, he added, was nothing compared to 
what could and would be done by desperate 
men. Genuine Anarchists thought the bomb 
throwing in Barcelona a glorious deed. It 
was the beginning of reprisals upon the rich 
and those in power. If another ‘companion 
was murdered in connection with the Mar- 
tinez Campos occurrence other avengers 
would arise and continue the bloody social 
war that would end the race of capital- 
ists. The people of the United States 
would yet make reparation for the hanging 
of the Chicago Anarchists who were martyrs 
in a great cause. The work of Ravachol in 
Paris and Pallas in Barcelona proved that 
anarchism was spreading and that it could 
not be crushed out. 


To Secure the Entry of Machines Into China. 


China some time ago issued an edict forbid- 
ding the importation: of machinery. This 
touched Engiish manwvfacturers in a soft spot 
and representations were made to Lord Rose- 
bery, the Foreign Minister, as to the loss 
British manufacturers would sustain.

Mr. Gladstone has selected as his physician 
to succeed Sir Andrew Clark, who was buried 
today, William Henry Broadbent, who is one 
of the three physicians in ordinary to the 
Prince of Wales. Mr. Gladstone’s extreme 
age necessitates an almost; daily medical 
supervision beg kept over him. Dr, Clark 
advised Mr, Gladstone that failing himself 
Dr. Broadbent or Dr. Richard Douglas Pow- 
ell, a physician extraordinary to the Queen, 
be selected in his stead. At the funeral today 
of his physician and friend Mr. Gladstone 
looked bent and broken, but he straightened 
upas he left Westminster Abbey after the 
ceremonies had been ended.

—Manuel Del Santa Maria, who figured in 
the Gilbert divorce case in New York as a de- 
fender of Mrs. Gilbert, and who was warned 
by Gilbert that he would face him on the field 
of honor, was seen today. Santa Maria said: 

“T have no news that Gilbert is coming 
over to fight me. It does not appear proba- 
ble that he will. He has a study here. He 
has really no right to challenge me, but of 
course I should fight if invited. When a man 
considers himself insulted two courses are 
open to him—the law and the duel—but 
the code of honor says he must take 
one or the other. Mr. Gilbert threatened 
me with a duel without following up his 
threat and then went to law. I crossed the 
ocean expressly to answer any charges he 
might make. He had paid private detectives 
to manufacture evidence against me in Paris. 
He wrote that he would send his seconds to 
me, but they nevercame. Then he brought 
charges affecting my honor and did not at- 
tempt to prove them.” 


Doctors Fall Out. 

Drs. Pean and Verneuil, two distinguished 
French surgeons, are having an extraordinary 
quarrel. The former claims to be the in- 
ventor of a hemostatic forceps, a device for 
stopping the flow of blood, which has super- 
seded the practice of binding arteries cut in 
surgical operations. Verneuil denied that 
the idea is new or that it was originated by Dr. 
Pean, who then challenged him to 
perform publicly three repulsive operations. 
Dr. Verneuil refused the challenge on the 
ground that it was unprofessional. The dis- 
cussion still rages.

To Reopen the Panama Scandal. 

Even if the English Government grants the 
extradition of Cornelius Hertz, which appears 
improbable, there seems little chance that the 
Panamaist would be convicted. He is ac- 
cused of corrupting Deputies. The charges 
have already been declared outlawed by the 
lapse of time in the case of the other persons, 
but his trial would give an opportunity to re- 
vive the whole Panama scandal. 

Big Increase in Vintage. 

According to reports obtained from the Min- 
istry of Commerce and from the country the 
vintage will be large this year. Thetotal pro- 
duction of France is estimated to be 50,000,- 
000 hectolitres, an increase of 20,000,000 
on last year and on the average production of 
the last twenty years. Bordeaux and Bur- 
gundies are of unusually good quality. The 
improvement is attributed to the long spell of 
hot weather and to the attempts to exterminate 
phylloxera, which are beginning to succeed. 

Zola Indefatigable. 

I called this week on Camille Doucet, Per- 
petual Secretary of the French Academy, at 
the same time as Emile Zola, who is still pur- 
suing his candidature for the Academy with 
unwearying activity. Hecalls regularly on 
the Secretary of the academy and the mem- 
bers in accordance with the requirements of 
candidature, It is probable Zola will éventu- 
ally be elected. The next election probably 
will be in February, but it is not to be ex- 
pected that he will be successful then.

In military 
circles it is maintained that the Empéror ean. 
not directly order the dismissal ffom’ tha 
service of the officers concerned, but must act 
through the authorities. It is certain that 
some influential personages‘ do not-take thie 
severe view of the case that the Emperor 
takes. No authentic list of dis. 
missals has yet been made known, 
tut rumors point to several officers regarding 
whom the officials at the War Office decline to 
give any information. The representative of 
the United Press has been officially informed 
that the enforced retirements from the army 
in consequence of the scandal will not be 
numerous, Clement counsels have prevailed 
and in consequence the resignations of 
four of those implicated will be requested, 
and these retirements will be so managed as 
to be unattended with publicignominy, In 
high military quarters the idea of dismisse) 
was generally resented. Military men gener. 
ally think it would be an enormous injustice to 
cashier the few officers who testified in the 
case, while several hundred others, equally in. 
volved, escaped. Then, too, it is believed the 
Emperor, however angry he might be, would 
not sacrifice officers for the sake of gratifying 
the sham moral outcries of civilians. So far 
as known to the officers concerned the Em. 
peror’s practical action has been limited to 
communications severely censuring the cul- 
prits. His Majesty has also ordered that in 
future sporting contests officers ride none but 
their own or their comrades’ horses, and has 
forbidden the racing of horses under false 
names. Conversations in public places 
have disclosed a strong class sentiment 
of irritation against the oriticism of 
the civilians and of the profound confidence 
that the Emperor will deal gently with the im- 
plicated officers. 
Conservatives Have the Advantage. 

Although the elections for members of the 
Landtag have not materially altered the rela. 
tive strength of the political parties in that 
body, the Conservatives—winning nineteen 
seats—hold the advantage. The Agrarians 
also return a stronger delegation than they 
did at the last session. The House contains a 
large representation of the official element, 
Forty-seven of them will be there, all of 
whom belong to the Conservative party, hold- 
ing government appointments. The Freisin- 
nige groups have lost nine seats out of 
twenty-oine. Fourteen of those remain- 
ing to them are held by Richterists 
and six by Rickertists. Some well 
known figures disappear from the house, 
among them being Herr von Kendall from 
the Free Conservative benches, Profs. Seelig 
and Haenil from the Liberals, and Herr 
Reichensperger from the Centrists. TheCon- 
servative journals are jubilant over the re- 
sult of the elections. They predict that a co- 
alition will force the government to renounce 
its economic policy and adopt a moderately 
agrarian one, which would mean protective 
tariffs. The Kreuz-Zeitung also demands the 
revival of the famous scholastic project 
which led to the retirement of Count 
von Zedlitz. The Conservatives have not 
power enough of themselves to effect 
reactionary legislation, and a majority of 
the House must be formed by a coalition with 
the Free Conservative and National Lim rais, 
who will modify the reactionist tendencies of 
the Conservatives. Prince Bismarck, upon 
learning of the Freisinnige defeats, is credited 
with saying to his chief ranger; Herr Lange, 
thata new political dawn is beginmmng to 
break. 

Seizure of Registered Letters. 

The statement that the Russian Government 
had issued a decree that all registered letters 
are to be opened in the presence: of the per- 
sons to whom they are addressed, and if found 
to contain money from abroad 75 per cent 
of the amount is to be assessed, 
has its origin im a dispatch from 
the St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Lokalanzeiger. The real facts are that 
fora longtime the Russian authorities have 
assessed registered letters. Max Caro, a noted 
German, who has long been a resident of 
Russia, says registered letters containing 
money or valuables were generally confiscated 
by the Russian Government. 

William Off Hunting. 


Emperor William hunted yesterday at Hech- 
ingen over the estates of the Prince of Hohen- 


zollern, A great imperial court hunt has 
been fixed for the 17th in the forests of Letz- 
lingen. The Grand Duke of Hesse, the Grand 
Duke of Oldenburg, and a numberof princely 
personages will take part in the sport.

TO ABOLISH DIFFERENTIAL RATES, 


True Reason Why the Exposition Flyer 
Was Discontinued, 

The Presidents of the Vanderbilt and Penn- 
Sylvania lines are said to be working on @ 
scheme to bring about the abolition of differ- 
ential passenger rates between New York*and 
Chicago. The differential rates which the so- 
called weak lines have been allowed to make 
has given the latter a great advantage over 
the standard or strong lines. This became 
quite apparent during the Worid’s Fair. 
While during the first three months of the Ex- 
position the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania 
lines did a small business the weak lines were 
crowded to their full capacity. For this rea- 
son, it is said, the discontinuance of the ** Ex- 
position Flyer ’’ was determined upon by the 
New York Central and Lake Shore 
managements, and the conclusion reached 
to lengthen the time of limited 
trains on the standard lines 
so that the best time made by any of 
them hereafter between Chicago and New 
York will be twenty-six hours. This will 
leave little difference between the time made 
by the limited trains and the best time made 
by the differential roads. This will give the 
standard lines the pretext for claiming that 
no good reason exists for continuing differ- 
ential rates by the so-called weak lines. 

The Presidents of the standard lines are 
said to have been moved to this course by the 
rapid strides which the differential roads have 
been making of late and the consequent diffi- 
culty of the standard linesto securea fair 
proportion of the traffic. 


Will Not Affect Intermediate Rates. 

Cuts made by the Canadian Pacific road out of 
San Francisco will not, it is understood here, af- 
fect rates between intermediate points in the 
slightest degree. The object of the Canadian 
Pacific in making cuts, it is said, is to compel the 
Southern Pacific to accept its tickets over its 
lines from Portland to San Francisco. The 
Southern Pacific has boycotted the Canadian 
Pacific ever since it placed its steamship line to 
San Francisco in operation. Now the Bannon 
Pacific wants by forcing the fighting to have the 
boycott declared off. 


More Receivers to Be Appointed. 


A dispatch from New York states that it is an- 
nounced authoritatively the government will ask 
the courts to appoint J. W. Doane of Chicago 
and Frederick K. Coudert of New York assistant 
receivers of the Union Pacific. This will give 
the government three representatives.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE WORLD. 


Situation in Milwaukee Shows No Im- 
provement—Ratgs May Be Suspended. 

The situation at Milwaukee has not changed 
for the better in the least, and prominent man- 
agers here state that the prospects of a general 
suspension of rates are excellent. The contro- 
versy between the agents of the Continental and 
the underwriters has developed the fact that sev- 
eral other of the younger agents are contemplat- 
ing following the action of the agents of the Con- 
tinental in resigning. The result will be a fac- 
tional fight, with the younger agents arrayed 
against the older agents. 

The complaint is made that the older agents, 
together with the local companies, are shaping 
matters in the Board of Underwriters to suit 
themselves, and as a result the younger men are 
forced into the background. As a result their 
companies are complaining, and the younger 
men say if they are to remain in the board 
there will have ta,be a general reorganization. 

The Board of Underwriters has given up the 
attempt to bring the refractory agents into the 
fold. It is now stated that the trouble is the re- 
sult of the success of the board in defeating the 

lan to establish a c »mpact agent in this city. 

he Continental was active in the matter, and in 
fact its agents here were of the committee which 
brought the compact agent to Milwaukee. The 
action was taken without consulti the wishes 
of the Bogard of Underwriters, which succeeded 
in having bim removed. Since that time the 
Continental, it is stated, has been considered 
with disfavor by the board, and the resignation 
of its local agents is one of the results.

Dispute Over a Western Loss. 
Colorado fire underwriters are interested in the 
Hotel Mesa fire loss in Pueblo, over which quite 
a legal contest is to be waged. It appears that 
the companies carried, during the summer, risks 
to the. amount of $50,000. The property was 
not completed and the enterprise was at a stand- 
still becanse of the panic. Aug. 23 the $10,000 
policy in the Norwich Union expired and was 
not renewed. Soon after the Merchants’ $10,- 
000 fell off for the same reason. Later the 
State of Pennsylvania desired to cancel a 
#10,000 policy and the agent notified the Pueb 
lo representative of the hotel company of this 
fact. He wanted to consult with the Internation- 
al Trust company of Denver, which held a $50.- 
000 mortg upon the property. The trust com- 
pany state that they did not receive notice of this 
cancellation until after the fire and want to hold 
the State of Pennsylvania company accordingly. 
Also the trust goons? say that they had an agree- 
ment with the Pueblo agent of the fire companies 
to keep $50,000 insurance in force. To add to 
the complex conditions the hotel company 
changed ownership without notice being served 
fee the insurance companies. Now the trust 
company any declares it to be their determination to 
lect $50,000 from somebody. The Alliance 
holds a $10,000 policy, the Underwriters $5,000, 
and the Sun of London $5,000, all in force when 
the hotel burned.

VIEWS OF A VISIONARY MAN. 


“Ifthere ever was a demagogue in the 
world,” said William T. Stead, the London 
editor, as he slipped further down into his 
chair and propped his feet up on the railing, 
“ if there ever was a demagogue in the world 
Iam one. I'd much rather be a demagugue 
than a Brahmin... It is only necessary that the 
demagogue should be moved by right ideas. 

“ One of the things I looked forward to in 
coming to. Chicago was meeting your late 
Mayor, Carter Harrison. He has been called 


 ademagogue. I think him a remarkable man. 


He had, I am told, a premonition of his violent 
taking off. Ihave hadasimilar warning. I 
am to die a violent death, but before death 
comes Iam to be twice more locked up in 
prison. Therefore I am yet,” with a laugh, 
* therefore I am yet quite lively.”’ 

“ Friday was the eighth anniversary, Mr. 
Stead, of your imprisonment for bringing 
about a great reform in London. Can you 
not celebrate it by outlining a plan for re- 
forming some of the evils which exist in Chi- 
cago?”’ 

The editor of the Review of Reviews had a 
plan ready. He had several projects, in fact, 
in which he took almost an equal interest. 

was one, however, of which he spoke 
th great enthusiasm. 

“T have talked over one plan of mine,” he 
said, “with some of Chicago’s best men. 
They all approve of it. I propose the estab- 
lishment of a City Council of honest men. 
Not, itshould be understood,a body which 
shall have any official duties or exercise any 
official powers. That would defeat the whole 
object of the plan. My plan is to have an or- 
ganization, a ‘ring,’ if you please, of honest 
men, which shall be extra official in all ite 
functions. Its work will be to focus public 
opinion, to bring the whole influence of the 
people to bear on their official representatives, 
so that there may be no doubt that the will of 
the people is executed.”’ 

Receives a Kind Welcome. 

* How do you find youself received in Amer- 
ica?’ £ 

“Far beyond my deserts. Nothing could 
exceed the kindness with which I have been 
welcomed on every hand; and, curiously 


_tnough that.is due more to the malice ef my 


enemies, than to any other cause that could 
be specified.”’, 

“That is a rather peculiar state of thing?”’ 

* Yes, it is. Eight years ago this very day 
I was sent to jail. The 10th of November, 
1885, 1 was carted through the streets of 
London in § Black Maria,’ as the prison van 
is called, and confined as an ordinary 
criminal in Queen’s Prison.” 

** But when you say ‘an ordinary criminal’ 
you don’t mean that you wore the prison 
dress and were made to conform with all the 
harsh prison rules?’ 

Mr. Stead produced a portrait of himself as 
he appeared when he donned his prison uni- 
form and said: ‘“‘l appeared like this. You 
will see I am. there all complete, and, properly 
speaking, had I been in my“own country to- 
day I would have been found wearing that 
dress. On the 10th of November every year 
I wear my prison dress from thecap down. 
Really it is not an uncomfortable apparel, and 
it is a picturesque reminder of what was quite 
the greatest event in my life; certainly one 
which more than any other secured me a cor- 
dial welcome among all classes of American 
citizens. I could hardly have believed that 
after eight years so many men and 
women, from the highest to the lowest, 
would have come forward to shake me 
by the hand and thank me for the effort 
which I then made to redressa great wrong.

An “ American Plan” Newspaper. 


“ Wouldn’t you like to say something more 
about your new paper? Is it to be on the 
American plan?” 

“That depends on what you consider the 
American plan. If by ‘American plan’ you 
mean the habit of keeping your eyes open and 
making your paper as bright and interesting 
as possible, I hope it, will be on the American 
plan; but if you mean by the ‘American plan’ 
a reproduction of many salient features of the 
American newspaper, then I sincerely hope it

‘What ails you in your view of the Ameri- 
can newspaper?”’ 

** Nothing ails me, and it is, perhaps, pre- 
sumptuous in me, a stranger enjoying your 
hospitality, to express an opinion upon 
such a peculiarly American institution as the 
American newspaper, but if you will pardon 
my frankness I should say there are certain 
ee about your newspapers that I should 
not like to see reproduced in England.”’ 

“Could you be induced to condescend to 
particulars?’’ 

‘Certainly. The first feature in your press 
which I would not like to attemvt to.imitate 
in England is what you may call its superfi- 
cial ‘acreage,’ 1 suppose it comes from liv- 
ing in a big country that every newspaper ed- 
itor seems to be continually endeavoring to en- 
large his paper until I expect that some fine 
day I shall find Tae Cuicaco Trisunz com- 
ing out on Sunday with a paper which, when 
spread out flat, will cover the whole area of 
the United States. Then you will be satisfied. 
I suppose even then you will be continually 
pining for enlargements.”’ 

** You don’t like these big papers, then?’’ 

* T can’t say that I do. Already your Sun- 
day paper, contains about as much printed 
matter as your family Bible, and I am sorry 
to say I fear that it will be about as much 
read. You see ours is a small country, Great 
Britain, and it would not do for us to attempt 


to introduce the colossal blanket sheets which. 
| are so conspicuous a feature of journalistic 


enterprise in America. Your paper is too bi 
for us. It is like the bills of fare with whic 
you astound an English visitor on coming 
down tothe breakfast table. I suppose the 
American, when he is native and to ‘the 
manor born,’ can find his way about anong 
the multitudinousitems ofan American menu, 
but when a rustic from the Old World like 
myself is suddenly confronted with a _ bill 
of fare containing 113 items for breakfast, 
he is apt to feel very much as he feels when 
Sunday morning he opens the Sunday edition 
of one of your papers; he can’t.see the wood 
for the trees. Really, that seems to me quite 
apart from the mere inconvenience of the ex- 
cessive growth of the newspaper ‘acreage,’ 
one of the chief defects of Ametican news- 
papers as at present constituted. That is, a 
lack of perspective. Your papers are like 
your prairies—there is not one single salient 
feature which stands out. There is a muster- 
ing of an immense multitude of miscellaneous 
happenings and the whole inventive genius of 
the most inventive people in the world 
is put on the rack every night in order 
to construct startling headlines to make the 
news look important even when itis not. It 
may be necessary to print in capitals some- 
times, especially for half-educated people, 
but the habit of perpetudlly printing in gigan- 
tic type defeats your object in the long run, 
for when everything is printed in capitals 
nothing has any precedence or priority over 
the competing items of news.’

‘There is another thing about American 
newspapers which I do not intensely admire, 
and that is their abdication of the position of 
power which in a free democracy they ought 
naturally to occupy, It seems to me that in 
a democracy.the newspaper is or ought to be 
chief scepter of power and to degrade an in- 
struingent.of government to the mere level of 

corner store—and sometimes to the level of 
dasxeas saloon—is not worthy our high cail- 
ing and not calculated to help either journal- 
ism or the United States. The ambition to 
lead, to direct, to educate, and to act as the 
uncrowned kings of the American democracy 
does not seem to exist among a majority of 
your great newspapers, which really often 
seem to have no other ambition than 
to heap up an immense fortune and 
fatten on their gains. wish sometimes 
that newspaper proprietors of the present day, 
whether in your country or mine, had as much 
of the fear of God before their eyes as the old 
medieval robber baron. It is not, perhaps, a 
very lofty idea.”’ continued Mr. Stead, some- 
what grimly, ** but it is not one which is lived 
up to by the newspaper proprietors.”

‘* What do you mean by that?”’ 
**What I mean is this: In thevld days when 
a man, who was stouter. or shrewder, or more 
cunni than his neighbors, raised himself 
sbehae tke level of the common fighting herd 
and succeeded after a time in carving out for 
himself a domain, in the center of which he 
built his castle, from being a mere filibustef, 
a militant adventurer, fighting for his own 
profit or for such of his neighbors’ goods

It is a curious phenomenon 
whereas in France. in Germany, in Italy 
in Russia the serial story is a necessity of life 
to a newspaper, in the Engtish-speaki 
no first-class newspaper ever derneans its col- 
umns by the publication of a novel in install- 
ments. This is curious and indicates that 
there is something wrong somewhere, The 
novel constitutes at this moment the only 
reading of an enormous section of the popula- 
tion. There are millions of human beings, espe- 
ially arnong the young and amo 
who will never read anything unless it is 
served up to them in the form of, fiction. As 
a newspaper deals only in fiction of another 
sort, and religiously abstains from pobiiees 
fiction that is honestly labeled such, it fails 
to secure as readers those whose only literary 
diet is romance. This not only weakens the 
newspaper by depriving it of a numerous 
contingent of readers, but it also injures the 
public, because it leaves a large séction of the 
community without any organic relation to 
the contemporaneous history of their times, 
and hence,I regard it as a matter of the first 
importance to bring in the non-newspaper 
reading public, or the non-political public and 
induce them to take an interest in the 
events of their own times. And this it seems 
to me can only be done by an adaptation of 
some form of serial.”’ 

‘* Therefore, I suppose, you will put up 
novels in newspaper form?’ 

‘*T have hit upon a scheme which I have 
discussed with Mr. Walter Besant and Mr. 
George Meredith and Dr. Conan Doyle and 
Mrs. Gilbert and Olive Schreiner many 
other leading novelists in our own country, 
all of whom have expressed the greatest sym- 
pathy with the project, although rome of them 
consider that it is an attempt to realizean un- 
attainable ideal.” 


Serial Story Based on News. 


‘* What is your own conception of your own 
proposition?” 

** My idea is that the newspaper shall ee 
lish a serial every chapter in which shall have 
as its motif a leading event of the previous 
day, and that the os of that serial shall 
be written about midnight every night just as 
our leading articles are written, and it 
shall be served up, as it were, hot and hot the 
next morning.

“I got it from two very diverse sources ;

from Zola’s ‘Rugon McCart.’’ From Spen- 
ser’s * Faery Queen’ I borrowed the idea of. 
putting into a romance more or less idealized 
portraits of living personages, and so con- 
structing my dramatis persone, as it were, 
out of real flesh and blood. From Zola I 
have borrowed the conception of a series 
of stories, all turning upon the fortunes of 
a family; but whereas Zola has only one’ 
family, I should have one or two or three, 
one of which would represent the progressive 
element in society, while another would repre- 
sent the retrograding and barbarous element, 
while yet a third would represent those who 
are, so to speak, betwixt and between—neither 
vhne nor the other; too good for damning and 
too bad for blessing.

The 
first thing to be done is to secure it. 

No newspaper cut, however well executed, 
can give an accurate idea of the artistic com- 
pleteness of this quadriga, It weighs more 
than 6.000 pounds. The four horses are of 
pony size, the chariot is the same size and 
exact counterpart of the ancient Roman 
chariot, and the figure of the goddess holding 
the reins is necessarily taller than life size, 
being six feet eight inches. e chariot is 
five feet high and tive feet across. The height 
of the horses from the head is five feet, and it 
is nine and one-half feet across the front of 
the group. The depth of the figure from the 
head of the horses to the rear of the chariot is 
ten and one-half feet. The entire figure 
is handmade of hammered copper, and 
so delicately is the work done where that 
sort of work is neces: that it has 
been a matter of wonder to inany how it was 
accomplished. The veins in t legs and 
bodies of the horses stand out from the sur- 
face in life-like manner. 

The figure in the chariot, Brunonia, the pro- 
tective goddess of Brunswick, holds the at- 
tention with its face of beauty and the artistic 
draping of her robe. The curve of the wrist 
and hand that holds the reins is. as perfect as 
one would expect to see the same on curves 
by a master. ‘ 

The history of the creation of this work has 
an interest, apropos of the intention to pur- 
chase the figure for Chicago. The original, 
made of the same material. surmounts 
the ducal castle in Brunswick. It was 
sented by the City of Brunswick to Willtam 
I., Duke of Brunswick, and by him it was 
placed on hiscastle. The counterpartin Man- 
ufactures mer gery Mk x made under the 
protectorate of his Royal Highness Prince Al- 
brecht of Germany, for exhibition in the Ger- 
man exhibit at the Columbian syeeition, 

. The model was made: by Prof. Ritschell of 
the Royal Academy of Arts in Dresden, and 
was executed by Prof. Howald of Brunswick, 
A quadriga, fashioned in the same model, the 
figure in the chariot atone being slightly dif- 
ferent, made of the same material, in 
Berlin. 

The proposition of Mr. Sthaperto Chicago 
is that if the quadriga in Manufactures Build- 
ing shall be- purchased by the citizens’ the 
works which constructed the figure will make 
whatever changes may be necessary to con- 
stitute the same symbolical of the city. He 
suggests that this could be done by changing 
the symbol in the hand of the charioteer. The 
change willbe made at the expense of the 
works in Bornum. It has already been sug- 
gested by citizens interested that a phenix as 
a Chicago symbol be ced in the hand. 
Others object to the bird from the ashes as 
being a trifle out of date for oO.

First, as to the cost of production. The 
conditions of these coal beds are most favor- 
able to the cheap extraction and abundant 
peosesten of unlimited quantities. In the 

alley of the San Marcial alone, there isa 
field twenty miles long, by ten miles wide, 
underlined by four large strata of coal. There 
are two strata of six feet, one of seven feet, 
and oné of twenty-two feet, Within a dis- 
tance of about 400 feet from the surface 
there are forty-one feet of anthracite coal. 
Making a conservative estimate, there are in 
the San Marcial Valley alone over 5,000,- 
000,000 of tons of anthracite coal. This 
will supply the narkets of the Pacific for the 
next LOO years. 

The question of labor becomes of para- 
mount importance in the working of such 
masses of men as are employed in the great 
coal deposits. In Sonora cheap labor is 
abundant, and should this run short the Mexi- 
can laws do net prevent the iinportation of 
Chinese, Japanese, Italian or other foreign 
contract labor. The government, in its 
anxiety to promote immigration to develop 
its latent resources, is not particular as to the 
pedigrees of the incomers. However, the 
company that will undertake this enterprise, 
is prepared to introduce into the workings of 
these mines all the machinery and labor-sav- 
ing appiiances known to modern minimg, and, 
consequently, no other colliers will have any 
advantage over them in this respect. In view 
of these facts, itis safe to say that a ton of 
coal at the mouth of the pit at San Marcial 
will cost ne more than in England or Penp- 
sylvania, if not less. 

With exemption from taxation and duties, 
and the railroad and transportation privileges 
which have been granted by the Mexican 
Government, together with the latest improve- 
ments for moving and shipping the product, 
it becomes self-evident that delivery into the 
ship’s hold ut Guayimas, will cost less than 
from the Pennsylvania or Newcastle fields, 
The distance by rail from the mines to Guay- 
mas is seventy-two miles, and the freizht 
will cost about one-fourth cent pert ton per 
mile. The distance by sea taSan Francisco 
ig 1.500 miles, being about the sane as from 
the northern mines in Washington. From 
Giuaymas to Yura is only 400 miles, and here 
this cheap coal can be sent over the Southern 
Phcifie, while at San Diego shiploads will tap 
the transcontinental Santa Fé. Markets can 
also be found at - Mexican, Gjuatemalan., and 
Central and South American ports. 

Pennsylvania is the only anthracite coal 
that can compete with that of Sonora. Dis- 
tance, however, from Pacific ports does away 
with any fear of phinous competition in this 
direction.

A NEW DEVICE, 


By It Ships Can Easily Transfer Coal or 
Cargo in Midocean, 

New York World: A satisfactory test of a 
practical method of coaling ships on the high 
seas or in open roadsteads and for transfer- 
ring goods and cargoes from one vessel to 
another or from a wharf to a vessel in open 
port was held off Sandy Hook yesterday after- 
noon. 

The navies of the world have been trying 
for years to find some method by which coa! 
or stores can be transferred from one vessel 
to another or from the shore where itis im- 
possible to make a landing. In this country 
and in England the experiment of lashing the 
vessels together has been unsuccessfully tried. 
That acheme and many others worked well 
enough in clear weather, butin rough, heavy 
sear the vessels pounded so that the danger of 
damaging one or both rendered the practice 
im possible. 

The method tried yesterday is the invention 
of Capt. Philip B. w, an ex-naval officer, 
who served during the war. The test was made 
in the men-of-war San Franciseo and Kear- 
sarge and demonstrated thoroughly that, 
while going ata rate of four or five knots an 
hour, it is possible, by, Capt. Lowe’s method, 
to transfer coal from one vessel to another at 
the rate of fifteen tons an hour. The work is 
all done while the vessel is towing another, 
and is accomplished by raising the cargo 
thirty or forty feet from the deck, and aliow- 
ing it to slide down a taut transmission wire 
to the vessel in advance. 

Upon the vessel beari ‘the cargo, which 
was the Kearsarge ae ves Hy two poles fifty 
teet long were rigged forward of the foremast 
and lashed to the yard. From near the top of 
these an inch wire cable was run to a derrick.

The derrick of the San Francisco, or in 
actual use the receiver of supplies, was about 
twelve feet above the deck, allowing a fall of 
from twenty to thirty feet. This  trans- 
mission wire is kept taut by a counter- 
poise having a play up and down the upright 
poles sufficient to permit both vessels to roll 
and pitch iu a heavy sea, yet always muintain- 
ing a grade on the transmission wire sufficient 
to carry the bags of cual over it by gravity. 
The weight of this counterpoise is susceptible 
of being adjusted to maintain the ordinary 
200-pound ceal bags of the navy at a dis- 
tance of from 250 to 500 feet and cover the

LEFT IN A PECULIAR POSITION. 
What the Appointment of Justice Horn- 
blower May Lead To. 

San Francisco Chronicle: The failure of 
the Federal Senate to confirm the appoint- 
ment of Judge Hornblower of New York as 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court is 
causing no end of speculation in this city. A 
prominent attorney declared yesterday that 
no appointment made to the Supreme Court 
in years had been fraught with so much? im- 
portance to the entire country, and to Cali- 

fornia in particular. 

“‘ As a mnatter of fact,”’ said the attorney, 
* Judge Hornblower stands ina most peculiar 
position, and the confirmation of his appoint- 
ment may lead to grave consequenceg, . His 
elevation to the Supreme bench may very 
possibly lead to the overturning of two very 
important principles recently decided by the 
Supreme Court. One of these principles is 
involved in the great Chicago water-front 
ease; the other in the decision of the court 
sustaining the Geary act, in which it was de- 
clared that the government, in the exercise of 
its sovereign power, had the right not only 
to exclude aliens from American territery, 
but also to expel and deport any alien already 
here whose presence nay be distasteful and 
undesirable. 

‘In both of these cases it will be remem- 
bered that the court was closely divided, five 
Justices concurring in the opinions and four 
Justices dissenting. One of the five Justices 
was Justice Biatchford, now deceased, sand 
Judge Hornblower has been named by the 
President as his successor. His vote in op- 
position to the views of Judge Blatchford 
would reverse the decision of the court in the 
Geary case. undoing ali the needed legislation 
California has so long sought to secure, and 
also, by reversing the Chicago water-front 
case, deprive the citizens of Oukland of their 
certain chance to regain the miles of water- 
front claimed by the Central and Southern 
Pacific railroad companies.”

weight from a declaration said to have been 
made by ‘T. H. Riordan, one of the attorneys 
who represented Chinese opposition to: the 
Geary act before the Supreme Court.

Riordan is quoted as sayimg that he knew 
Judge Hornbiower to regard the Geary act as 
undconstitutional. He did not give the source 
of his information, but at the same time, it is 
said, offered to wager that the information 
was correct.

A Vengeful Representation. 


If Macklin restored the individual Shylock 
that Shakspeare drew, Edmund Kean was the 
first to develop its typical significance. Haz- 
litt put the meaning of the latter’s Shylock in 
one vivid sentence: *“*He seemed the depos- 
Mary of the vengeance of his race.’’ The 
histrionic successors of Macklin were narrow, 
malignant, individualized in the character; 
Ec: tojund Kean gave to the character -breadth, 
mawion, and uniyersality. Says George 

eitry Lewes of Kean: ‘The overpow- 
ering remonstrant sarcasm of his ad- 
dress to Antonio and the sardonic 
mirth of his proposition about -the ‘ merry 
bend *-were fine preparations for the anguish 
and rage at the elopement of his daughter, 
and for the gloating anticipations of revenge 
on the Christians. Anything more impressive 


% than the passionate recrimination and wild 


justice of argument, ‘ Hath nota Jew eyes?’ 
has never been seen on our stage.”’ 

When we first went to see Mr. Kean in Shylock 
Seen Hazlitt], we expected to see what we had 
een used to see, a decrepit old man bent with 
age and ugly with mental deformity, grinning 
with deadly malice, with the venom of his heart 
congealed in the expression of his countenance. 
sullen, morose, gloomy, inflexible, brooding over 
one idea, that of his hatred, and fixed on one un- 
alterable purpose, that of his revenge. Wewere 
disappointed because we had taken our ideas 
from other actors, not from the play. 

Edmund Kean’s Shylock remained the 
standard until our time,when a new departure 
as origina! in its way as Matklin’s was made 
by Henry Irving. But first let us glance at 
the evolution of the character which has kept 
pace with the progress of the Jewish race in 
modern civilization—partticularly in Anglo- 
Saxon civilization.. The Shylock of Burbage, 
we may infer, was as despicable as the author 
and actor could make it, at least on the surface. 
This was not on to suit the prejudices 
of the times, an ogget made the part a 
caricature. Then came Macklin in the middle 
of the eighteenth century, restoring the for- 
bidding individualism of the character. Ed- 
mund Kean‘followed in the beginning of the 
nineteenth century by emphasizing for the 
first time the typical significance; and at the 
end of the nineteenth century Henry Irving 
makes Shylock not a clown, not evena villain, 
but a figure of Arabian dignity—the repre- 
sentative of a noble but long-oppressed na- 
tion, an instrument of vengeance in the hands 
of an offended God. And the last is the true 
Shylock which comes to us at the close of the 
nineteenth century—not the Shylock that 
would be accepted. in any Jew-hating nation 
of the continent, but the Shylock which is ac- 
cepted by the England of Shakspeare and by 
the England of Disraeli. It is also accepted, 
one is happy to say, in the United States. 
In Germany (one may say in parenthesis) the 
tragedians still make Shylock speak a Jewish 
di t; but such a thing is impossible in any 
English-speaking country, for all educated 
citizens speak . equally well the common 
language. i 

Shakspeare’s Creation. 


But is the sublimated Shylock the Shylock 
of Shakspeare? Not his conscious creation, 
for he took the color of the prejudices of his 
age; but he was also a world poet, and the 
Shylock which it has taken nearly 
three centuries of development to reveal 
to the world was his subconscious creation.

Playgoers Should Be Sympathetic. 


This is logical except ip certain minor mat- 
ters like that of Leah’s ring in which one can- 
not agree with Mr. Booth. But in the 
main the argument gives gvod reasons 
why Shylock shouldbe interpreted as Shaks- 
peare intended it to be done in his own time, 
A playgoer should be broad enough in his 
svinpathies to appreciate a Shylock whether 
it be radical or conservative. (ne pities the 
taste that cannot appreciate both styles. Of 
course every one is entitled to a prefer- 
ence, and one should not hesitate to 
express it, Edwin Booth expressed in 
his Shylock the judgment of the eight- 
eenth century on the Jewish race; 
Henry Irving in his has expressed the judg- 
ment of the nineteenth century. And one 
heartily concurs in all matters of art with the 
sentiment of Queen Guinevere in ‘* The Idyls 
of the King’’» 

We needs must love the highest when we see it, 

Not Launcelot nor another. 

Many thousands. of Chicagoans saw the 
Irving Shylock during the month of October;

PLEA FOR FARCE COMEDY, 


It Has Been Abused Heartily, but Still the 
Public Likes It. 

The *“*Bard*of Ayon”’ has been generally 
credited by historians and biographers with 
having a remarkable kuowledge of the techni- 
calities of the drama. Yet, were he to pass 
the Haymarket Theater this even:ng and see 
announced for presentation there a circo- 
comedy he would perhaps knit his brows in 
perplexity. 

Of farce comedy Mr. John Webster says: 

A circo-comedy is strictly and entirely a bee 
duction of the modern stage. It is also a produc- 
tion of the modern writer of farce, such as H. 
Grattan Donnelly is. Faree comedy has been 
abused in all mannerof means. Yet it seems 
to continue to thrive with remarkable vital- 
ity. Ithas been argued most wisely by certain 
cynics that he who encouraged or patronized 
such ajumble of utter nonsense as is contained 
in the average farce comedy was surely and 
ignominiously paving the way for *‘the deteriora- 
tion of the drama.’’ What foolish talk is such an 
argument! It might be set forth with as much 
logic and reason t should a man build the 
chimney of his house of chalk instead of stone 
he would thereby be doing much to undermine the 
foundation. Thehigh and worthy drama is the 
rock, insoluable and resolute, upon which the 
theater stands, and can no more be shaken or in- 
jured inte insignificance or contamination 
of decay through the medium or work- 
ings of an entertainment produced for 
laughing purposes than can a mighty 
oak from the wind of a tinker’s bellows. The 
American cynic has gone on for ten years abusi 
and discouraging farce comedy and bringing al 
sorts of favorable arguments to bear to prove his 
right and wisdom. Shakspearean advocates lrave 
held up their hands in horror and exclaimed: 
“ What is the stage cOming to?’’ They have even 
argued that people who patronize farce must be 
fools. They might as weil draw a parallel to this 
statement with as much seeming sense by saying 
that the people who read comic papers and laugh 
at the wit contained therein are idiots. They 
forget that Shakspeare would have, in all proba- 
bility, even enjoyed this self-same farce, for did 
he not say: 

Let me play the fool: 
With mirth and laughter let old wrinkles come, 
And let my liver rather heat with wine 
Than my heart cool with mortifying groans. 

If the Shaksperean drama has a mission, so has 
the farce comedy. Ifthe Shaksperean drama is 
to interest, amiuse, and educate, the farce come- 
dy is;jto make people laugn. Of course there are 
farce comedies and farce comedies, the same as 
there are actors who play Hamlet and others 
who play atit. There are many actors at pres- 
ent upon the English-speaking stage attempting 
the serious who would appear with more becom- 
ingness in farce, for little is expected in the way 
of histrionic ability in a play constructed simply 
for the purpose of amusing and provoking laugh- 
ter, ifthe interpreter of the rdle be a graceful 
figure, aclever dancer, and a good singer. But 
when an actor or actress presumes to improve the 
intellectual condition and mental capacity 
of those who sit on the other side of 
the footlights they shonld be at least 
the intellectual equals and artistic superiors of 
their pupils. This is but seldom the case. In 
fact there was a time when the wise and gentle 
Charles Lamb publicly proclaimed that the actor

Mr. W. H. Crane recently declared “ it had 
come and to stay’? most emphatically; that 
it was ** the long-looked-for American drama, 
both as to influence for good on society and 
as a capital investment for managers. The 
road in most instances to men’s hearts lies 
by way of the pocketbook, but in this case 
the road to managers’ porketbooks lies 
through the heart, for the play that touches 
deepest here,” said ‘* Brother John,” striking 
his broad chest, “is the play that runs the 
box receipts highest.” 

‘‘ You believe in the ministry of humor 
then ?’’ 

‘‘ Certainly; people don’t want to pay to 
havé their feelings harrowed by distressing 
scenes after a hard day’s struggle in the in- 
éevitable daily conflicts of modern life.

What the French and Germans Cannot Get 
Their Tongues Round.

And now hear Hudson: 

Shylock is a true representative of his nation; 
wherein we have a pride which for ages never 
ceased to provoke hostility. but which no hos- 
tility could ever subdue; a thrift which still in- 
vited rapacity, but which no rapacity could ever 
exhaust: and a weakness which while it ex- 
pressed the subjects to wrong only deepened 
their late becganse it kept them without the 
means or the hope of redress. Thus Shylock is a 
type of setens’ soietngs. national sympathies, 
national antipathies. Hi 
insult and scorn to those about him; surrounded 
by enemies whom he is too proud to conciliate 
and too weak to oppose; he can have no life 
among them but money; no hold on them but in- 
terest; no feeling towards them but hate; 
no indemnity out of them but revenge. 
Such being the case what wonder that the ele- 
ments of national greatness became congealed 
and petrified into malignity? As avarice was the 
passion in which he mainiy livea the Christian 
virtues that thwarted this naturally seemed to 
him the greatest of wrongs. . . . With these 
national traits are interwoven personal traits 
equally strong. Thoroughly and intensely Jew- 
ca he is not more a Jew than he is Shylock. In 
his hard, icy intellectuality and his dry, mummy- 
like tenacity of purpose, with adash now and 
then of biting, sarcastic humor, we see the re- 
mains of a great and noble nature, out of which 
all the genial sap of humanity has been pressed 
by accumulated injuries. 

This luminous criticism reads asif it had 
been written after witnessing the Shylock of 
Henry Irving, but it is probable that the 
author, the Rev. H. N. Hudson, never saw the 
play of **The Merchant of Venice” repre- 


sented on the stage. 
Booth and Irving Contrasted. 


This generation saw another great Shylock 
besides the one which Macready shadowed 
forth, and to which Henry Irving is now giv- 
substance and immortality. One refers to 
the conservative Shylock of Edwin Booth. 
It preserved all the great qualities of the Shy- 
locks of the pust, but it took no marked at- 
tribute from the nineteenth century. Booth’s 
Shylock and that of Irving were opposed to 
each other like the face and the obverse of a 
coin—the inscriptions were different, but they 
were on the same gold ofart. On the Booth 
inscription was the date 1814; on the Irving 
side was 1893. Booth’s Shylock was like 
Edmund Kean’s in typifying vengeance and 
going no further ;.it was therefore an advance 
on Mackiin’s, which was purely indi- 
vidual. Booth’s great pomt was, like 
Edmund Kean’s. in the Tubal speech. Never 
again will one feel the thrill of emotion like 
that when Booth came down the stage, totter- 
ing to the footlights,+his hands flung above 
his head, as he cried, on hearing of Antonio’s 
losses: ** 1 thank God! I thank God.”’ Henry 
Irving does not, in this scene, attempt to stir 
the emotions; nervous intensity he substi- 
tutes, and this he portrays vividly. Artistic- 
ally speaking, is Shylock is shaded 
like an’ exquisite etching, while Booth’s 
was a dark oil inting subdued” by time, 
In justice to Edwin Booth let him speak for 
himself in regard to his conservative concep- 
tion of Shylock. He wrote to Mr, Horace 
Howard Furness, editor of the Variorum 
Shakspeare, as follows: 

I once tried to view Shylock ‘in that light [that 
of the Avenger, etc., according to Macready and 
Irving], but he doesn’t cast a shadow sufficiently 
strong to contrast with the sunshine of the

A “circo-comedy,”’ which 
the farce at the Haymarket is announced to be, is 
rather a new one. By a circo-comedy the designer 
of the posters undoubtedly wished to imply the 
fact that several of the scenes and incidents in the 
play, “A Night at the Circus,” has to do with the 
circus and characters familiar ‘to the sawdust 
arena, These characters are introduced in: the 
final act, where the interior of the dressing tent 
of a circés is shown.

New Building Material. 

The new kind of building material some time 
since annuunced as a proposed substitute for or- 
dinary stone or brick is now receiving special in- 
dorsement on account of its freedom, under 
various and repeated tests, from the usual 
liability to crack or fracture. To insure 
this property, with the other essential 
adaptations, silicic acid is used, powdered and 
cleansed from all impurities; 5 to 10 per cent of 
this is mixed in warm river or rain water, and 
this os RepeteS Se slaked or well-burnt lime, or 
added to ydraulic lime, the resulting product 
being mixed with sand and small portions of 
fluorspar. This mixture is cast into molds in 
various shapes as may be. desired, and, after re- 
moval, the castings are left to dry from twelve 
to twenty-four hours, which brings them 

» @ condition as dry as atmospheric 
air; im this state they are brought into a 
steam iler and steam blown through 80 as to 
drive out all air, after which the boiler is her- 
metically sealed up and steam let in under a 
pressure of ten atmospheres. In this high-pres- 


sure steam bath the stones remain for forty-eight

Buffalo Express; ‘ Speaking of the foundering 
of the Dean Richmond,” remarked _the_ mariner,

* What do you mean by the trough of the sea?”

length on the crest of a wave or in the hollow of 
two. waves instead of having her length split up 


and over two or more waves. This in itself 
might not make so much difference if the seas 
taken broadside bore equally on all sides of the 
vessel, but the fact is that they are not so dis- 
tributed. Part of the sea is likely to hit the 
stern and not take effect on the forward end at 
the same moment, so that the boat receives a 
severe wrench in responding to the action of the 
water.

THE eucsiion if Bacon was +e author of 
the plays usually ascribed to Shakspeare has 
been agitated at considerable length in one 
of the magazines. The discussion is closed in 
the issue for this month, as if nothing more 
could be said on the subject. But just at the 
moment the plague is supposed to have died 
out by exhaustion it breaks out in a new spot. 
A gentleman in Detroit is reported to have 
started with ** Love’s Labor Lost”’ and gone 
through the whole of the plays in most 
methodical fashion, with the result of proving 
to his own satisfaction that the plays were 
written by Bacon. He has constructed a 


’ cipher scheme which reads out the most as- 


tonishing statements, one of wnich is that 
Bacon was an illegitimate son of Elizabeth, 
The cryptogram is dead. Long live the 
cryptogram. 


Ir is stated that the haymarket monument 
has been left uncared-for so long that it is in 
a dirty, disreputable condition. Rubbish of 
all kinds has been allowed to accumulate near 
it. As the people of this city have just voted 
that the policemen were in the right and the 
Anarchistg in the wrong, and that the bravery 
displayed by the officers is worthy of recogni- 
tion, it would be a good idea to pay a little 
attention to the monument ereeted to them. 
If Gary had been defeated and Altgeld and 
his Anarchists had been successful it would 
have been proper to pull down the haymarket 
statue and put up one representing a typiea! 
Anarchist. As the people voted the other 
way the monument should be cared for. 
Supt. Brennan says there is no special fund 
which can be used for that purpose. Lf the 
attention of the Council is called to the mat- 
ter it will provide the money. 


Mr. GLapsTone is as magnanimous as he is 
high-minded and patriotic. By the death of 
Prof. Jowett, Master of Baliol College, Ux- 
ford, an important piece of scholastic patron- 
age fell to his share. Hehad the naming of 
Prof. Jowett’s successor and has selected the 
best man, Prof. Ingram Bywater, who has the 
reputation of being the greatest Greek scholar 
livmg. He’ has made the appointment not- 
withstanding that Prof. Bywater frequently 
has criticised his writings on Greek subjects in 
a rather acrid manner. Had Mr. Gladstone 
been small minded enough to cherish resent- 
ments on account of Prof. Bywuter’s scoring 
of his ** Homeric Studies,” he easily could 
have passed him over and selected some more 
friendly candidate. But the Grand Old Man 
is above littleness. He does not cherish small 
resentments. How different it would have 
been in the case of oars or _Beaconstield. 


CAUSES oF DEMOCRATIC DEFEAT. 

The Democratic politicians and editors are 
trying to explain the cause of their recent 
sweeping, crushing defeat. and they are as- 
signing all kinds of inadequate reasons, while 
carefuliy ignoring and avoiding the actual 
ones, which are plain enough to anyone who 
does not shut his eyes to them deliberately. 

First—Fully half a million of Republicans 
who supported Harrison for President in 
1888, being opposed to his reéleetion for vari- 
ous reasons, voted for Cleveland and the Dem. 
ocratic ticket in 1892. The great bulk of 
these men returned to their party this fall and 
supported the Republican tickets in New York, 
Massachusetts, Ohio, lowa, New Jersey, and 
other States. ; 

Second—They voted for Cleveland and the 
Democrats in 1892 for the sake of change, 
and finding less change in their pockets in 
1893 cancluded to reverse the lever and re- 
turn to their own ‘political church. Nearly 
every one of them brought a Democratic con- 
vert along witlthim. The returnof. the stray 
sheep is sufficient to account for Republican 
successin all the States except New Jersey. 
That the victories won. were so unexpectedly 
great was due to dissatisfied Democratic votes. 

Third—A widespread opinion pervaded busi- 
ness circles that if the Republicans had re- 
mained in power President Harrison instead of 
’ calling an extra session of Congress to repeal 
the purchase ciauses of the Sherman act would 
have sold bonds under the power he had, and 
filled up the Treasury with gold. That would 
have prevented the panic, or stopped it if it 
had started. An ounceof prevention is worth 
a pound of cure. But Democratic statesmen 
were not equal to the necessities of the occa- 
sion, and let the panic spread like the cholera, 
all over the land. 

Fourth—When Congress convened in extra 
session the Democratic party could agree on 
no policy for dealing with the panic, but was 
hopelessly divided. The great dominant 
Southern wing opposed their President’s rec- 
ommendation and fiercely foughtit. On the 
contrary, they insisted on changing the money 
standard of the country to silver dollars ona 
ratio to gold that made them worth but half 
dollars. They fought and filibustered for 
months against the repeal bill, preventing a 
vote being taken upon it. They encouraged 
the Populist cranks and the free silver frauds 
to talk against time for months. They es- 
tablished minority rule and trampled on the 
righis of the majority by sheltering their 
silver behind wornout, ridiculous, asinine 
rules. Thus the summer passed away and 
half the autumn. Meanwhile the industries 
of the country languiehed, business was de- 
pressed and crippled, the prices of the 
farmers’ products continued to decline, 
and tens of thousands of laboring men 
were thrown out of work by the closing 
of mills and factories and the cessation of 
building all over the United States. The peo- 
ple became impatient and disgusted with the 
divided, clashing, impotent Democrats in 
Congress, who, incapable of domg any good 
themselves, refused to let the Republican 
minority steer the ship. Instead of doing that 
the Democrats began proposing a series of 
injurious and destructive measures, such as a 
restoration of wildcat State bank issues, an 
income tax to be levied on the North, a repeal 
of all laws for the protection of Federai elec- 
tions-in. order to. promote ballot-box stuffing 
in New York and other large cities, and finally 
they began preparing a bill to cut the heart

out of protection and inaugurate free trade 
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‘flocked to the polls lest Tuesday to

want of contidence in the Democratic adm 
istration as manifested by the same id Met 
party in Congress. Disgust, dissatisfaction, 
and alarm on the part of the voters caused the 
crushing overthrow of the Democratic party 
in all the Northern States where general elec- 
tions were held. Had an election for Presi-

sale of diplomatic offices belly 
civil service principles angered the mug- 
wumps, and the harsh treatment of some pen- 
sioners offended a good many old soldiers. 
But the great and decisive cause of the over- 
whelming rout of the Democrats must be at- 
tributed to.the hard times which could have 
been prevented by wise fiscal action, to the 
fear of injurious tinkering with the tariff, to a 
dread of the restoration of wildcat State bank- 
notes, an apprehension that the parity of the 
currency might not be maintained, and a 
general lack of confidence in the statesman- 
ship of Democratic politicians in power. 


REMOVE THE BIG BUILDING TO THE 
FRONT 


Whatever may be the sentiment of the peo- 
ple of Chicago as to the disposition of the 
other big buildings at Jackson Park, there 
can be no question that an overwhelming 
majority of them want the Manufactures 
Building removed to the Lake-Frent and set 
up again in such a manner asto adapt it to 
municipal and popular uses. Upon this point 
there is no doubt. In all the discussion that 
has taken place scarcely a dissenting voice 
has been heard. All classes of citizens, and 
none more vigorously than the working peo- 
ple, have appealed to the directors and are 
now appealing to the Council, which has the 
final decision, to save the great building and 
remove it to the Lake-Front, 

At the meeting of the directors Friday a 
resolution was passed calling for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five to confer with 
the City Council committee and devise some 
plaa for the removal of the building and for 
placing it on the Lake-Front as a permanent 
structure, to be turned over to and controlled 
by the city authorities, “‘ the cost of such 
work to be taken by the city in lieu of its 
share of any moneys in the hands of the Ex- 
position which would be payable to the city 
under the constitutional amendment afore- 
said.”” The committee was appointed, and 
will confer with the Couneil committee imme, 
diately. They should have no difficulty in 
formulating a plan at once, and the Council, 
it cannot be questioned, will aceept it, as it is 
the desire of the peovle it should dose. The 
World’s Fair authorities are ready to turn 
over the building, and thé raising of the 
money involves no difficulties. On a fair and 
liberal construction of the law thereis no 
doubt but the Council may devote or exchange 
the dividend of the city’s Exposition stock fox 
the building wheu placed on the Lake-Front. 

Such a building as this on the Lake-Front 
will be of almost inestimable value to Chi- 
cago for a hundred years to come. The 
French were wise and far-seeing enough to 
keep their great Exposition building of 1867 
on their most prominent avenue for public 
uses. The city’s stock dividend cannot be 
expended in any other way for so useful a 
purpose, and it will be a mistake ever to be 
regretted if the money is not devoted to re- 
placing that magnificent structure on the idle 
Lake-Front ground adjacent to the Art Insti- 
ute. If it stood there now the people would 
not allow it to be removed for five times 
the expense of its transfer to that admir- 
ble and central lecation. The city always 


will need just such a building and now is the 


time to getit at the minimum of trouble, 
It would be almost crim- 
inal to ‘neglect the opportunity. Therefore 
there should be no hesitation on the part of 
the Council committee in making a favorabie 
report and onthe partof the Council in 
adopting it. The scheme is perfectly feasible 
from every point of view. The great vaiue of 
the building te the eity and: tothe people is 
conceded on all hands and the people want it: 
The last named consideration should settle 
the question atonce and should induce the 
Council to take the building without any de- 
lay. 


THE SOCIAL OPPORTUNITY. 

The gay season is upon us and the card of 
invitation is abroad in theland. Assuming 
that society in Chicago will not differ greatly 
the coming season from the seasons preced- 
ing, the present moment is a favorable one to 
inquire whether Chicago’s supremacy is as 
marked in social matters as in many other 
directions. “Society,” although not a tixed 
and arbitrary prganization like an academy, 
is yet a factor whose importance can hardly 
be overestimated in the life of a great city. 
Without a fine and gracious expression ef its 
social side no city can be said to have exhib- 
ited the choicest fruits of civilization. 

Emerson has said, ** The one event Which 
which never loses its romance is the en- 
counter with superior persons on terms al- 
lowing the happiest intereourse.”’ Not to 
lay too much stress on the requirement to be 
‘*superior persons,” does modern society fur- 
nish the ‘‘terms allowing the happiest inter- 
course’’? Are our present methods of order- 
ing social life the best possible? Is that fimest 
of all fine arts, the art of conversation, fos- 
tered by present conditions? 

Almost the first thing to be noted is the 
growing tendency of social observances to- 
ward a separation of the sexes, and toward 
a division between the old and the young. 
Women have their luncheons and receptions 
to which no men. are bidden, .men have 
their club dinners and ecard parties to 
which no womep are bidden, young per- 
sons have their frolics of various kinds 
without the presence of their elders, 


and exclusiveness as to “sets’’ prevails in, 


each division. Now society in its best sense 
cannot exist when comprised exclusively of 
women, because the chat of women when 
with each other alone does not reach the dig-| 
nity of conversation; nor when composed ex- 


clusively of men, because their talk does not | 


reach the art of conversa 
posed exclusively of 


mere amusement 
ject. 


; nor when com- 
persons, because > 
becomes the sole ob- | 


is a chance for her to exercise her talents in a 
sphere where the most conservative and watch- 
ful have never denied her the privilege of re- 
volving unchecked. When we say that if con- 
versation is ever to be cultivated as a fine art 
it is women who’ must set the example and 
furnish the means and methed no one will 
deny the statement. Nearly every poet from 
Solomon down hase liked to sing of woman in 
her character as hostess—of her graceful wel- 
come , hut, wigwain, house, chateau, cas- 
tle, palace, as the case might be. But can any 
poet’s imagination kindle at the sight of a 
hostess ata modern reception, standing, as 
modern etiquette compels her to stand, at the 
parior door for four consecutive hours, shak- 
ing hands, uttering commonplaces, and per- 
ee et 
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For the reform 6f these conditions we can 
look only in one direchion—to woman, Here 
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the supper-room, partake of refreshments un- 
der gredter or less difficulties, and go horne. 
No bright conversation has been even at- 
tempted ; it would not be good form to stay 
long enough for that. Can any device be 
imagined for such an outlay of strength, la- 
bor, and money which would be less repaying 
both to entertainer and entertained? 

It does not need brilliant gifts to make a 
good hostess; indeed, these may prove al- 
most a hindrance, since she ought at any rate 
to sacrifice them for the time being in order 
not to outshine her guests. A quick eye, tact 
to bring out the diffident and to throw con- 
genial spirits together, and, most of all,a 
really kind heart make the perfect hostess. 
Nor does it demand great learning in a com- 
pany to evoke from ita bright and stimulat- 
ing conversation. The best conversation is 
fed more by life than by literature; so little 
‘is it a matter of study and books that the 
bookish man and student shine less than the 
traveler and man of the world. The true 
spirit to bring to itis the one deseribed by 
Dr. Holmes, who says that he docs not talk 
so much to tell what he thinks as to find out 
what he thinks, 

In these days when there are “clubs”’ and 
*t societies’’ organized for every purpose 
under the sun, why do we not sometimes 
meet to converse—or to learn to converse— 
and do away with the everlasting reading of 
“a paper’ which now prevails? Nearly 
every one can prepare more or less acceptably 
& paper onaset theme; a smaller number, 
but still many, can deliver themselves of cer- 
tain speeches afterward. interspersed with 
frequent repetitions of ‘‘ it seems to me,”’ but 
very few of us have the true conversation- 


al instinct, the art of saying the appropriate, 


thing and passing it on to the next, neither 
lapsing into an analytical monologue nor into 
the absolute silence which discloses our lack 
of wit or reflective powers. 

One great essential to the success of such 
an undertaking would be great care in the 
invitation list. Looking upom many of our 
social gatherings and asking ourselves the 
question, ‘* What is the chief object of socjal 
life?”’ but one answer seems possible, ‘ The 
payment of social debts.”” One might as well 
expect to see oil and water mix because they 
are placed in the same bowl as to expect any 
real conversation because of such mere jux- 
taposition of body. A bright woman once 
said, after being thrown for a whwole evening 
into contact of an uncongenial kind, “ Not 
only can I think of nothimg to say to her, but 
I can’t think what anybody ever does say to 
any one.”’ Conversation can flourish only be- 
tween those of some common sympathies and 
some flexibility of nature. 

Herein then lies the fine social opportunity 
for some woman or women te give a new zest 
to somewhat jaded somal forms. Let her 
gatherings include men and women, the 
young, the old, and the middle-aged. Let her 


seek to draw out the best from each. Let her | 


be watchful that the themes be not too 
heavy nor.two technical, nor, on the other 
hand, too trifling, and perhaps we may see 
again in the nineteenth century something 
akin to the salons which made the eighteenth 
eentury, socially speaking, the west brilliant 
in ve 

MR. STEAD’S “ DAILY PAPER.” 

The results of a prolonged interview with 
William T. Stead, editor of the Review of He- 
views, will be found in another column It 
covers a great deal of ground, from munici- 
pal and prison reform, through journalism, 
to ancient history, sacred and profane, and 
up (or down)te-eceultism, Mr, Stead pro- 
poses the est#Blishment of a city council of 
honest men, to have no official duties and ex- 
ercise no official powers, but “ to focus pub- 
lic opinion,” etc., ‘*so that there may be no 
doubt the will of the people is executed "’ by 
their official representatives. That has been 
tried in this city, with more or less of fidelity 
to his plan, by a@ Citizens’ Association, a Com- 
mercial club, a Sunset club, and some other 
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‘organizations, and the best that can be said 


for some of them is that ‘‘ nobody seemed a 
penny the worse’ for their deliberations. 

The distinguished editor finds much fault 
with the average American newspaper and 
the way in which it is conducted. It is too 
big, covers too many square inches as well as 
too much ground. He does not like its array 
of head lines in staring capitals, its mode of 
catering to the wishes of advertisers by talk- 
ing about them and their wares in the read- 
ing columns, nor the importance attached to 
the position of night editor, who often crowds 
out interesting news to make room for some 
that is far less important, but is younger than 
the first by a few hours or mihutes, as the 
case may be. Hethinks some of the news- 
paper proprietors would be much improved 
by having as much of the fear of God put be- 
fore their eyes as had the old medieval baron. 
When the robber had established himself 
as lord of a district he tried to 
develop into a_ civilized © ruler. As 
individuals some of the newspaper proprie- 
tors may be excellent persons. But when 
they have acquired wealth by the success of 
their newspapers they do not regard that as 
merely giving them a starting point from 
which they should be able to civilize, educate, 
and humanize the conditions of life among 
the people whose support has given them 
their wealth. “ They are but the fatted 
swine of civilization, and we all know that 
even by gilding the sties and endless swilling 
they will not make good pork sausage at “ 


| end of their days.” 


Of course all this is preliminary to a de- 
scription of the “ daily paper’’ to be conduct- 
ed by Editor Stead if his prospectuses are 
favorably responded to by a sufficient num- 
ber of persons willing to invest their cash with 
him in the new venture. Its pages will be 
small, so as not to be in the way of those next 
toa man reading it in a etreet car. Itis to 
leave out ali useless “ luinber” and constitute 
a general information bureau on the piun of 
“Tf you do not see anything you want ask 
for it.” Questioners are to be supplied with 
the best advice obtainable “for either love or 
money.”’ His paper is to be a confessional 
and to have its advertising columns edited 
with as much care as is devoted to the news 
columns. A high standard of advertising will 
be insisted on and irrelevant cuts and 
head lines excluded, with other objectionable 
matter the insertion of which entitles some 
papers to be burned by the common hang- 
man, “‘who should afterwards escort the 
editor and proprietor to the penitentiary.” 

A prominent teature is to be the serial story, 
containing a romance of the world’s history, 
which once begun should never end (having 
in that respect an advantage over the Chinese 
play). Living men and women are to be put 
into the story, but it will be under the dis 
guise of “doubles,” which should never be 
brought into the same chapter with the real 
person represented by him or her. When 
there is a dearth of interesting news for 
the” current time he will take up such 
stories as those of Xerxes and his 
crossing the Hellespont, taking care to 
state that all this occurred more than two 
thousand years ago. At other times he would 
| publish incidents in the life of Christ, but 
written from the standpoint of a reporter, not 
that of the preacher. He thinks this would 
produce some startling effects, but be pro- 
ductive ef much good on the who'e. Then he 
would take communications by “ automatic 
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handwriting’ of impressions received from 
people perhaps hundreds of miles away. His 
Sunday paper is to be printed two or three 
days ahead of date, and all the work on that 
and the daily is to be done by Women, 
wherever that is possible, Men are to be em- 
ployed only to do what women cannot per- 
form just as well. If he could he would not 
only have his paper written, composed, and 
ptinted by women, but they should drive the 
news carts that distribute the papers to the 
various agencies. But this roar against the 
male sex isas gentle as that by any sucking 
dove, since the next few lines contain the as- 
surance that Mr. Stead absolutely and entirely 
disapproves of any one-legged show. 

Mr. Stead says he has had experiences while 
in this city with healing mediums, clairvoy- 
ants, telepathists, and materializers. He 
thinks it would be a wise thing if the earnest, 
level-headed, scientific-minded | persons in 
Chicago would undertake to investigate this 
subject seriously, and kindly offers to give in- 
troductions to honest mediums, who will sit 
free of charge. Evidently his modesty does 
not stand in the way of philanthropy in this 
as in other particulars and he does not know 
that the topic has been investigated here dur- 
ing many years with vdrying results, some of 
them being ad nauseam. This is Mr. Stead’s 
idea ofa daily newspaper. If he can find 
persons sufficiently interested in it to supply 
the capital for this crazy quilt there will be 
no harm in his trying his extraordinary Uto- 
pian experiment. The indications at present, 
however, are that both Mr. Stead and his 
backers soon would find themselves where 
McGinty went, and that, ves ina remarkably 
short space of time. 
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SITE OF THE COLUMBIAN MUSEUM. 

The Columbian Museum fufd is growing 
apace. The total amount required in cash 
and World’s Fair stock is three anda half 
millions, and of this over ,»$1,900,000*bas 
been pledged, the last large subscription be- 
ing that of $100,000 by Mr. Higinbotham. 
As there is no doubt that all the inoney which 
will be needed will be obtained the question 
of the proper site for the museum is attract- 
ing considerable attention. 

When the project was first made public it 
was suggested that the Art Building at Jack- 
son Park, a beautiful structure which can be 
hed for nothing, which is more solidly con- 
structed than the other buildings and which it 
would not cost so much to adapt for per- 
manent use, be utilized for museum purposes, 
Ne one found any fault with the suggestion. 
Of late the current of public sentiment has 
set strongly in favor of a Lake-Front site. 
That is the expressed feeling of many of those 
who have taken an active part in the museum 
project. Most of the Exposition directors are 
of this opinion. 

The great objection to a\Jackson Park site 
is that it would be too remote. The museum 
is intended for the whole people. They will 
not be able to enjoy it if it is placed off in one 
corner of the city. Residents of the West and 
North Divisions will not have the time to 
spare and they will dislike thedouble car fare. 
No matter how much the city may grow to 
the south and west of Jackson Park the Lake. 
Pront will remain the easiest-reached point 
for the greatest number of people. One fare 
takes a person there from any part of Cni- 
eago. In the disagreeable winter months few 
would go td Jackson Park, but many would 
go to the Lake-Front. 

There are but two reasons why the museum 
should not be put on the Lake-Front. One is 
the vexatious nearness of the railroad tracks, 
with their whistling engines; and the other the 
smoke nuisance, which is so myeh less at 
Jackson Park. Neither of these po is 
a fatal one. Engines interfere Lake- 
Front congresses, but they would not disturb 
museum visitors, and in the course of time 
the Illinois Central tracks will be swung to 
the east, leaving rooms for a wide park space 
between them and any Lake-Front buildings. 
Smoke and soot are bad for a museum, 
though not so much so as for an art gallery. 
But the smoke nuisance will not last forever. 
The time will come when it will be abated. 
These reasons have httle weight when the re- 
markable accessibility of the Lake-Front is 
considered. 

Assuming that a site is selected there south 
of the Art Institute, the next question is as to 
the building. All are agreed that the Art 
Building so far as its exterior is concernéd 
must be perpetuated. The interior is not 
suited for museum purposes, and would have 
to be remodeled extensively at considerable 
cost. That is one objection to going to Jack- 
son Park. So that the only point to be set- 
tled would be whether it was cheaper to erect 
a totally new building from the original 
plans, or to take down the Art Building and 
remove the material, or all that was service- 
able, to the Lake-Front and use it there. It 
seems to be the impression that the latter 
would be the most expensive, and that it 
would be better to use new material through- 
out. 

How wonderfully Michigan avenue would 
be transformed if the Manufactures Building 
stretched its vast bulk from Randolph street 
to Monroe and the architectural beauties of 
the Art Building were reproduced to the south 
of it. Chicago would have then a thorough- 
fare which none other in the wofld could sur- 
pass, and which would serve as a perpetual 
reminiscence of the grand Exposition of 1893. 
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THE CHICAGO POSTOFFICE. 

The report of the First Assistant Post- 
master-General shows that during the last 
fiscal year the gross receipts of the New York 
Postoffice were $7,360,000. This city came 
next with $4,672,000, beinga little over 6 


per cent of the total revenues of the depart- ; 


came third with Y removing one of the World's Fair buildings 


ment, and Philadelphia 
$2,705,000. The percentage of increase of 
receipts over the preceding fiscal year was 
8.7 per cent in New York and 18.3 here, A 
part of this increase was due to the Exposi- 
tion, but most of it is to be accounted for by 
the steady, natural growth of the city. 

Yet while Chicago contributes so largely to 
the revenues of the department this office is a 
kind of a Cinderella. The Chicago Postmaster 
has to do his work with a proportionately 
smaller force than any of his colleagues in 
other large cities and his men labor under 
disadvantages, owing to the building 
which they work, which are unknown else- 
where, It has always been impossible to get 
proper recognition for the Chicago office at 
Washington. The departmental officers saw 
that it was furnishing them with a constantly 
increasing amount of surplus revenue and they 
disliked apparently to use any of it to provide 
this office with more clerks and carriers. Chi- 
cago Representatives have labored with the 
department to get increased allowances, but 
always in vain. 

Hitherto a lump appropriation has been 
made for clerk hire in the large offices and 
the department has divided it up to suit itself, 
Chicago has suffered thereby. It is suggested 
now by the Pirst Assistant that specific appro- 
priations be made by Congress for the clerks 
in each of the five larger offices. The Chicago 
members shoufd use their influence to have 
this recommendation adopted. Then they can 
make a successful fight in the House to se- 
cure a sufficient appropriation for this office. 
They can work to more avail there than when 
they have to plead with the officers of the de- 
partment. 

This city needs a new Postoffice Building 
and the local representatives are doing the 


‘party. They have a controlling influence in 
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best they can to get one. There is.need also 
of a larger appropriation to run the office. 
The service could be improved greatly were 
thére more money. The number of carriers 
and of deliveries could be increased. The de- 
livery of city letters, which is frightfully slow 
now, could be expedited. The Chicago Con- 
gressmen have no World’s Fair on their hands 
this year and they can concentrate themselves 
on the Postoffice. oe 


THE ACTING MAYOR BEGINS WELL. 

Acting Mayor Swif begun well. He 
has sent for the heads of departments and 
bureaus, instructed them to present him a 
statement as to the financial status of the 
various branches of the municipal govern- 
ment under their respective jurisdictions and 
counseled them to attend strictly to their du- 
ties and to let politics severely alone, It re- 
mains to be seen whether the new Mayor's in- 
structions will be obeyed. There are rumors 
that some of the bureau chiefs already have 
incurred liabilities in excess of the appropria- 
tions; that in other cases the appropriations 
nearly are exhausted, though there are seven 
weeks of the fiscal year yet to provide for. 
The public ought to know the facts. It has 
been also charged that the pay-rolls have 
been stuffed ; that large numbers of men have 
been employed merely for electioneering pur 
poses. Those charges also ought to be fully 
investigated. As to Mr. Swift's counsel to the 
employég not to interfere in politics, it does 
not seem that this is going to, be acted upon. 
Some of the. bureau chiefs hang around the 
Democratic headquarters the greater part of 
the afternoon. 
meeting of the Democratic committee Friday.

But whether 
the Queen be restored with or without blood- 
shed the islands are likely to be rent asunder 
under the present circumstances, and anarchy 
must take the place of law and order, For 
this also the ad:ministration at Washington 
will be held responsible.

| Brewers Combine to Control the Disposal 


of Saloon Corners=Experience of 4 
Wealthy Property Owner with One of 
the Brewing Companies=Leases of Down 
Town Business Property—Reported 
Purchage of.a Fifth Avenue Leasehold 
—Pians ‘for New Buildings. 

Owniers’of Sdldon corners in the down-town 
district are somewhat exercised over what 
geems to beasecret agreement among the 
leading brewers regarding the disposal of 

. Anuimber of schemes have been 
devised by the brewers to control the business 
of certain locations. The saloon-men are 
coming more and more into the control of the 
brewers and any change of supply on the part 
of a saloon-man has been discouraged. Such 
tactics have contributed in no small way to 
the success of the trust which exists in various 
The most sweep- 
ing move in this direction was the decision 
made by the two English brewery corporations, 
the Chicago Brewing and Malting company 
and the Milwaukee and Chicago breweries, to 
organize two auxiliary corporations to ac- 
quire saloon properties. These two corpora- 
tions have bouglit up and absolutely control 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property algng second-rate business streets 


and in manufacturing districts in all parts of 


the city. In these saloons the source of sup- 
ply is fixed absolutely and the saloon man is 
practically an employé of the brewery cor- 
porations, although he may appear asa lessee. 
He has no cboice as to the brewery frum which 
he purchases his stock and there is 
no field for competition. The opera- 
tions of these two auxiliary corporations 
has been confined to the district just outside 
the business center of the city. It has not 
been considered practicable to attempt the 
purchase of property in fee or leasehold in 
the down-town section. 

It would appear that another method has 
been devised for controlling the business of 
down-town corners. A wealthy non-resident

LOCAL MARKET IMPROVING. 


A Cheerful View Taken of the Real Estate 
Situation, : 


The real estate market in Chicago has had a 
genuine surprise during the last week. Many 
brokers report an inquiry for real estate such 
as they have not had for two or three years. 
It is for all classes of property, and includes 
residences at all figures from $5,000 up to 
$50,000 and for central business property. 
The opening of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad has revived the demand 
as well as increased the prices for property 
in that section of the city through which it 
passes, and much money will doubtless be 
made in that property in the next few years. 
The same can be said in regard to property in 
the vicinity of the’ Metropolitan Elevated. 
Both localities will henceforth show great 
activity in building. Some sales are being 
made, while several large ones are on the eve 
of closing. It may be interesting to note that 
one of the most prominent brokers in the city 
had a $500,000 transaction fall, through re- 
cently, while another house has thus far just 
missed closing up a $300,000 purchase. In 
both instances it is possible that negotiations 
will be resumed. 

Reports of improvement are by no means 
confined to the broker and trader classes, and 
as the change in sentiment is quite as marked 
among thoughtful business-men, who look on 
the market from the outside, it really means 
something. It must be admitted that the rea- 
sons for this change are mainly of a general 
character and therefore not the most satisfac- 
tory. The one great reason for hopefulness is 
the old one, that Chicago is growing and that 
it will not take long forthe city to increase 
enough to take up any vacant buildings there 
may be.—Economist, 


FIFTH AVENUE CHANGES. 


An Old Style Corner Building to Be Re- 
modeled and Improved, 

Plans have been made for remodeling the 
Chicago Times Building to bring it upto 
the requirements of a modern office building. 
The owners, who are the Blodgetts of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., have had two plang in mind, 
one involving the expenditure ot $14,000 
and the other of about $50,000, A building 
permit is in force providing for a high office 
structure, but no radical changes in the im- 
provements of the cerner will be made. It is 
reported the Times proprietors have practically 
closed the purchase of the building and lease- 
hold at No. 119 Fifth avenue, This 
property consists of 25x81 feet of 
land with the building at the 
corner of Calhoun place. The property was 
bought two and a half years ago by H. Her- 
mann. who paid $20,000 for it, and expended 
$15,000 in repairs. The ground rent is now 
$1.800, but in May, 1895, will be raised to 
$2,200. and in 1900 to $2,600, the lease ex- 
piring in 1905, having originally been made 
for thirty years, eighteen of which have ex- 
pired. It is understood that an arrangement 
can be made under which a straight rental of 
$2,300 will be fixed for the remainder of the 
period: At the expiration of the leuse the

at an appraised value. 
A NOVEL BUILDING SCHEME.

Around the club-house will be a lawn 
with numerous tennis courts and croquet 
grounds. Each residence will be ornament- 
ally finished in the rear as well as on the sides 
and front so that as viewed from any point a 
fine effect will be given. The estimated vost 
of the buildings is placed at $300,000. 
Those interested and who will occupy the 
residencegare friends. . Each will own his 
home separately and the club-house will 
be supported jointly. In the club-house are 
apartments suitable for giving parties and re- 
ceptions as wellas rooms for the holding of 
the men’s club and the women’s club: Many 
of the men interested are business-men who 
are out of town considerably and who aim in 
this way to give entertainment for their fam- 
ilies.— Real Estate and Building Journal.

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ACTIVITY. 


BUSINESS SENTIMENT IS OHANGING 
AND OAPITAL SEEKS INVESTMENT. 


Bankers Find Increasing Demand for 
Money and a Disposition to Resume In- 
dustrial OperationseGeneral Reaction 
in the Local Stock Market~Elevated 
Railroads Fall Sharply=—Street Railways 
Also DeclineeNew York Bank State- 
ment Shows Further Increase of Idle 
Money. 

“In business circles there has been 4@ 
marked change in sentiment recently,”’ said 
the President of one of the largest banks yes- 
terday. ‘ It is not a great while back that we 
found every one figuring to see how little 
business they could do. The effort was en- 
tirély on the side of contracting operations 
and getting along with just as little expend- 
iture and with just as little borrowed money 
as was possible. That is no longer the demi- 
nating sentiment. People are now looking in 
quite the opposite direction. ‘They are look- 
ing to see how much business they can do. 
Of course they are extremely conservative 
yet. There is no plunging, but we 
find everywhere preparations for com- 
ing activity. Every industry that 
new resumes operations immediately sets 
every one else in that particular line to think- 
ing if they, too, must not resume. The man- 
ufacturers all have on their side the fact that 
there has been no overproduction and that 
there will soon be, if there is not already, an 
actual necessity fora further output of manu- 
factured products. The tide has turned in the 
right direction ; the movement from now on will 
be toward activity. It will gather force with 
time and will soon be pronounced enough so there 
will be no question about the indication.” | 

A good many other bankers are finding satis- 
fd@tory improvement in the demand for loans 
and indication in that demand of decided im- 
provement in the prospect for industrial activity. 
It is true that the demand here is still well be- 
low the tendency of funds to accumulate, but the 
situation on the whole certainly shows decided 
improvement. It seems almost inevitable that 
we must have lower rates for money. W hen a 
bank shows $10,000,000 of cash means against 
$14,000,000 of deposits it means that the ac- 
cumulation has gone about as far as it can com- 
fortably and that there must sooner or. later be 
efforts to get this money into circulation and get 
some return on it. i. 

The excellent demand for investment securities 
that is found at bank counters and among dealers 
making a specialty of counter trade is one of the 
most satisfactory features. Of course the sale of 
such securities to the actual investors simply un- 
ties so much more cash and does not consume it and 
it really adds to the amount of money pressing for 
profitable employment. 

Atthe stock market yesterday there was a pro- 
nounced reaction all along the line. It started in 
with the elevated stocks. Alley elevated dropped to 
the lowest point it has ever touched on the ex- 
change, a sale being made at 38X% for the account. It 
reacted again to 40. Lake street was decidedly 
active, transactions exceeding those of West Side 
even. The stock opened at 26, against closing quo- 
tations of 26% Friday) Quotations went down pretty 
rapidly until 24 was stpuck. There was considerabie 
stock sold at that price. The last sale was at 24%. 

West Side stock was also heavy. It appeared to pe 
the purpose of the cliqueo let the market down and 
shake off tailers.

HOW SHE MADE THE MONEY FLY. 


A Greek Princess Who Rapidly Ran 
Through a Fortune of $25,000,000, 

The Princess Ypsilanti, who died in Vienna 
a few days ago, belonged to one of the oldest 
families in Austria, und was born in Vienna 
March 12, 1845. Her father was the late 
Baron Sina von Hodos and Kizdia, and her 
mother a member of the famous Roumanian 
family of Ghika. Baron Sina was the 
son of George Sina, the wealthiest banker in 
‘Vienna. Baron Sina received on his father’s 
death 90,000,000 florins,or $45,000,000, says 
the Philadelphia Telegraph. This immense sum 
was divided on the death of Baron Sina. be- 
tween his three daughters, each receiving 
nearly $15,000,000. One of the daughters 
married George Mavrocordato, a member of 
one of the noblest. families of Greece. The 
second married the spendthrift, Duc de Cas- 
tries, a relative of the late Marshal MacMa- 
hon of France. 

The third daughter, Helene, Nov. 28. 1862, 
when she was about 17 years old, married 
Prince Gregory Y psilanti,a native of Espirus, 
and a son of Demetrius Ypsilanti, whose 
valorous deeds during the Greek:revolution 
made the name of Ypsilanti famous through- 
out the world. During the siege of the City 
of Nauplia Demetrius, with a smail body of 
Greeks, one night sallied forth and attacked 
the enemy, creating such terror among the 
Turks that they raised the siege the next day. 

Prince Gregory Ypsilanti was the Greek 
Envoy in Vienna for many years. He was a 
man of independent means aside from the 
great fortune brougnt to him by his wife, and 
served his country for honor alone, refusing 
all compensation for his duties as its diplo- 
matic representative in Austria. 

Prince Gregory Ypsiianti died in Paris Feb. 
20, 1886, and was succeeded as head of his 
family by his eldest son, Prince Emmanuel, 
who is nowa lad of 16. Three weeks after 
his death the bankruptcy of the Princess was 
announced to the amazement of the aristo- 
cratic circles of Vienna and Athens, Prince 
Gregory had been a man of appareatty quiet 
and retiring disposition, but he and his wife 
had managed to get rid of $25,000,000 in 
ten years, and the widowed Princess found 
herself $4,000,000 in debt. 


CHARGE OF 100 CENTS PER HUG. 


How Enterprising Iowa Girls Helped the 
Church and Matrimony. 

Seattle Telegraph: Down in an lowa town, 
not so very far below the Minnesota line, there 
is a progressive little church. Some time ago 
it was found necessary to raise a certain 
amount for a certain purpose. The young la- 
dies of the church took the matter in hand, 
and after going over the many ways which had 
been tried in times past to raise money, de- 
cided upon a new plan. 

They decided to let the young men of the 
town, who felt like doing something in the in- 
terest of the church, bold their hands fora 
certain length of time for a given sum—50 
cents for holding a girl’s hand twenty-five 
ininutes seems to have been about the aver- 
age. Itissaid that the plan work to a 
charm, and that the coffers of the church 
swelled ‘perceptibly after the hand-holding 
social was over.

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WHEAT ADVIOES DISCOURAGING TO 
HOLDERS AND PRICES LOWER. 


Northwestern Points Get Nearly 1,000 
Cars=Domestic Stocks Increased Large- 
ly During the Week=—Cables Depress- 
ing and Wheat Longs Let GoeWeak- 
ness in Corn Results in Nearly a Cent 
Decline = Shippers Afford Some Sup- 
porte?rovisions Decidedly Heavy. 


The weakness in the wheat market was 
much more pronounced yesterday than was 
the strength of the day before, and under 
heavy selling on the part of nearly all classes 
of operators the price sagged almost steadily, 
closing at the bottom and showing 1 °¢c net loss. 
The influences were, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, depressing, and a lot of long wheat was 
thrown which had been taken the day before. 
The morning found many operators loaded 
with this property and it was soon determined 
that the news was of such a character that 
only weakness could be expected. Instead of 
continuing to show a falling off in receipts 
Duluth and Minneapolis came to the front 
with 972 cars, or 45 per cent more 
than on the corresponding day a year 
ago, Whatever may be the truth about the 
decreased farmers’ deliveries certainly they 
were not feltin the movement at terminals, 
The two points named reported an increase in 
stocks for the week of 2,100,000 bu, and it 
was a foregone conclusion that the visible sup- 
ply to be made known tomorrow will show a 
large increase. The weekly clearances were 
small, but this was expected. The cables offered 
no encouragement, averaging Tractionally lower 
and the clearances for the day were but £10,000 
bu wheat and flour, mostly the latter. Outside 
markets were all lower, with the Northwest espe- 
cially weak, and finally a little rainfall was re- 
ported in the winter wheat belt. The estimated 
receipts forthe Northwest Monday were large, 
and this was the last blow, the longs sell- 
ing eagerly and accelerating the decline 
which carried December to 61%c after open- 
ing le higher. May closed at 68%@68%c after 
early trading as high as 69% @69%c. Commission 
houses were full of selling orders, many of them 
to stop loss. Kennett-Hopkins. Logan, Brosseau, 
Boyden, Parker, Lester, and McPherran-Jackson 
all sold freely and there was fair covering of 
short lines on the decline: Receipts at primary 
points were 895,365 bu and shipments 498,431 
bu. Thecash market was dull. Sales in store 
and to go there were at 62c for No. 2 red winter, 
56@56%ec for No.3 do; and 60@62c for No. 3 
spring. Free-on-board sales were at 57@59c for 
No, 3 hard, 61@62'¢c for No. 3 spring, and 61% c 
for No. 2 do. 

Corn showed a continuation of the weakness 
developed the night before on the receipt of the 
government crop report. According to the fig- 
ures generally accepted the crop is possibly 20,000,- 
v00 bu larger than that of 1802. This estimate, how- 
ever, does not take into consideraiion the no méan 
quantity ted to live stock during the late summer 
and early autumn because of existing drought and 
scant pasturage. The bears used the report as a 
——— and opened the market isc lower, with May 
at 42%c,and eventually worked it down to 41\e, 
where it closed, showing ke netshrinkage. The 
market otherwise presented some features favora- 
bie to holders, and cash was relatively a shade 
steadier than the long future. Bartilett- 
Frazier and Lloyd Smith were among the sellers, 
scattered shorts covered on the decline,and there 
was some buying against privileges. Advices from 
Nebraska said the government estimate of yield was 
too high. The cash demand was fairly brisk and 
shippers were well represented with buying orders. 
New York reported 128,000 bu taken for export, but 
local charters were small at 50,000 bu. Livernvool 
was quiet with casha farthing higher, while outside 
domestic markets followed the weakness here. Re- 
ceipts at primary points were 438.470 bu, while the 
shipments were nearly double that at 828,300 bu. 
The inspection was 419 cars and withdrawals 274, 
000 bu. Exports were 124,729 bu. Saies in store and

The oats market showed no special activity and 
little interest was manifested from the outside.

Receipts were about as expected, at 
140 cars, with only 175 cars as the estimate for Mon- 
day. November closed \<c lower, at 28c. December 
sold at 28\ @28Xc, resting at the outside, a deciine of 
Ke. May sold at 31¥@31 ke most of the day, but closed 
with a net deciine of %e at 41 4%@31\c. Samples were 
rather slow, and while offerings were only fair prices 
declined Kc. Free on board sales were at 27@

for No. 2 do. 

Rye was decidedly weak, in sympathy with other 
grains, although only an insignificant business wis 
transacted. There was almost no demand and offer- 
ings were meager. No. 2 in store solid in a small way 
at 45c, a decline of le, while sample lots sold spar- 
ingly at46%c. Futures were neglected. December 
was nominaily 45c, or 2c lower, January 47c, a de- 
cline of lke, and there were sellers of May at 
53c, this being Ke under a previous price bid.

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WHAT TRADE GOSSIPS WERE SAYING. 


Interesting Bits of Information Picked Up. 
on the Floor of the Exchange. 


Everybody had stuff to sell yesterday, orso it. 
seemed with the general list of markets showing 
more heaviness than on any previous dayof the 
week. The crop report, of course, was the influence 
behind corn, while wheat longs were discouraged 
with the advices from the Northwest. The signal 
service map showed fair and cool weather favorabie 
for marketing and those friendly to wheat prices in- 
sisted that as soon as the present holdings are out of 
the way, say within another week, a sudden and 
material decrease may be expected in the receipts 
at primary distributing centers. The feeling after 
the close was easy. Puts on December wheat sold at 
6044@60 Kc and calls at 62@62c early and finally at 
61% @6L%c. Putson Maycorn sold at 4lkcand at 
41%c, and calls at 42c early and were subsequently 
quoted at 41% @41 Ke. 

The bears worked corn down nearly a cent on the 
crop report, but the market was anything but de- 
moralized. Attention was called to the fact, appar- 
ently forgotten by many, that during the extremely 
dry autumn and as far back as last August vast quan- 
tities of corn were cut and fed to stock as fodder, 
thus reducing the area finally harvested nota little. 
The government document took no cognizance of 
this. Furthermore some of the State averages, as 
reported by the statistician, were questioned. J. F. 
Harris’ Lincoin (Neb.) representative wired him as 
follows: “ Advices from our correspondents through 
the State lead us to conclude that the government 
has largely overestimated our corn crop in placing 
tat 25 butothe acre. Husking has progressed rap- 
diy to a point where we no longer guess about the 
out-turn, and reports are universal that the vield is 
much less than expected before the fields were en- 
tered. I would like to believe that our yield per 
acre will not be less than 25 bu, but the evidence is 
conclusive that these figures are too high.” 

Friendiess asthe wheat market seemed to be it 
was obliged to stand extraordinary onslaughts. 
These were as a rule discredited, but served to add 


at least a feather’s weightto an already depressed 
condition of affairs. One rumor which came late in 
the day was to the effect that Duluth and Minne- 
apolis will have 2,000 cars wheat Monday; another 
in the same line that instead of being well exhausted 
the stock in farmers’ hands in the Northwest is 
double what is generally Supposed. In corn it was 
something the same way. The New York people 
who bought Friday on exportorders were said to be 
reselting. On thecontrary, new business was ac- 
complished amounting to 16 boat loads.

WAS ONCE THE BED OF A GREAT LAKE, 


Dry Lands in Utah Now Occupied by 100 
Towns and Villages, 

Scientific American: It was very early 
known (indeed the early settlers could see it) 
that there had at one time been a great lake 
on the site of the present salt lake and desert 
in Utah. The early explorers noted the pres. 
ence of terraces, flat topped and often of uni- 
form height, which they knew to be water. 
formed, There were bars also across the 
mouths of side streams and spits, wave-cut 
cliffs at headlands, and, indeed, all the 
phenomena of lake shores along these ter- 
races, 

Not only is there one terrace, but several, 
which mark changes in the level of the lake. 
Every tourist to Salt Lake City must have 
noticed the flat beaches clinging to the mount- 
ain sides, and have marked the flat desert 
tract in which the great salt lake is situated, 
and perhaps have wondered what it means. 
They may have noticed the small mountain 
peaks rising from the great desert-like islands 
in the sea. These were once islands, and now 
they rise out of the lake sediments in which 
they are partly buried. 

When Lake Bonneville was full to over. 
flowing it had a surfaceof 19,750 square 
miles—a magnitude ranking it with the great 
lakes. Its maximum depth was 1,050 feet. 
If the water were to rise again to its old mark 
more than 100 towns and villages would be 
submerged and 120,000 persons would be 
driven trom their homes. The Mormon 
Temple would stand in 850 feet of water and 
700 miles of railroad would be immersed. 

The history of the lake is even more com- 
plicated than has been indicated. There is 
evidence that long before the existence of the 
overflowing lake the site was practically dfy 
and arid. The water afterward rose, but not 
to its rim, and then another change in climate 
occurred, aridity again set in, and the lake 
basin became nearly, if not quite, dry. A sec- 
ond rise occurred, and this time the lake 
overflowed to the ocean. Before, during, and 
since the period of high water the great basin 
has been the seat of considerable volcanic 
activity. | 
At times the lava has flowed on the margin 
of the lake, again it has entered the waters, 
and volcanic eruptions have occurred even in 
the lake itself. At present all voleaniec activ- 
ity seems to have ceased, though some of the 
lava has been erupted in recent times. Not 
only has the level of the water changed, but 
even the level of the land has suffered a 
change since the water sank below the terrace 
levels. Lake beaches are, of coutse, ail 
formed in a horizontal position, and normally 
they should be at the same level in every 
part. But some of the terraces of Lake 
Bonneville are disturbed by faulting and fold- 
ing. and are no longer level. These changes 
may possibly be associated with the volcanic 
eruptions.

The Ferris wheel has been cited a thousand 


times as a proof and example of the original- 


ity of the American inventor. Mr. Ferris has 
secured great honors and deserves them. If 
any other man aiso planned a similar wheel 
the fact is stili further to the credit of the 
American inventor, without detracting in the 
least frém Mr. Ferris’ honors. | 

In his office in the Monadnock Building H. 
W. Fowler has a handsomely framed picture 
of which he thinks a great deal. It isa 
picture of his Ferris wheel. Mr. Fowler is an 
inventor who has demonstrated the practical 
nature of his inventions by securing patents 
on nearly'fifty of them and accumulating a 
fortune from their use. He is at the head of 
a big foundry company that further demon- 
strates the utility of these inventions by man- 
ufacturing them and selling them. 

Sept. 1, 1891, Mr. Fowler wrote a letter to 
the World’s Fair officials setting forth his 
scheme and received the following reply from 
Samuel A. Crawford, Secretary of the Ways 
and Means committee:

conceiving but carrying to a successful issue 
such a colossal and finely constructed piece 
of engineering work. 

“My first sketch, of about August, 1891, 
was of a wheel almost identical with the pres- 
ent Ferris Wheel. But feeling that any 
structure worthy of a place among the palaces 
of beauty which would adorn tne great exhibit 
should embody an educational and artistic 
idea, as well as assist in swelling the receipts 
of the Exposition, I later designed the struct- 
ure as here shown from sketches and descrip- 
tion of the same which I presented to the Ex- 
position officials, After a few days I received 
a letter from them saying they would have 
nothing of the kind in the grounds, 
but if they changed their minds I would be 
notified. Having received no further com- 
munication from them on the subject I sup- 
posed their decision was final and proceeded 
no further with the enterprise. I heard that 
the committee changed their views on the 
subject of concessions only when I read in 
THe TRInUNE some months later that a con- 
tract had been made with Mr. Ferris. 

** 1 got my planus and specifications ready at 
the time | communicated with the Fair ofti- 
cials.and was ready to go to work on it. I 
had my attorney in Washington go through 
the Patent Office to, see what patents ‘I could 
secure on such a wheel. I found that the 
‘merry-go-‘round’ idea was as old as the 
hills and that the only thing of any impor- 
tance that I could patent was a size limita- 
tion—that is: Il could patent a wheel betweeh 
300 and 400 feet diameter, for instance. 
That I didn’t think worth having. I intended 
to turn my wheel by a worm gear. 

* Don’t understand me as trymg to claim 
any of Mr. Ferris’ honors. While 1 did plan 
such a wheel I didn’t build it, and there is a 
vast difference between a Ferris wheel on pa- 
per and a Ferris wheel in actual operation.”

Inside the finish is in harmony with the 


beauty of the exterior. The upper rooms are 


wainscoted. with Tennessee marble. The 


basement floor is concrete, the main: floor is 


white marble, and the floors in the upper sto- 


ries are of red tile. Most of the window cas- 
ings and allthe wainscoting are of marble, 
scarcely any wood being used in the 


construc- 
tion, so that the structure is almost absolutely 
fireproof. While the stairs are white marble 
the railings are of iron and exceedingly or- 
nate, grace and elegance being combined with 


strength and eprom Electricity is used, 
or 


for lighting and steam heating, both being 


supplied by the Edison company jrom a. plant 


located on the same lot. In the basement are 
revolving fans or blowers which communicate 
fresh air through shafts to every room in the 
building, so that heat and. ventilation can be 
regulated as desired. Access from the base- 
ment to all the upper floors is had by main 


and rear staircases, two passenger and one 


freight clevator, so that convenient com- 
munication is amply provided for. 

The design of the Newberry Library is en- 
tirely unlike that of other library buildings, 
nearly all of which are of Gothic or ecciesias- 
tical style, reminiscent of the middle ages, 
when the church was the sole patron of archi- 
tecture as well as literature. plans were 
adopted by the trustees and architect because 
they seemed to avoid the numerous faults to 
which the conventional library was prone. 
Among these may be mentioned the great 
waste in the interior, cau by having a fa e 
room from thirty to sixty feet high, with the 
books on galleries four or five stories high, 
forming an apurtment almost impossible to 
heat near the floor without spoiling books on 
the upper galleries and so arranged as to make 
a difficult task for assistants to give proper at- 
tention to the demands of readers. 

In this building there is no such open space 
but numerous small rooms, each of which 
holds but one class of books, every volume of 
which can be reached by a person standing on 
the floor, thus obviating the use of galleries or 
step-ladders. Some of the. principal depart- 
ments or classifications of books are fine arts, 
mechanic arts, political economy, social sei- 
ence, history, religion, material science, and 
biography. As the volumes increase in num- 
bérand any department mes crowded it 
can easily be subdivided and allowed to occu- 
py tworooms. In each room are tables for 
the use of students or visitors who wish to

departments being well filled. At this time 
the entire musical library of Count Pio Resse 
of Florence, Italy, was secured.

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Loomis Newberry, who died in 1868. By 
this will he bequeathed one-half of his entire 
estate to the founding of a free public library, 
to be loca in the North Division of Chica- 
go, the establishing of which should be com- 
menced immediately upon the death of his 
wife, providing that his two daughters should 
die without leaving lawful issue. In case 
either should leave one or more children the 
entire estate was bequeathed to such heirs. 
The will was so clearly drawn that its validity 
has never been assailed. A purely collateral 
question touching the time for the division of 
the estate, after one of the severest contests 
known in Illinois courts was decided against 
the contestants and in favor of the plain lan- 
ge of the will. Mr. Newberry joined with 
ark Skinner in the trust E. W. Blatchford, 
and later, compelled by his own declining 
strength, Mr. Skinner left his charge to the 
hands of William H. Bradley. The two trus- 
tees nad sole charge of the library. as there 
was no State law under which they could in- 
corporate. 


July 1, 1887, the settlement with the heirs 
was nearly completed and the income from 
the library half of the estate was sufficiently 
ascertained to warrant the trustees in pro- 
ceeding to found the library in accordance 
with the foregoing provisions of the will. Ac- 
cordingly on that date, as an appropriate trib- 
ute to the memory of the founder, the trustees 
resolved to give to the new institution the 
name of the Newberry Library, and at the

cago now known as the North Division.’’ The 
trustees, however, hada desire to retain the 
homestead lot for the permanent site, but the 
new location,‘in addition to being larger, was 
in many respécts so much better adapted that 
the change was reluctantly ‘made. The wis- 
dom of the choice has never ‘been questioned. 

In addition to being so suijtabie the Ogden 
lot is a marke/l spot in the history of Chicago. 
It was originally the property of Mr. New- 
berry, and, asipart of his estate, was sold to 
Mr. Cowles in August, 1861, for $130,000, 
under the old Ogden mortgage. The house 
was for years the residence of Mahlon D. Og- 
den, and, as all Chicago people know, was the 
only one in the district which passed un- 
scathed through the great fire. Even thetrees 
upon the lot were unharmed, and some of 
them are still standing. 

Early in 1891 occurred the death of Mr. 
Bradley, leaving Mr. Biatehford sole trustee 
with power to! appoint his associates or suc- 
cessor. About this time a law covering the 
peculiar conditions of the Newberry Library 
fund was enacted at Springfield and Mr. 
Blatchford concluded to incorporate at once 
and named the following twelve residents of 
Chicago as associate trustees: George E. 
Adams, Edward E. Ayers, William H. Bradley, 
Daniel Goodwin, Franklin H. , Edward 
S. Isham, A. C: McClurg. rhe ig Mac Veagh, 
Walter C. Newberry, Lambert Tree, Henry J. 
Willing, and John P. Wilson. 

The new Board of Trustees took up the 
work where they found it and, with the excep- 
tion of cutting down some of the appropria- 
tions that had been decided upon, continued 
the work of the new library building as origi- 
nally contemplated. The new board wished 
to retain the income of the property of the 
estate, and the saving made by them of the 
— plans is thought to be about $100,- 
O00. 

The first amount schéduled as’ one-half of

the Newberry estate and reserved by the trus- 
tees for the founding and endowment of the 
library was $2,149,201.60, much of which 
was in real estate that not only yields a hand- 
some annual sum but has since continually 
increased in vahie. 

The books acquired by donation and pur- 
chase for the first six months of the library, 
being the last half of 1887, were 6,457 vol- 
umes and 4,907 pamphlets. Of these, 359 
volumes and! 742 pamphlets were donated. 
The principal purchase was of books on early 
American — local history, embracing the 
collections of ‘nearly all the State historical 
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earliest. One of the most valuable books is 
the music of Jacopo Peri’s opera ** Euridice,”’ 
known to students of music as the first opera 
that was ever publicly performed. The opera 
was written for the festivities attending the 
marriage of Maria de Medici to Henry IV. of 
France, and was first performed at Florence 
Oct. 6, 1600. It was printed in quarto at 
Florence in 1600, and bears the dedication to 
Maria de Medici. Novo copy has before been 
seen in this country, and but one other is 
known in Europe. The second edition, 
rae at Venice in 1608, is in the British 

useum, Accompanying this velume is the 
original libretto of ‘* Euridice,” written by 
oa Rinnccini, and printed at Florence in 


The year 1889 was characterized by won- 
derful advancement of the library. Over 
16,000 volumes were added, making 37,375 
then on hand, besides 12,349 pamphlets. 
During the year there was expended for books 
and binding $38,618.55, besides $12,704.48 
for salaries and incidental expenses. 

During 1890 still greater progress was 
made, nearly 24,000 volumes being added to 
the library at a cost of $84,258.46, with over 
$16,000 expended for salaries and other cur- 
rent expenses. . 

Henry Probasco of Cincinnati presented 
many valuable gifts at the time his large col- 
lection of books was purchased. Some of the 
most valuable of these are as follows: 
ble bust of Henry Clay, taken in his prime, 
by Joe, T. Hart; copy of a bust of Dante, by 
Domenico; bust of Shakgepeare, made from 
the wood of the * Hearne’s Oak,’’ England;

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scripts on parchment, one beinga Grant of 
Absotution, made Oct. 13, 1487, by Don 
Ynigo Manrique, Archbishop of Cordova, to 
Don Diego Fernandes de Cordova, Count of 
Cabra, and to the monks of the Monastery of 
Santa Maria de Consolacion, with bull of In- 
nocent VIII., dated April 26, 1487, incor- 
porated in the document; Perpetual Annuity, 
granted Feb. 1, 1649, by Philip IV., and 
deeds of sale, grants and perpetual leases to 
property in Cordova of dates from 1488 to 
9) 


In April; 1886, the trustees received notice 
that George P. A. Healy, the artist, had de- 
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societies in the country, rare serials, the pub- 
lications of printing clubs, as well as com- 
plete works on genealogy, the late Civil War, 
and Mormonism. Sept. 6, 1887, the library 
was located temporarily at No. 90 La Salle 
street, where furniture and bookcases were 
arranged, with accdédmmodations for 7,000 
volumes. 

The first book given to the library was a 
copy of the Caxton Memorial Bible, present- 
ed Sept. 29, 1877, by the Oxford University 
Press through the late Henry Stevens of Lon- 
don. It waited in a safe deposit ten years for 
the library to come into existence. A copy of 
this Bible, hel@ up by Mr. Gladstone. at the 
Caxton memorial celebration June 30, 1877, 
the 400th anniversary of the great printer, as 
**the climax and consummation of the art of 

rinting,”’’ was printed at Oxford, bound in 

ndon, and delivered at the South Kensing- 
ton Exhibition buildings within twelve con- 
secutive hours. The printerg commerticed to 
make their preparations soon after midnight, 
and the printing actually commenced at 2 a. 
.m. The sheets were artificially dried, forward-

cided to bequeath to the library a valuable 
portion of his collection of paintings from the 
walls of his studio in Paris. 

In April, 1890, the library was removed 
from No. 338 Ontario street to the northwest 
corner of North State and Oak streets. At 
the close of that year the number of volumes 
had increased to 60,614 and pamphlets to 
23,958. ; 

The Medical Library Association of Chica- 
go had been incorporated with a view of es- 
tablishing a complete medical library, but, 
finding itself unable to accomplish the under- 
taking, donated all its books during the year 
to the Newberry Library. The trustees ac- 
cepted the gift and assumed the responsibility 
of continuing the work successfully. On con- 
sideration of payment for the additions nade 
to its medical works by the Chicago Public 
Library, that institution donated all its vol- 
umes in this department to the Newberry Li- 
brary. These two valuable _ collections 
amounted to 8,098 volumes and 6,459 un- 
bound serials and pamphlets. This depart- 
ment has since been largeiy added to, so that 
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berry Library, but are used only on the prem- 
ises for study and reference. The purpose of 
the library is to meet'the higher wants of 
scholars rather than the de of readers 
of literature. Persons who wish to see the 
latest sensational novel must go elsewhere. 
The use of books is free toall comers, whether 
they be residents of Chicago or of the 
Pacific coast. No tickets or letters of intro- 
duction are required. | 
The department of biography is large and 
complete, Another remarkable one is a col- 
lection of the sources of American history, 
including biography, genealogy, State and 
local town histories, the publications of his- 
torical societies, books on the War of the 
Rebellion, the Revolutionary and other wars, 
together with the political and constitutional 
histories of the Nation and the individual 
States. The department of music is the 
largest and best in the country, and for its 
completeness the musical profession is large- 
ly indebted to George. P. Upton, who com- 
piled the original list for purchase and has 
gratuitously given the library the benefit of 
his knowledge of the best musical literature. 
The collection’ contains the entire scores of 
all the great masters in the best editions. _ 
The library recently bought the very in- 
teresting collection of books on fish and fish- 
ing made by Robert Clarke, the veteran pub- 
lisher of Cincinnati, which numbers about 
1,600 volumes in elegant bindings. It is the 
largest fishing collection in the country. Mr, 
Clarke was forty years in making it. ' 
most interesting single collection in 
the library is the one of early books and 
manuscripts purchased by Mr. Henry Pro- 
basco of Cincinnati, several yearsago. Hay- 
ing large ans it was his ambition to own 
the early editions of the English Bible, the 
earliest impression of the works of the great- 
est authors in literature, and choice specimens 
of typography made before the year 1500. 
His leading taste as e collector was in pro- 
curing the finest art bindings from‘ the time 
of Grolier to that of Trantz-Banzonet and 
Bedford. The collection shows the work of 
about seventy of tne greatest art-binders, and 


‘the progress made in book binding from the 


sixteenth century to our time. It has two 
Groliers (1550-1565) stam ped on the cover, 
**To. Grolierii et Amicorum,” both described 
in Le Roux de Lincy’s * Recherches sur Jean 
Grolier,”’ and have Grolier’s autograph in- 
side their covers, The Italian, Spanish, and 
French art binders of each century are shown, 
and those with the English of the nineteenth 
century are superb. Of the French binders 
it shows of Bozérian five specimens, Capé 
twenty-nine, Chambolle-Duru six, David six- 
teen, Duru eight, Hardy eight, Hardy-Mennil 
thirty-four, Koehler — Lortic eight, Nie- 
drée thirteen, Petit eight, Simier ten, Frautz- 
Bauzonet thirteen. e collechon of art 
bindings will be chronologically arranged and 
exhibited under glass, so that the styles can 
be studied by periods, countries, and indi- 
viduals, 

The collection of bibles is very rich. Of 
the English bibles it has the ‘‘ Great Bible,” 

539; *“Cranmer’s,” 1541; ‘ Matthews,’ ’’ 
‘*John Rogers’ Kevision of Coverdale,’ 
1549; ‘*Jugge’s Revision of Coverdale,” 
1565; “*The Bishops,” 1555; ‘Geneva 
Vernie,”’ 1609; the first’ edition of King 
James’ version, “‘ He Bible,”’ 1611; and the 
second edition, printed the same year, called 
the ** She Bible.” 

Of Shakspeare there are in the library the 
four early folios, 1623, 1632, 1664, 1685); 
of Homer the editions beginning with that of 


Aldus, 1517; of Dante, nine editions, from. 


1477 ; of Horace, eight editions, from that of 
Aldus, 1519, and of Petrarch, eleven edi- 
tions, from 1475 to 1732. It has the folio 
editions of Audubon’s “ Birds and Quadru- 
reds’ and of Lipsius’ ** Egypt.’’ Its illumi 
nated manuscripts of the middle ages are 
very fine and will also be placed on exhibition 
under glass. The exhibition room, however, 
will not be ready for some months and the 
permanent interior fixtures and furniture will 
not be provided until after the library has 
been moved from its temporary quarters.

HOSTS IN NEW YORK. 


Officers of the Army Making Earnest Ef- 
forts to Engineer an Imposing Demon- 
stration the Coming Week—Delegates 
Coming ‘from All the Great Nations=— 
Private Banquet te the Soldiers at 
Which 3,000 Will Be Seated—Excur- 
sions, Addresses, Street Parades. 


The Columbian Congress of the Salvation 
Army to be held in New York City during the 
week commencing today will mark an epoch 
in the history of the organization in America 
and be in every way a remarkable gathering, 
as earnest efforts are being made, individually 
and collectively, by every soldier, rank and 
file, in the Salvation hosts, in order to 
impress upon the minds of those who 
do not fall in with their views that 
their anxiety for the souls of their fellow- 
beings is earnest and unfeigned, and to exhort 
each other to work still harder for the cause 
which they so ably champion, and to sym- 
pathize with and sustain each other, by the 
assurance of gvod reports which delegates 
from foreign countries will bring them, These 
foreign delegates will represent many. coun- 
tries wherein the Salvation Army has been the 
first to kindle the spark of Christianity, which 
by dint of tender nurture and fervent prayer 
is now bearing glorious fruit, 

The various daily parades and the immense 
public meetings of the Congress on the even- 
ings of Tuesday, Nov. 14, and Wednesday, 
Nov. 15, will be the mediums of communica- 
tion with the public in general, but the 
monster banquet, at the tableof which, it is 
said, 3,000 guests will be seated, will be of a 
more private nature, and to this the public 
will not be admitted. 

It was originally intended by those having 
this great demonstration in charge to engage 
the Madison Square Garden for the two main 
meetings on account of its great seating 
capacity, but owing to the experience of the 
speakers of an association which held a con- 
vention in the same place some time back it 
has been finally decided to sacrifice space to 
the comfort of the speakers, and the meetings 
will be held in the Carnegie Music Hall. This 
hall alone is not large enough to seat the 
great crowds of people that are expected to 
demand admission, and as a consequence 
overflow meetings will be held in various other 
halls, so all who wish may see and hear. 

It is interesting to note that everything pos- 
sible on the part of the police to maintain 
order during the street parades of the con- 
gress will be done. Special patrols of the 
police are to be distributed along the lines of 
march and it is needless to say that no obsta- 
cle will be permitted to interrupt the progress. 
Many clergymen all over the country are with 
the organization in its good work, in heart, if 
not in hand, and it is believed that influential 
people outside of the army will do ali in their 
power to make this an event to be remem- 
bered—a red-letter day in the history of our 
social life. 

The Salvation Army does a good work,

reaches to a lower levelin society than any 
other religious organization would care to 
descend, plucks forth from the social quag- 
mire men and women steeped in crime and 
sets them firmly upon their feet and raises 
them to a society far above that to which they 
have fallen. Such is Christian enlighten- 
ment, such is the work, morally speaking, of 
the Salvation Army. More than this, the Sal- 
vation Army not only ministers tothe spiritual 
needs of the poor, but feeds the body, gives 
it a bed to lay on, and gives it employment 
when out of work, and it is ead to relate that 
the poverty and wretchedness that prevail, 
morally or physically,in the lower parts of 
the city are inconceivable, except to those 
who are brought daily in direct contact with 
the lowest classes. The parades will ilius- 
trate, by wagons and trucks covered with 
bunting, or carrying persong representing the 
work that is being done, the slum work, the 
shelter work, nursing the babies of the poor, 
rescue homes, etc., how the army copes with 
this depravity, will show how it does its work, 
the work it has to do, and the good fruit the 
work bears. 

It is about ten years since the army started 
its work in this country, at Philadelphia, and 
shortly afterwards in New York. The work 
was pioneered by Commissioner Railton, the 
representative at the comingcongress of Gen, 
Booth, head of the army. He formerly 
studied for the Methodist ministry, but the 
army now claims him as one of its stanchest 
supporters. Steadily, but surely, the army 
grew until today it has assumed gigantic pro- 
portions, and has branches in every State in 
the Union. Fifteen thousand members wear 
its uniforms, while twice that number are 
followers of the cause without having

It is a comparatively 
early work but has in a marked degree the char- 
acteristics that in his later canvases have been 
the delight and despair of generations of por- 
trait painters. Among the other old masters 
shown are two extremely good landscapes by 
Constable, one “Flatford Lock,” the other 
merely a sketch; Reynolds’ portrait of 
Kitty Fisher, an early and rather a weak 
one; four pictures by David Teniers, three 
studies of peasant life, the other one of his many 
temptations of St. Anthony; three delightful 
landscapes by Goyen; two examples of I) Canal- 
etto’s somewhat harsh Venetian scenes; a “* Rus- 
tic Interior,”’ by Adriaan van Ostade; and a char- 
acteristic little canvas by Frans Hals, called 
“ The Sleeping Cook.” : 

A poetic little landscapé, by Daubigny and 
Delacroix’s “ Henry IV. et Gabrielle,” are shown 
with the old masters—chigfly because their soft 
coloring would permit thé contrast. The rest of 
the modern pictures, with thé exception of a bit of 
genre painting by Pito Lessi are shown in a room 
by themselves. A few of them were exhibited in 
the Austrian section at the Fair, notably two 
landscapes by Jettel, “The Story of the Hero,” 
by M. de Munkacsy, and “ The Children’s Thea- 
ter,”’ by Brozik. The others include a charming 
Corot, an indifferent Troyon, two microscopic 
pictures by Lessi, a water-color, *‘The Outpost,” 
by Meissonier, and three of Charlemont’s pa- 
tiently-wrought marvels of detail. A collection 
of eighty-four etchings exhibited by Mr. Charles 
Sedelmeyer at the Fair. and since presented to 
the Art Institute through Mr. Fischhof, is to be 
shown in connection with the old and the new 
masters this week. On account of that bugbear 
of all foreign exhibiters, the Custom-Honuse, it 
was impossible to bring them down-town in time 
for the opening. The exhibition is to continue 


nntil Noy. 18. 
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Mr, Fischhof, who is so prominently con- 
nected with this exhibit, has recently expressed 


» some of his views on art as it is represented in 


this country. Ofthe work of Americans at the 
Exposition he said: “The American exhibit in 
fine arts greatly surprised me. I have been in 
America often in ten years and am acquainted in 
a measure with the art work of the country, but 
the American section at the Fair was a revela- 
tion. It was most complete and of a 
high grade of excellence. It was especially 
fine in landscapes, and in this school the Ameri- 
can artists challenge the world. 

“ The importance of the proposed museum in 
Chicago can hardly be estimated,” he continued. 
‘“Its existence will have the same effect on the 
arts and industries of Chicago and America 
that the South Kensington Museum had 
on London and England. Forty years 
ago London went to Paris for artistic work in 
all branches of manufacture, but England is now 
a producer of art, more through the educational 
effect of the South Kensington Museum than 
from any other cause. 

“ American amateurs in att_are coming won- 
derfully to the front. Most of the greatest works 
of art sold in Europe in recent years have been 
secured by Americans. In the last six years 
Americans have discovered, with their usual 
shrewdness, the artistic value of the 
old . masters and their comparative 
cheapness, when the enormous prices paid 
for modern pictures are considered. As an exam- 
ple, the ‘Angelus,’ by Millet, which was sold at 
a receiver's sale in Mr. Sedelineyens galleries, 
brought 553,000 francs, or mere than $110,000. 
The Americans have learned that such prices 
are out of proportion when the artistic value 
of the products of the Barbizon school 
and the modern school in general is com- 
pared to those of the old masters. They 
now prefer to pay $25,000 for an important 
Rubens than the same price for a sketch by 
Millet, and they have learned that a landscape-by 
Hobbema or Ruysdael, founder of the landscape 
school, is cheaper than one by Rousseau or Corot. 
For this reason pictures by old masters scarcely 
known in America ten years ago are now in de- 
mand, and the galleries of many American ama- 
tours are composed in a majority of old masters, 
with but few modern paintings. 

“Of the private collections of old masters in 
Chicago the most complete and valuable is that 
owned by Mr. Yerkes. I consider this one of the 
most important private collections in the world. 
It contains about sixty works of the highest 
quality by ths most famous old masters of. all 
schools. The collection of Mr. P. C. Hanford is 
next in value, and represents nearly all the great 
masters in perfect qualities. Mr. Hanford owns 
one of the best pictures by Rembrandt existing. 
It is the portrait of ‘The Accountant.’ Other 
notable private collections in Chicago are those 
of Charles L. Hutchinson, J. W. El/sworth, Alli- 
son Armour, Martin Ryerson, Charles D. Hamill, 
and Marshall Field. The best and most com- 
plete collection in America of pictures of the 
early English school is owned by Mr. R. Hall 
McCormick of Chicago. The Art Institute has a 
treasure in the pictures from the Prince 
Demidoff collection. which was purchased for 
tho institute by Mr. Hutchinson.” 

Speaking of Austrian art Mr. Fischhof said: 
“Austria ranks next to France in the demand for 


its art products and-in the progress and 
development of art. As draftsmen and 
finishers of their work the Austrians 
outrank the French, who are. especially 


great only in colors. In sculpture Austria chal- 
lenges the world, and in artistic conception and 
creation in architecture the Austrians lead. We 
have in Vienna a high school of fine arts which 
is having a tremendous influence for good. We 
have, too, but one society of fine arts, which 
makes possible the harmony and freedom from 
factional fights which characterize the Vienna 
artists. Thefe opens in Vienna next spring an 
international exhibition of art, in whichI hope 
the American artists will participate.” 
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Queries regarding pictures shown at the 
Fair continue to be sent to Tue TRIBUNE by its 
readers. It is impossible to answer all of them, 
since the necessary explanations would more 
than fill this column. Here are three, however, 
which may prove of some general interest: 

* Polyphemus Fishing,” by Max Pietschmann, 
hung in the German section.

He gained several bat- 
tles. fought with the imperial troops, but 
was finally betrayed and executed in 1775, 
The picturein the Russian sections represents 
Pugatscheff exacting tribute and homago from 
the peasants, probably just after one of his vic- 
tories.

Some etchings that out-Zorn Zorn so far as 
free, sketchy effects are concerned are shown at 
Keppel & Co.’s. They are by Helleu, a French 
artist of the impressionist school, and like most 
of the popular Swedish artist’s etchings are 
either portraits or studies of heads, They are 
striking rather than beautiful, but there isa 
touch of the bizarre about them that is fairly 
sure to win them appreciation.

Although the water color exhibit of the 
Chicago Society of Artists in no instance rose 
above mediocrity, and in too many cases didn’t 
even attain that, still it was inevitable that 
prizes should be awarded two of the pictures. 
Charles Mente with the Mead prize of $100 and 
Walter Barridge with the Ferris prize of $50 
have carried off the honors. Mente’s * Willows,” 
which won him the first prize, is nothing more 
than a study which covers the  can- 
vas completely, and Burridge’s “second” is 
a stretch of rocky Cohasset shore. It is not par- 
ticularly happy in composition, but the coloring, 
which is fairly well handled, is probably what 
recommended it to the judges. A. F. Brooks’ 
picture of a girl hanging up linen on a prosaic 
clothes line, called ““A Fair Day,” has received 
an “honorable mention,’’ which one is inclined, 
by comparisen, to think it deserves. Jules 
Guerin had a rather skillfully treated water 
color, the subject of which was a group of Ken- 
tucky women hoeing tobacco, and Frank L. Lin- 
den showed some pleasing sketches about Macki- 
nac. Hartson’s things, “The Hill Top” and 
“Along the River Bank,” although finical in 
treatment, attracted more or less attention. But 
on the whole it was not an exhibit of which Chi- 
cago artists can be unreservedly proud and its 
close must afford them a certain sense of relief. 
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Some fine examples of the enameling of 
that talented Japanese artist, Namikana Sosuki, 
are shown by Mr. H. Deakin at his rooms on 
Michigan avenue. A panel with a golden carp 
running through blue, translucent water is one 
of the best. The fish is carved out of the metal 
scale by scale and then fixed on the silver base. 
The water and the green aquatic plants are then 


treated with translucent enamel with a 
delicacy of effect. that is a delight 
to art lovers. The carver of the 


metal is Kano Natsuo, the same artist who 
executed carving on the red enamel vase that 
has already been noticed in Tae Trrsvune. An- 
other exquisite piece of enameling by Sosuki is 
a panel on which two doves are represented 
against a soft gray background. No cloisons 
are used on this side of the panel, but the back 
shows the regular cloisonné work in a conven- 
tional desigh. Even more artistic is a vase of 
delicate gray on which blossoming branches of 
the cherry-tree are enameled, The artist's idea 


was to show the flowers enveloped in mist by / 


which they were half revealed, half concealed. In 
this work wires are introduced. They appear, 
however, ina pair of little yellow vases; against 
the faintly colored background appear on é6ne 
graceful fieéurs-do-lis,on the other snow-white 
cherry blossoms. 


TALES HEARD BY THE WAYSIDE. 


“T always makea visit to Georgetown when I 
go to Washington for a few days,” said a traveler 
to a TRIBUNE reporter the other night in an at- 
mosphere where the smoke from pipes was thick 
and stories were frequent. 

“The last time I was there a friend invited me 
to go out to dinner at Cabin John’s on the Gov- 
ernment turnpike. We rode out to Georgetown 
on a grip car and there hired a buggy. That is 
the usual way of going to Cabin John’s. If a res- 
ident of Washington owns his own team and 
wants to go to Cabin John’s I think he sends his 
team on ahead to Georgetown and then goes out 
to it by cable. I don’t know why unless it is be- 
cause he is afraid if he leaves his home in his 
own team he-may reach his destination too 
quickly, and that is something no Washingtonian 
ever thinks of. Georgetown, as you know, is 
rockribbed and ancient. Itis the first footprint 
ofatown in the District. It has fallen into a 
slumber from which nothing will ever arouse it. 
Its principal population, as far as I ever saw, 
consists of acolored race which has never yet 
realized any benefits from emancipation, Some 
of the whites are not much better off. Some of 
the latter seem to live there for the purpose of 
showing that they are more good for nothing 
than the blacks.

A Rocky Mountain Tunnel. 


A notable engineering feat was accomplished a 
few days ago in the completion of the boring of 
the Busk-Ivanhoe railway tunnel under the con- 
tinental divide of the Rocky Mountains at Hager- 
man Pass, Colo. The tunnel is almost two miles 
long—9,393 feet—and is through solid gray gran- 
ite. It took three years and twenty days, of 
twenty hours’ work each day, to bore the big 
hole. Itis 10,800 feet above sea level, through 
the top ridge of the continent. The water drain- 
ing from the one side of the mountain, under 
which itis driven, runs to the Atlantic Ocean, 
and from the other to the Pacific. Its construc- 
tion has cost $1,000,000 and twenty human lives. 
The tunnel, which is on the line of the Colorado 
Midland railway, the Santa F's central route to 
California, substitutes two miles of track for 
ten and does away with one of the most expen- 
sive railway climbs in the world.

Mr. Richard Mansfield repeated Friday 
night at: the Grand his production of ‘* The 
Merchant of Venice,’’ with which he began 
his season last Monday. The second was in 
every respect better than the former perform- 
ance, but the unfavorable impressions one 
formed of Mansfield’s Shyiock were not 
materially changed, The investmert of the 
play is sufficient if not sumptuous. The 
actor’s conception of Shylock is nar- 
rowly individual; he does not try to make 
it typical, though Edmund Kean nearly a 
century anda half ago made Shylock ‘the 
depository of the vengeance of the Jewish 
race.”’ Mr. Mansfield not only makes the 
Jew hard, bitter, and malignant, ** void of any 
dram of mercy,’ but blackens him to the hue 
of melodramatic villainy, and vulgarizes 
him twice—once in spitting after saying that 
Antonio's name * was the lastin our mouths,”’ 
and again in the court scene by plucking hairs 
from his beard to try the edge ‘of his knife. 
These actions are puerilities.. The actor’s elo- 
cution is good except in this that he makes 
Shylock look unduly old ahd..gives him the 
vibrant, sonorous voice of a young man, 
There are these virtues in the impersonation. 
The bitter and bifing speeches are spoken 
with fine sardouic irony;-the one softenin 


touch is the parting of the ol 
usurer -from. Jessica. He is obviously 
suspicious, but there is a touch 


of paternal tenderness, which is the only con- 
cession the actor makes tothe humanity of 
the Jew. Inthe longer speeches Mr. Mans- 
field dashes to the attack and too quickly ar- 
rives at each climax where he runs into rant. 
The transitions from delirious joy to whining 
misery in the scene with Tubal was not thus 
disfigured. He labors underthe disadvant- 
age of never having seen Edwin Booth or 

enry Irving in the part. The former 
actor would have taught how to grade 
an emotional climax like that in the scene 
with Tubal: “I thank God! I thank God!’ 
Mr, Irving, who does not attempt any emo- 
tional flight, would have given the student 
the secret of shading the character, espe- 


cially in the trial scene. All the great 
actors and all the commentators ave 
agreed that Shylock after the trial 


is a broken-hearted old man infinitely pa- 
thetic in his desolation. Mr. Mansfield de- 
picts him as leaving the court tottering, but 
at the same time towering in his inveterate 
pride and hate. 

In the early part of the play Mr. Mansfield 
omits the characteristic speech, ** Whan 
Jacob grazed his uncle. Laban’s — flock,” 
etc... Why? If onthe score of delicacy why 
the coarseness of the expectoration incident? 
The tableau at the end of the second act of 
Shylock falling of his knees, surrounded by 
“Christian fools with .varnished faces,”’ is 
sensational rather than impressive. It is bad 
art because it leaves nothing to the imagina- 
tion. The introduction of Jews in the court 
scene who count the 6,000 ducats and urge 
Shylock in pantomime to accept them de- 
tracts from -that splendid ontburst, “ If 
every ducat in six thousand ducats,” etc. 
Again, it is a false note to make these 
Jews join the Christians in jeering at the old 
man in his discomfiture. They would be a 
pack of curs to indulge in so unnatural a 
demonstration. The meeting of Shylock with 
Antonio and the jailer was cut out. The act 
at Belmont was, one thought, a creditable in- 
novation. The interpolated song of Jessica 
hardly answered any purpose, and the

“WALKER, LONDON,” IN THE CITY, 


James T. Powers to Appear in Barrel's 
Comedy—At the Various Theaters. 

The only novelty at the down-town theaters 
tonight will be the production at the Chicago 
Opera-House of James M. Barrie’s widely her- 
alded comedy. ** Walker, London,’ in which 
James T. Powers will appear in the leading 
role. The play has an unusual interest, asit is 
the first attempt at dramatic writing by 
the Scotch novelist who has since met wit 
successes 1n bis new line, notably ‘‘The Pro- 
fessor’s Love Story.’ which has become the 
most popular playin E.S. Willard’s repertory. 
“Walker. London” started off with a run 


of 700 nights at Toole’s Theater 
in London. Its American rights were 
purchased by Nat C. Goodwin, who 
turned it over to Mr. Powers when 


he decided to make an attempt in more am- 
bitious réles. It is alsoa new departure for 
Mr. Powers, who has always been identified 
with farce. The production will be practic- 
ally new. as all the properties and costumes 
belonging to the company were destroyed 
by fire last week in Memphis, and have been 
replaced by the artists of the Chicago Opera- 
House. 

The story of *‘ Walker, London” in brief 
tells of the escapades of a London barber who 
concludes to have his honeymoon before his 
marnage. He falls in with a honse boat party 
on the Thames, makes a terrible ado about 
rescuing a young woman from the water, 
and is received by the family of the 
supposediy unfortunate girl asa hero and an 
honored guest. Bearing a strong fncial re- 
semblance to a noted African expiorer, he 
tells extravagant stories of adventures in 
Africa and succeeds in passing himself off as 
the man whom he is counterfeiting. The 
facility with which he falls in love with the 
various female members of the party. his 
evasion of his abandoned fiancée. and | his 
tinal discovery by her combine to furnish the 
humor of the story. 

Mr. Barrie is or ginal and facile in the treat- 
ment of his novels and plays, and it may be 
expected that **Walker, London,” will be 
something bright and novel. 

Mr. Powers plays the leading rd6!le, and is 
supported by Miss Rachel Booth, who plays 
the soubrette part, and by Miss Loraine Dreux, 
Miss Mollie Sherwood, Walter Thomas, Harry 
J. Morgan. W. H. Crosby, and Ellis Ryse. A 
specialty feature is the intrdduction of the 
Thomas Minstrels, consisting of O. M. Scott, 
J. M. Brinkley, J. P. Swickard, and J. 3S. 
Roland. The engagement will be of several 
weeks’ duration. 

‘**The Other Man” at the Schiller proved to 
be all that was claimed for it by its managers 
and all that was expected of it as coming trom 
Charles Frohman’s Comedians, The mission 
of this organization is not to add dignity 
or worth to the dramatic fund, and as 
soon as they attempt a departure in this 
line they must necessarily fail. If they 
excite good, wholesome mirth by performing 
bright, harmless farce, they must be satisfied, 
and this is exactly what they accomplished last 
week. The Schiller resounded with laughter 
nightly and it was one place that the gloom bf 
the fog did not penetrate. ‘* The Other Man” 
has been glowingly characterized as comedy. 
Nothing could be more errone- 
ous, as there is not the shadow of 
comedy about it, Nota situation is probable 
and scarcely a line of the dialogue is sensible 
measured by récognized standards of sensi- 
bility. Butevery situation is ludicrous and 
almost every movement of its’ characters is 
grotesque and fabsurd. One laughs heartily 
at the .burlesque of French military life 
and then wonders why he laughs. The 
action is so lively and scene after scene suc- 
eced each other with such rapidity that there 
is no time for reflection. At times the play- 
ers by their galloping delivery and headlong 
activity approach too near to the point of be- 
comimg tiresome, a fault that has always 
existed with this particular company. 
“The Other Man” is a diverting piece to 
see, yet it will be forgotten as soon as it is 

one. At the same time it will whet the pub- 

ic’s appetite for another French importation 
which Manager Frohman probably already 
has among his trunk full of plays. This wii 
be the final week of the engagement. :

I do not see how it would be possible for any 
person, viewing his (Mr. Russell s) performances 
critically, honestly to say a harsh word about 
him. Hemakes no false pretenses and gives 
good measure. The article - deals in is good of 
its kind. Heisa funny man with a funny face 
and a funnier voice—and he mingles with 
his fun just a hint of sadness that 
makes it all the more agreeable. In the 
present play he has more to do in_ com- 

arison with the others than he had in * Peace- 
ul Valley.” and it is a pity that overcompetition, 
bad public aste,or some other cause works 
against his success. It is no credit at all to New 
York that Mr. Russell is not popular here, but rt 
would net do Mr. Russell any good faisely to 
claim popularity for him. Perhaps his time will 
come, but he has already made his fortune and 
may decide to give us up as a bad lot whose good 
opinion is not worth having.

COD FISHING ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


The New England Industry Threatened 
with Strong Competition, 

New York Post: The New England cod 
fishing industry is threatened with competi- 
tion on the Pacific coast. Dried fish is al- 
ready being shipped by the _  carload 
over a transcontinental railroad to New 
York and thence to the West Indian 
and South American markets. A _ re- 
duction of 40 per cent in rates has made this 
enterprise profitable. A Puget Sound 
packer of the fish, being. asked what 
were the prospects of taking away th. mar- 
ket from New England. said: “Cod can be 


caught in Bering Sea, brought to the 
sound, dried or cured for 1 cent 
a pound less than on the New England 
coast, and at the present rates we can 


compete with the New England fisheries right 
in their own territory. So far this year I 
have shipped two carloads, twenty tons of 
dried cod to New York, where they are sold 
to brokers for shipment to the West Indies 
and South America. and the business can be 
done at a good profit. I have had a schooner 
to Bering Sea this summer catching cod, and 
have put up 150 tons so far. Dried fish are 
the only kind’ suitable for hot countries, and 
they are put up in drums or easks holdin 
from 250 to 400 pounds. Cured fish are sold 
almost entirely in the United States, We 
should be able to work up a market in Ha- 
waii and Australia, for there ure no cod 
south of the equator, as well ason the west 
coast of South America. As fast as the fish 
are caught they are cleaned and salted on 
board the ship and stowed away until there 
isa fullcargo. Then they are brought to the 
drying and curing works, dried in the sun 
tied up in bundles for shipment. The pickle. 
cured fish are soaked in tanks of brine 
fora month or so. I have been using Carman 
Island salt from the Gulf of California, as it 
is the best on the coust and does not discolor 
the fish. A similar business might be worked 
up in shipping smoked halibut East. Glouces- 
ter, Mass., now controls the trade, but fish 
are more abundant on this coast and can be 
caught and smoked more cheaply.”

LIFE WORK OF COUNT TOLSTOI, AU- 
THOR AND REFORMER. 


Sketch of the Career of the Great Russian 
. Writer as Given by His. Brother-in- 
* Law, Etienn’ Behr—Descended from a 
Long Line of Aristocratic Nobles, He 
Nevertheless Found His Career in Im- 
proving the Condition of the Peasants= 

His Beautiful Home Life. 


Thousands of peopie in and out of Russia 
are deeply interested in the work and person- 
ality of Count Leo Tolstoi, the novelist and 
religious reformer, and I at last yield to re- 
peated importunities to set down some of the 
impressions of a close and intimate friend- 
ship extending over a period of many years. 
I would first mention his ancestry, without a 
knowledge of which the trend of his career 
‘cannot be fully understood. He springs from 
one of the oldest and noblest families in Rus- 
sia, a family many vf whose members have 
‘gained distinction in widely varied fields. 
His great-gfandfather, Peter Tolstoi, was 
the contemporary and friend of Peter the 
Great, who conferréd on him the title of 
* Count.” Peter Tolstoi was for many years 
Ambassador to Turkey, and whenever any 
difficulties arose between the Russian and 
Turkish Governments the Sultan promptly 
shut up his brother sovereign’s Ambassador 
in the Castle of Seven Towers. This is why 

‘there isa kind of plan of thecastle in the 
Tolstoi coat-of-arms. The novelist’s paternal 
grandmother was a Princess Gortchakoff, his 
maternal grandmother being a Princess Trou- 
betzkoi; his mother, a most remarkable wom- 
en, was née Princess Wolkonsky, and Count 


Leo bears a striking resemblance to his 
maternal grandfather, Prince Nicholas Wol- 


konsky. 
t Tolstoi was born at Yasnaya Polyana 
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_...._ Aug. 28, 1828, the youngest of four sons. 
_ His brother Nicholas in his youth served as a

ety: I was famous. Therefore what I 
re rst be good. This belief in the im- 
rtance of poetry and the development of 
life was a faith, and I was one of its priests. 
Being a priest was advantageous and agreea- 
ble, and I lived a long time in this belief 
without doubting its truth. We were all then 
convinced that it was necessary for us to 
speak, and write, and print as quickly as pos- 
sible, and as much as possible, and that was 
all that was necessary for the good of hu- 
manity.”’ 

Remembering his simple tastes and the 
natural bent of his mind, it is no cause for 
wonder that within a year Count Tolstoi tired 
of life in St. Petersburg and again went to 
live on his estates at Yasnaya Polyana. In 
1857-he traveled in Western Europe, visited 
Rome, and lived for some time in France and 
Germany. Two or three short stories were 
the literary fruits of this western tour, but for 
several years thereafter his time and energies 
were in the main absorbed by earnest efforts 
to educate and improve the condition of the 
peasantry on his estates. Ihe details of his 
efforts in this field are most interesting, but 
form no part of the present record. These 
were varied by occasional trips to Moscow 
and St. Petersburg, another visit to Western 
Europe, and hunting trips with his neighbors, 
the hunt having been with him through life 
an absorbing passion. 

Count Tolstoi’s marriage occurred Sept. 23, 
1862. He was then 34 yearsof age; his 
wife, the daughter of a Moscow professor, 18. 
His courtship.was novel and very charming. 
The mode of his wooing and proposal was 
word for word that ot Lavin and Kitty in 
** Anna Karenina,” in which it will be remem- 
bered the lovers only pronounce the first let- 
ters of the words they wish to say to one an- 
other. Count and Countess Tolstoi’s married 
life has been the beau ideal of conjugal fe- 
licity. The young Countess was brought up at 
home, but she passed several stiff examinations 
at the Moscow University, and at the age of 
17 received a diploma, After their marriage 
the young couple went to live at Yasnaya 
Polyana, which has ever since been their 
home during the greater part of each year, 
and a little later Count Tolstoi began his 
monumental novel of ** Peace and War.’”’ The 
six volumes.of this work took him eight years 
to write; and during this time the Countess

times her husband’s manuscript—by no means 


an easy task, for the Count writes in a-pe- 
culiar kind of shorthand which he has him- 
self invented. In addition to aiding her hus- 
band in his literary labors, Mme. Tolstoi also 
made all her children’s clothes until they were 
10 years old. .At the present moment Count 
and Countess Tolstoi are the proud parents of 
nine children, of which the eldest is 28 and 
the youngest 3 years old. 

Count Tolstoi as a writer has always been a 
hard but spasmodic worker. ‘Chere are times 
when for months he will rarely put pen to 
paper, but when he has a task in hand that in- 
terests him he labors with relentless purpose 
and absorbing zeal. At such times he writes 
nearly all day and often far into the night. 
Evenin the summer, during the children’s 
holidays, he rarely will leave his desk to 
spend a few moments with them ; the morning 
is then the only time which he gives un to 


dressing-room, which is embellished by a fine 
portait of Schopenhauer, be goes down to the 
morning-room, where the whole family are 
assembled to take their coffee. Then he goes 
fora walk or ride, takes a swim in the river, 
and returns to his work. When he is actually 
writing no one dares interrupt him—even his 
wife makes it a rule not to disturb him—but 
while his eldest daughter was still a little 
girl she had the privilege of being allowed 
to run in and out freely. The study at 
Yasnaya Polyana in which Cuunt Tolstoi 
works and as a rule receives his visitors, is a 
large room divided into two parts by a low 
wooden partition. The walls are lined with 
bookshelves and ee work table is always 
covered with books an pers. The Count’s 
library contains several thousand volumes 
and includes a fine collection of old French 
books, an inheritance from his father; the 
best imaginative literature of England, 
France, Germany, and Italy; the works of all 
the leading Russian authors; a notable col- 
lection of books about Napoleon and his 
times, got together while he was writing 
** War and Peace,”’ and several hundred vol- 
umes on religious ysubjects. All of his books 
give speaking evidence of long and frequent 


use. 
Yasnaya Polyana, where Count Tolstoi was

born and where he has lived more or less reg- 
ularly all his life, is situated near the City of 
Tula, and about 200 miles from Moscow. It 
comprises an estate of about 3.000 acres, the 
greater part of which has been under cultiva- 
tion for many hundred years. soil, how- 
ever, is not very productive, and some thirty 
years ago the greater part of the estate was 
planted with birch . Which have now at- 
taiped a goodly and yieida large and con- 
stant revenue for firewood. The Count’'s 
house, a large, rambling structure with sev- 
eral detached wings, stands on the summit of 
a small hill at the end of a long and shady 
avenue of lime and birch trees. Courts, sta- 
bles, and outhouses surround it, and on every 
hand fields, woods, and plantations stretch 
away to the edge of the horizon.

SECTIONAL JIMMY AND NIPPERS, 


Two Tools of a Burglar’s Kit Which Are 
Made by Many Hands. 

Philadelphia Times: To the eye of an hon- 
est man no tool is a burglar’s tool. Were he 
to find a most approved kit he would merely 
think that a mechanic had lost his stock in 
trade, Drills, punches, bits, and ordjnary 
jimmies have each almost a counterpart in 
open daylight work, and only to the sophisti- 
cated would it appear that the bits of steel 
were implements of crime. To those who 
know, the two distinctive burglar’s tools are 
the sectional jimmy and nipper, the first be- 
ing a steel.bar so arranged that it can be un- 
screwed into several pieces for convenience 
in carrying. 

The other is like a pair of curling tongs, the 

clutching end being armed with little teeth, 
and is used for turning keysin doors from 
the outside. The manufacture of these tools 
is not, as has been supposed, confined exclu- 
sively to any setofmen. A burglar, desirous 
of obtaining a kit, will go to a hardware store 
and purchase drills, brace and bit, punches, 
and wedges, these latter being in a series, 
from those the thinness of a knife blade to 
others the thickness of one’s hand. This as- 
sortment of seemingly innocent tools he takes 
toa mechanic with instructions to temper 
them to a certain hardness. 
. To another blacksmith he goes and, draw- 
ing a diagram, bas a piece of iron made in ac- 
cordance. Still another makes him a second 
partand finally the thief has a“ drag,” the 
most powerful and, perhaps, the most useful 
tool, from his standpoint, that can be used in 
opening a safe. It consists of a long screw, 
with simple iron braces to be attached by a 
link to the knob of the door. 

A hole is bored through the front of the 
safe by means of a bit, a block is adjusted on 
the inside and on this is placed the point of 
the screw, which is turned bya crank. As the 
screw revolves it penetrates farther and far- 
ther until the back is reached. Then, as the 
tremendous pressure continues, something 
has to give, the front generally being ripped 
out. This apparatus, in addition to its sim- 
plicity and quick work, has the advantage of 
being noiseless.

In the first place the Board of Lady Managers 
compares most favorably with the National 
Commission, though .the former was taken 
direct from private iife, while the latter was 
more or less used to publicaffairs. The wom- 
en had spasms of unwisdom, which reports 
éxaggerated; considering their manner of 
appointment I am amazed at the general 
level of capacity.

MEN HAVE THE BEST OF TRAVEL, 


Very Small Gains for Women Have Been 
Wrested from the Railroads, 


New York Sun: Anything new about a first- 
class railroad carisararity. The ordinary 
coach has never changed since it grew away 
from its original shape, which is still followed 
in England, and is the shape of an omnibus. 
The Pullman and Wagner cars have never 
changed in their main design. They have al- 
ways been divided into a long central saloon 
and two private cabins or compart- 
ments, one at either end. Six-wheeled 
trucks have followed four-wheeled, 
running water has supplanted hand 
pumps, and gas has taken the place of oil for 
illuminating purposes. One company of car 
builders gives its patrons a long net to use as 
a shelf for storing ladies’ hats and men’s and 
women’s cuffs and collars at bed time, and 
everybody wishes the other company would 
do the same thing. Separate smoking and li- 
brary cars are now run with the best trains, 
but only for the use of the men. The women, 
who often outnumber the men, would greatly 
enjoy something of the sort, for as it is every 
wolnan must sit still in one seat, even if she is 
on a six-days’ journey from ocean to ocean, 

The only change or variety that comes toa 
woman on the cars is when a meal is declared 
‘‘ ready in de diner.’”’ Then she can stretch 
her legs and start her biood in circulation. 
That is to say, she can walk half a block three 
timesaday. Of ali the changes and improve- 
ments that have been gmade in the best cars in 
the whole history of @ailroading only one has 
been made especially@or the women. That is 
the recent introductiog of the dressing-room. 
Until a short time ag@ the men had a room at 
the end of acar with? thres wash-bowls and 
plenty of towels and mirrors, but the . women 
had nothing more than a closet such as is 
used to keep brooms and a dust-pan in at 
home. In it was one hand-bowl, a little mir- 
ror, and perhaps two towels, Only one woman 
could get in the little poke hole at one time, 
and with the rule of ** first come, first served,”’ 
it often happened that a woman who was 
ready for bed at 8:30 had no chance to un- 
dress until 9:30 or 10 o’clock. The queer 
thing was that the women needed the big 
room and the nren did not, for women cannot 
undress in a bunk, and men both can and do, 
Nowadays the women have the enjoyment of 
large dressing rooms—their only conquest 
from the masculines who run the railroads, 

The latest change in the best cars is an im- 
provement in the method of vestibuling the 
solid trains that are used on the principal 
route to Washington. Instead of a little con- 
stricted passage from coach to coach, the 
new vestibule is a large, square weil-lighted 
roomselt is made by covering the platform 
steps with trap doors that extend the floor to 
the full width of the cars. The platforms 
meet as if they were cemented together, 
a carpet covers the floor, great. lights 
of plate-giass let in all the ay- 
light, and thus a number of rooms 
are added to each train. This, also, isa gain 
for women, for they can stand or sit upon a 
camp stool in these vestibules, and enjoy the 
scenery on both sides of the train—a privilege 
that was before that only obtainable by such 
men as cared to sMout on the end platform 
and swallow smoke and cinders by the mile.

He Is Not Very Neighborly and Is Attend- 
ing Strictly to Business, 

Brattleboro (Vt.) Letter in Providence Jour- 
nal: Rudyard Kipling is living quietly and in 
domestic peace at his house behind the hills 
which belongs to the Balestier place, and 
which shut him from the view of nearly every- 
body who does not go within a few rods of his 
premises. He cannot be seen at all from Mount 
Wantastipuet, the highest point in this 
vicinity, and not until one approaches him 
around the curve inthe highway can he be 
seen by anybody.

To Remove Tattoo Marks, 


There have been many operations and applica- 
tions recommended for the removal of these dis- 
figurements, but most of them are either painful 
or entirely unsuccessfhi in achieving the result 
desired.

A method described in 
the Pharmaceutical Era involves a new princi- 


. ple—viz.: The digestion of the subcutaneous pig- 


ments by papoid. The tattooed part is weil 
washed with soap and water, a bunch of six or 
eight cambric needles bound together with silk 
thread is dipped in giveere e of papoid 
driven with a sharp blow into the tat 
part. This is repeated over the entire stain and 
must be thorough to be effective, and & pe- 
culiarity of the method is said to be that it 
causes no.inflammatory reaction. The digestive 
principle of the papoid is disseminated about the 
deposit of pigment, thus liberating it, & rtion 
is absorbed in a finely divided state by the 
lymphatics. another part probably finds its way 
into the upper iayers of the epidermis and close 
to the surface, andin this manner the pigment 
disappears.

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ONE WOMAN'S REMINISCENCES OF 
ITS FAMOUS PEOPLE. 


Mrs. Newton Crosland Writes of Lady Bles- 
sington and the Folk She Entertained 


at Gore HouseeGuests of the Halls 
Whom She Met and Talked With—Rox«a 
Bonheur, Leigh Hunt, Douglas Jerrold, 
and Tom Moore=Visiting the Brown- 
ings=Mra, Stowe and Biyard Taylor. 


It is astonishing that, notwithstanding. the 
number of reminiscences that have been writ- 
ten, it is always possible to write more cover- 
ing the same period and touching upon the same 
people. The appetite for personalities seems 
to grow with what it feeds upon, and where 
the personalities are not too personal there 
isnoharm done, I suppose that scores of 
memoirs have been written by people who 
knew Thackeray and Dickens and George 
Eliot and Disraeli and Tennyson, and most 
of the interesting people of their time, and 
though we have read them all we go on reading 
as though the subject were a new one, for the 
point of view is its attraction. The latest ad- 
dition to the many volumes of this sort that 
have been written during the last twenty years 
is ** Landmarks of a Literary Life,’ by Mrs. 
Newton Crosland (Scribner’s Sons). Mrs. 
Crosland wrote over the name of Camilla 
Toulmin, but she was nevera popular, though 
always a pleasing, writer. She was just liter- 
ary enough toenjoy the society of literary 
people, and she knew some of the best of 
those who flourished in her day. Mrs. Cros- 
land came into the world three years before 
the battle of Waterloo, and she can remember 
incidents of that famous fight. Notthe least 
interesting parts of her buok are the descrip- 
tions of London streets and of London life dur- 
ing the early part of thecentury. She knew the 
Haymarket when it was a haymarket; she 
saw the streets of London paved with cobble- 
stones and lighted with oil lamps, and she 
saw Kean act and heard Malibran sing. The 
latter, she tells us, was most careless of her 
dress, and to keep herself well-dressed paid a 
fashionable London dressmaker $500 a year 
to clothe her befitting her position as a great 
artist and a distinguished woman. Five hun- 
dred dollars would hardly pay for one of 
Adelina Patti’s gowns. 

Mra, Crosland, with Ruskin, Seott, Landor, 
Disraeli, and the rest, did not disdain writing 
for the ‘‘annuals,”’ then so much the fashion. 

For the Book of Beauty, editea by Lady 
Blessington, she wrote a poem compliment- 
ing the editor’s own beauty and charm of 
feature. For material for this poem she was 
obliged to visit Gore House and its famous 
mistress. 

Visit to Gore House. 


Many subsequent visits I paid, and one very 
memorable one, but always was there the same 
formality. ‘The great carriage gates were always 
shut, and it was some one from the stable who 
answered the loud bell from a small side door. 
He never knew if his mistress was at home, but 
took the card that was presented, and in a few 
minutes the visitor was admitted into the court- 
yard. The hall door was flung wide open by a 
powerful footman in gorgeous livery of green and 
gold, and the name passed on to another servitor 
that looked in every particular his counterpart; 
both were certainly upward of six feet in height. 

This second footman ushered me, on my first 
visit, into the library, where the hostess ad- 
vanced to meet me in the most cordial manner 
possible. Explaining the object of my visit, I 
gained all the information necessary, and, 1 be- 


lieve, had a more advanced sketch sent me; at | 


all events, some lines of mine on a lady's por- 
trait appeared in the Book of Beauty for 1843. 
When I left Lady Blessington pressed my hand in 
both of hers, saying: * Look upon .me as an old 
friend,”” with words that invited me to come and 
see her again. Il own] wasgratified and charmed 
by my reception, and, prudent or imprudent, I for 
some years made an afternoon call at Gore House 
every few months. _ 

Mrs. Crosland became quite intimate at Gore 
House, and was sometimes a guest there at din- 
ner. On one of these occasions she met Na- 
poleon III.. then just out of Fort Ham, of 
whom she says: 

I certainly thought him one of the ugliest men 
I had ever seen. His nose seemed enormous and 
his eyes small. His compiexion was so darkly 
sallow that it reminded me of Cariy:.e’s descrip- 
tion of ine *‘sea-green Robespierre.”” Neverthe- 
less, I admired his simple manners, which were 
more like those of an English gentleman than 
what we uséd to associate with a Frenchman. 
There was no more gesticulation or emphasis of 
speech than is becoming. 

Coant d'Orsay Criticised, 

Count d’Orsay was the only other guest at 
dinner, and he can scarcely be called a guest, 
as he was usually there all the time. He had 
a small buchelor’s residence next to Gore 
House, with a garden communication be- 
tween, and a studio in the basement of Gore 
House. Mrs. Crosland does not think much 
of D’Orsay, though she was quite fond of Lady 
Blessington. She says: 

D Orsay was considered a handsome man and 
the leader of fashion in men’s attire. He was 
tall, and with a good figure and carriage, and 
had fine hazel eyes, but + had one great defect 
which made me wonder he was so much admired 
His teeth had gaps between them which caused 
his smile to degenerate into something approach- 
ing a sheer; and hiS hands, large and white and 
apparently soft, had not the physiognomy which 

leases the critical observer and student of 
1ands. I thought his conversation common- 
place, but perhaps, though he spoke English 
fluently enough, his vocabulary of the language 
was somewhat limited. 

Mrs. Crosland was quite intimate at the S. 
C, Halls where she met a great many people 
of the literary world. It was the habit of 
people of what she describes the ** gentle mid- 
die class’ to dine as early as 5 o'clock and 
devote their evenings. to social intercourse. 
This gave them an opportunity to get to bed 
at a reasonably early hour, and yet have time 
for social pleasureg. It was at the Halls’ that 
she met the author of ** John Halifax, Gentle- 
man.’ Of her she says: 

One evening in 1843 Mrs, Hall brought up to 
me to introduce a tall, slender girl of 17, with 
graceful mien and fine gray eyes that once seen 
were not to be forgotten. They aiways seemed 
to be looming out on objects more serene than 
those before ber. This was Dinah Maria Mulock, 
then a young aspirant, full of hero-worship of 
the great and good of every order, and destined 
to be known as the author of “John Halifax, 
Gentleman,” and one of thé most successful nov- 
elists*of her day. 


Rosa Bonheur and Edwin Landseer., 


Rosa Bontheur, who had just been made fa- 
mous by ** The Horse Fair,’”’ was a guest of 
the Halis also, Mrs. Crosland thus describes 
her: 

Only about the middle height. she yet looked 
so robust that one couid fancy her curbing the 
fiery horses she so forcibly depicts. Very hand- 
some, with fine dark eyos, and the short, crisp 
curls which were not then the feminine fashion, 
hér head looked somewhat like that of a man, es- 
pecially as she wore a high black dress. It was 
evident she was a woman who dared and deter- 
mined to despise the troublesome fripperies of 
ordinary women’s dress. I was seated very near 
the great French painter when Mrs. Hall brought 
up Sir Edwin Landscer to introduce him to her. 

I could not but be interested in the meeting of 
these two famous animal painters. The conver- 
sation was in French, and there seemed to be on 
both sides genuine gratification in seeing each 
other, with mutual felicitations on their achieve- 
ments. I never heard if the acquaintance grew 
into intimacy and friendship; but I am sure the 
must bave felt much sympathy, and were bot 
too gréat for jealousy to marit. Both were su- 
preme in showing the mentality of the animals 
they depicted and must have loved so weil. 

Tom Moore was u frequent guest at the 
** Rosery,”’ as the Halls’ place was called. Of 
him Mrs. Crosland writes: 

At this time he was 65 years of age, carrying 
his years well. Yet there was a weather beaten 
look about his face that generally adds to the 
appearance of age. I was familiar, through en- 
gravings, with the face of the Lrish poet, and cer- 
tainly the painters who had taken his likeness 
had been eminently successful, catching the ex- 
pression of his couhtenance and that peculiar 
turn of the head which give the look which, ina 
soldier, would be called “ attention.”” Of course 
he was the observed of all observers, and [{ had 
pried of time to notice him, After a while Mrs. 

ail took my hand rather suddenly, raising me 
from my chair, and, drawing mea few paces to 
where Mr. Moore was standing, said playfully 
“Here is another.’ He pat out his Tend and 
smiled, and spoke a few pleasant words, | be- 
lieve, as | suppose he had already done to twenty 
people, and | confess that to this day I like to re- 
member that 1 have shaken hands with the 
author of the surely deathiess * Irish Melodies,” 
of the admirable “ Life of B fron,” of the too lit- 
tle known m “My Birth ay, and of “Lalla 
Rookh,”’ which, in my youth, I was romantic 
enough greatly to enjoy. 

Leigh Hant’s “ Arrogant Vulgarity.” 


For Leigh Hunt Mrs. Crosland had no ad. 
miration. He dwelt in her memory as “a 
thick-set man of nearly 60, with fine dark 
eyes and whitened hair, with his portly per- 
son incased ina white waistcoat, which was 
amply displayed by his habit of throwing 
back the lapels of his coat and inserting his 
thumbs in the armholes of the waistcoat. In 
this attitude, pele leaning back in his chair, 
he discoursed to what for the most part 
seemned an admiring audience. I must con-

It was in 1844 that Mrs. Crosland made the 
acquaintance of Douglas Jerrold, and the 
acquaintauce soon ripened into friendship.

** Mrs. Caudle " she says: 

I never kgew any one who had more complete! 
two sides a the nature than Dourias dorama, 
The ontsidg world considered him mainly as a 
caustic wit, a dramatist, the chief contributor to 
Punch, amao as familiar with the theatrical 
green- and newspaper o as with bis 
own house,and witha great of what is 
called * Bohemian” in his nature; but also he 
had the fra heart in the world, compas- 
Goseting dvery sort of suffering, though with 
wrath always at white heat against selfish greed 
and tyranny that orange woe upon the innocent. 
To me he was ever a kind friend, putting literary 
work of various sorts in my way. He had con- 
siderable faith in women’s capacity for inteilect- 
ual pursuits, while fu recognizing’ the diffi- 
éulties under which they labored when struggling 
in the battle of, life. Speaking of his magazine, 
he once saiji that he did not care how much 
*dimity " there was in it providing the “ dimity ” 
did not show. 


Handsome Bayard Taylor. 


Mrs. Crosland seems to have met most of 
the interesting Americans who were in Lon- 
don in the fifties, among them Charlotte 
Cushman,’ whom she reaily admired, and 
Bayard Taylor, then “not out of his twen- 
ties,’ in whom she found an “ undercurrert 
of Paula toh chivalry” that she thought 

« 


well suited to his Christian name. “ In his 
youth,” she says, “* Bayard Taylor was de- 
cidedly handsome, with a glow in his com- 
plexion which reminded: one of his neighbors, 
the red Indians, He was tall and slim, with 
every limb expressive of agility.” 

Mrs. Crosland found Hawthorne “shy,” as 
did most people: 

“In society he was one of the most painfully 
shy men I! éver knew,” she adds. “I never had 
the privilage of an unbroken téte-a& téte with 
him, and am under the impression that with a 
single listener he must ‘have been a very inter- 
esting talker; but.in the small social circle in 
which I first met him—it was at the house of Mr. 
Bennoch, to whom have before alluded—it 
really seemed impossible to draw him out. We 
were only five or six intimate friends, sitting 
round the fire, and with a host remarkable for 
his geniality and tact, but Hawthorne fidgeted 
onthe sofa, seemed rea to have little to say, 
and almost resented the homage that was paid 


him. | 

Harriet Beecher Stowe was then in Lon- 
don and, of course, Mrs. Crosland met her. 
This is her impression of the author of 
**Uncle Tom’s Cabin ”’: . 

When Mrs. Beecher Stowe visited London soon 
after the great success of “* Uncle Tom's Cabin” 
I was taken to an afternoon reception given in 
her honor.* I am ashamed to say | forget the 
name of her host, but I have an impression that 
he was a dissenting minister of some celebrity. 
It was certainly in the early ‘fifties ’—I think 
in 1852 or 1853 (Mrs. Stowe visited England in 
18538), and perhaps few authors ever received 
more genuine homage during a brief stay in En- 
gland than did the little woman on the sofa to 
whom we were in turn introduced. I did not 
actually héar the words from her lips. but they 
were buzzed about the room as having just been 
uttered by her—that she “ felt like a child who 
had set fire to a packet of gunpowder.” 

Notwithstanding the strong Yankee twang of 
her dialect, there was_a charming simplicity 
of manner about Mrs. Beecher Stowe. She did 
fot ignore the fact that she had-done an im- 
portant piece of work in the world, but 
showed neither mock humility por self-lauda- 
tion on the subject. l suppose she was 
under 40 ydéars of age at the time of which I am 
speaking, but her skin looked dry and withered. 
Her countehance was distinctly intelligent, yet I 
can fancy certain commonplace peopie ranking 
ber as one of themselves, and rather wondering 
how she could have written such « book. I mean 
those peopre who seem to fancy that authors are 
always attired in their * soaieone uniform,”’ much 
as little children imagine that Kings and Queens 
always wear crowns. But more expressive, to my 
mind, than her countenance were Mrs. Stowe’s 
hands, whieh for the most part lay very quietly 
in her lap. |1 noticed there was no wedding-ring. 
Small, brown, and thin, the gnarling of the jointe 
revealed the energy of character that usually ac- 
companies such hands, Though by no means go 
“spirit small” as Mrs. Browning's hands, they 
had something of the same character. 


The Brownings at Casa Guida, 


Mrs. Crosland left London in the autumn 
of 1857 fara visit to Italy. There she met 
the Brownmgs at Casa Guida. This is her 
description of Mra. Browning: 

Certainly she was a little below the middle 
height, andithe loftiness and spaciousness of the 
room served to make the fact more apparent as 
she approadhed me with that gadling movement, 
which I thiak has gone out of fashion, but which 
in my early days used te be called swanlike. 
There is a portrait of her éngraved from a photo 

raph taken in 1859 that is an egcelient likeness. 

fer abundant hair, falling in log thick ringlets, 
was of chestnut brown. and her eyes were of a 
similar hue, with a softness and sweetness of ex- 
pression nof possible to describe. 

This first yisit was very pleasant to me, rut 
hardly so pleasant as‘ subsequent ones, whe 
we became ‘more intimate; A té6te-A-téte wit 
Mrs. Browning was meet enjoyable, for her con- 
versation was delightful. Full of information of 
many sorts, when she agreed with what was said 
she tossed back the thought which had pleased 
her enlarged and embellished; if she differed it 
was with a gentle regret, quite devoid of ob 
stinate self-sufficiency. In truth, in every word 
and gestureishe showed the good breeding which 
grafted on snch a nature had rendered her man- 
ners perfectly charming. “, , - 

And so Mrs. Cros'and prattles on while we 
listen to her entertaining ‘remini®cences of 
soine of tha best known of the modern makers 
of literature.

* The convener of this congress was Na- 
poleon himself. It took place at Rotterdam 
on the 25th of October, 1811, in the 
course of his progress through Holland in the 
second year of the annexation of that country 
to France. A report or proces verbal of its 


‘ proceedings written in the Dutch language 


was drawn up by the Rev. P. Mounier of the 
French Protestant Church and sent to each 
congregation concerned for preservation. A 
translation of this document, made and 


_ published im 1833 by the Rev. William 


Steven, minister of the Scottish Church in 
Rotterdam, is the authority for what fol- 
lows: 

“ Napoleon received the delegates in the 
Gemeenulandshuis, or County Hall. They 
were introduced into his presence at the same 
moment, the Roman Catholics being placed 
on his right hand, the Protestants on his left. 
‘His Imperial Majesty,’ begins the report, 
‘ stood) in the middle of the hall, having on 


E his right hand the Prince of Plaisance, Gov- 


ernor General, and surrounded by other per- 
sonages to us unknown.’ The Roman Catho- 
lics had the privilege of speaking first. 
Napolepn listened patiently to the ‘pretty 
long h’ of their representative, and 
then questioned him as to the state and num- 
ber of the Roman Catholics in Holland. He then 
turned to the Bishop and pastor of the Jan- 
senists, or Old Roman Catholics as they style 


‘themselves, and strongly urged on them a 


policy of compromise and submission to 
Rome. The report does not give the argu- 
ments advanced by the Emperor in support 
of his contention beyond the expression of 


his opinion that the Jansenists were not 


divided from Rome on points of doctrine, 
and that, consequently, their dissent was 
unreasonable. The conference now became 
more animated. The imperial exhortation 
to unity ‘gave occasion to an interchange 
of words between the respective priests.’ 
Nodoubt both parties traversed the Em- 
peror’s view of the grounds of their diver- 
gence, and respectively advanced and repudi- 
ated the bull Unigenitus, which had been 
the instrument of suppressing the French Jan- 
senists in the former century. 

** Napoleon fora moment seems to have 
felt himself in his own element and to 
have enjoyed the strife, albeit it was of 


‘tongues only. He stepped down, so to say, 


into the arena and ‘ willingly,’ we read,
